e Covers all Speedwells native, naturalised and casual, based on BSBI mapped records. 

e Speedwell flowers are 4 (occ. 5) petalled, (purply-)blue to white, sometimes pinky, with lower petal smaller than 
others, and where blue generally a brief (may be pronounced) purple transition to a white centre. The petals are 
technically ‘corolla lobes’. 

e It may help to open two copies of the PDF to view two positions at once. Some viewers naturally allow a document 
to be opened twice (e.g. in Sumatra use Ctrl-Shift-N). 

e For habitat and change trends, view the Atlas link under the species (absent for casuals). 


e PDF sections can be viewed under your PDF navigator or under Contents; they include:- 
e Diagnostic charts, to get you to species section and then to species. Some species are in more than one section 
e Subforms, exploring the species in more detail, including any subspecies.

spuria many), flower stalklets (pedicels) tiny, 1 mm (3), height to 30 cm (ssp spicata) or 60 cm (ssp hybrida), fruit 2-4 x 2-4 mm, hairless, perennial;

V. longifolia L. (Garden Speedwell) 


Garden Speedwell - Scattered near residences 

Leaf broadest at basal third of leaf (2), may be whorled in 3s or 4s, surface hairs minute or none (2), leaf teeth sharp (2), leaf length long, (3)6- 
12(15) cm (2) (V. spicata to 4 x 2 cm), inflorescence upright (1), may itself be branched (3), few side-spikes from leaf-bases (1) (V. spuria many), 
flower stalklets (pedicels) small, 1-2 mm (3a), height to 120(150) cm (1), fruit 3 x 3 mm, hairless (4), perennial; read more.

Leaf broad in basal third of leaf, narrowing to stalk (3), leaf teeth sharp (3), inflorescences branched and side-branches from leaf-bases (1,4), with 
laxish flowers (2,4), leaf length long and narrow(ish) (1,3), flower stalks (pedicels) largish (2)3-5 mm (2,4) (vs. 1-2 mm V. longifolia & V. spicata), 
flowers largish, 7-14 mm (2) diam (vs. 4-8 mm V. longifolia & V. spicata), height to 80 cm, fruit 3-4 x 2-3 mm, hairs often dense low down, perennial.

V. teucrium L. (Large/Saw-Leaved Speedwell) 


Large/Saw-Leaved Speedwell - Scattered near gardens (north to Edinburgh) 
Leaf base broad, clasping stem (1,2), edges toothed/crenate, leaf length average, variable (2-7 x 0.6-4.5 cm), flower stalks (pedicels) largish (4), 
flowers largish, (8)10-13(17) mm, height to 100 cm, fruit 4-6 x 3-5 mm, hairy or not (4), perennial; botanical info.

Peterborough 
Leaves mostly fresh-looking (1), broader than next, with cleaner toothing, usually obviously stalked, flower pale lilac (or pinky) (2), with pale edge, 
smaller than next, in unobtrusive spike, stem hairs generally all round stem, perennial.

Germander Speedwell - Throught Br & Ir except highest altitudes & rare on northern Scottish islands 

Leaves somewhat tired green (1,2), narrower than prior, usually fairly unstalked (2) but not to be relied upon (4c), flowers usually strong blue or 
purply, often a mixture on the same plant, frequently with white or paler margin (1), larger and showier than the prior (occasionally white, 4b), ina 
spike (3) (may be short or condensed), stem hairs usually concentrated in two lines (4a) but sometimes not obvious or all round, perennial.

V. arvensis L. (Wall Speedwell) 


Wall Speedwell - Throughout Br & Ir, avoiding very high land 
Stem leaves lower broad (1), teeth blunt, separated by incisions (2,1), flower leaves long, narrow (3), hairs long, often conspicuous (2), flowers tiny 
to small, strong blue, often poorly opened; when base leaves are few and obscured, you just see the tongue-like flower leaves (4), when the flower 
leaves are few, you mostly see the broad basal leaves (1), annual; read more.

Heath Speedwell - Most of Br & Ir, avoiding very high ground 
Plant low, spreading, leaves longish (1), or broadish esp. in shade (3), leaf stalk short (3,1), teeth obvious (3) or a little obscure, flower usually a 
clear spike (2,4,1), hairy all parts (3), often glandy, perennial.

Creeping Blue-Speedwell - Rarely, near gardens (mostly S from Leeds).

Leaves narrow, long, flower stalks long; hairs few (var. scutellata, this) or much (var. villosa, pic), perennial; read more.

Alpine Speedwell - Scottish highlands 

Flowers tight cluster (stalks 1.5-2(4) mm), plant unobtrusively glandy in upper parts (3a), style (0.5)1-2 mm, compare next. In Europe V. bellidioides 
(photos) is similar but base leaves form a rosette and stem leaves are smaller, and typically overtly glandy (V. alpina non-rosetted, stem leaves 
similar size to lowest), perennial.

Corsican Speedwell - Rare scattering near gardens. 
Flowers largish, white (cultivated examples) to pale blue or pink (more natural forms), often with accentuated veins, plant carpetting, capsule 2-2.5 
mm (V. serpyllifolia 4-5 mm), style long (4 mm; V. serpyllifolia nearer 2(4) mm), longer than fruit, perenaiel.

V. peregrina L. (American Speedwell) 


American Speedwell - Widely across Br & Ir with some regions rather frequent 

Low leaves broadish and a little toothed (3, 3a), flower leaves narrow, spaced (sometimes dense), hairs none (2) or densely glandy (European ones 
mostly hairless), flowers small, white (2) (sometimes pinkish tinge), usually only a few flowering at a time, flower stalk short (2,4), plant fairly 
simple stemmed and upright or sprawling sideways and up (1), annual.

V. anagallis-aquatica L. (Blue Water-Speedwell) 


subsp. anagallis-aquatica - The subspecies in Britain. Although it usually has bracts 
shorter than the fruiting pedicels, this isn't to be solely relied on, sometimes the 
bracts can be very large, as shown in this picture. 


V. x lackschewitzii Keller (Hybrid Water Speedwell) 


Robust with clumps of up to 70 flowering stems 1.2 m high (parents to 30 & 60 cm) with longer 
racemes than either parent (flowers avg (30)60 up v to 25(40)) and usually sterile (developed 
capsules 0, v. rarely 1), but occasionally partially fertile, otherwise intermediate to parents. 
Frequent where both parents are present. Sterile populations may reproduce vegetatively by 
rooting readily at the nodes, backcrossing with parents creates more fertility. See notes in the 
Plant Crib PDF. 


V. arvensis L. (Wall Speedwell) 


var. arvensis - Erect, 10-40 cm, glandular-hairy, with long branches from the base. Leaves 5-15 
mm, fairly widely spaced, bluntly toothed. Flower spike very long (-30 cm), very open. 

var. nana - Erect, 2-8 cm, densely glandular-hairy, without no or an occasional branch, rarely 
several from base. Leaves 3.5-6.0 mm, numerous, rather dense, entire or bluntly toothed. 
Flower spike short, dense. 

var. polyanthos - Spreading or decumbent, more or less glandular-hairy, branched from base. 
Leaves 10-25 mm, fairly widely spaced, apx. acutely toothed. Flower spike short. 


V. beccabunga L. (Brooklime) 
subsp. beccabunga - The subspecies in Britain.

Individual specimens may be hard to assign. Try to become familiar with clear specimens first.

V. longifolia L. & V. longifolia x spicata (Garden Speedwell) 


Veronica longifolia x spicata - Probably the parentage of many garden and some naturalised 
plants; intermediate and fertile. 


V. persica Poir. (Common Field-speedwell) 
All three varieties common, when grown together they do not lose their distinctiveness. 


var. corrensiana - Plant robust. Leaves 10-20 x 5-15 mm, crenate, teeth apx. double and obtuse. 
Corolla usually with pale lower lip. 

var. kochiana - Plant slender. Leaves 6-15 x 5-10 mm, crenate, teeth obtuse. 

var. persica - Plant robust. Leaves 10-30 x 7-25 mm, dentate, the teeth apx acute. Corolla uniform 
blue. 


V. polita Fr. (Grey Field-speedwell) 
var. polita - Flowers 5-8 mm diam. 
var. grandiflora - Flowers 8-12 mm diam. 


V. scutellata L. (Marsh Speedwell) 


var. scutellata - Entirely hairless. 
var. villosa - Parts hairy, usually a mixture of unglandular and glandular. 


V. serpyllifolia L. (Thyme-leaved Speedwell) 


subsp. serpyllifolia v subsp. humifusa - 

Stems : Prostrate a short distance (to 50%) with flowering branches early ascending v rooting most 
their length 

Spikes : 20-40 v 8-15 (usu. >12 v <12) flowered, unglandular hairs or none v glandular-hairy 

Flower-stalks : = calyx v >> calyx 

Flower : 5-8 v 6-10 mm diam, white-to-pale-blue with violet lines v bright blue 

Leaves : Ovate-elliptic v ovate-orbicular (i.e. broader).

The Scottish subsp. humifusa are more extreme than those of N. England & Wales and 
intermediates occur with subsp. serpyllifolia in other mountainous areas - mountain plants of 
ssp. serpyllifolia often approach ssp. humifusa in their bluer corollas, more procumbent 
stems, fewer flowers and presence of glandular hairs, and need investigating. 


V. spicata L. (Spiked Speedwell) 


subsp. spicata - Breckland Spiked Speedwell. 
subsp. hybrida - Western Spiked Speedwell. 
subsp. spicata v subsp. hybrida :

NOTE that being old descriptions there may be details that have been revised; however they 
provide a wealth of observations that might not otherwise be encountered. 


V. arvensis L. (Wall Speedwell) 
1919 Horwood, v. 5, p171 (pdf p245) 


Wall Speedwell (Veronica arvensis, L.) 

A Southern plant, Wall Speedwell is found in the N. Temperate Zone in Europe, N. Africa, N. and W. 
Asia, Himalayas, and has been introduced into America. It is unknown in early deposits. This plant 
is found in all parts of Great Britain as far north as the Shetlands, and ascends to nearly 2000 ft. in 
Yorks. It is found in Ireland and the Channel Islands. 


Wall Speedwell is an arenophilous plant, which grows on wall-tops, at the sides of paths, on sandy, 
open ground, as at the seaside, on gravel drives, and other dry habitats, being xerophilous. With it 
grows Vernal Grass, Sandwort Spurrey, Rue-leaved Saxifrage, Mouse-ear Hawkweed, and other 
plants. 


Asmall, erect, sometimes branched plant, Wall Speedwell has a rigid habit which marks it off from 
others of the group. It is a downy plant with the lower 5 leaves stalked, heart-shaped, purplish 
below, blunt, flat, notched. 


The upper leaves are stalkless and twisted. When it grows on walls the leaves at the base are 
purple. The hairs are jointed, and arranged on the lower part of the stem in two rows. 


The numerous flowers are slightly stalked, in a spiked raceme, with long, linear bracts exceeding 
the flowers. The flowers are deep blue, and fall at the least touch. The calyx has lance-shaped 
sepals, oval, hairy, covered with glands; the corolla is wheel-like, with a short white tube. The 
limb is divided into 4 segments. The capsule is flat, inversely heart-shaped, pale-brown, and the 
seeds are oval, flattened at the border, with a depression down the middle. 


The stem may be 3-9 in. high. The flowers open in April, and flowering continues till July. The 
plant is annual, propagated by seeds. 


The floral mechanism is closely similar to that of V. hederaefolia, but the corolla is very small and 
pate-blue [deep-blue, as above!] with a white eye. The style is very short, and the flowers are ina 
terminal raceme. 


The capsule is winged, and dispersed by the wind, and the seeds, being flat, are also adapted for 
this. Wall Speedwell is strictly a sand-loving plant, growing on sand soil, on walls, and on gravel. 


The second Latin name refers to a supposed preference tor arable land, but this should be applied 
rather to V. agrestis. 


The plant is called Corn Speedwell, which is equally a misnomer. This species is distinguished from 
V. agrestis by its erect stem, nearly stalkless flowers, smaller seed capsules, forming a spike when 
ripe. 

Essential Specific Characters: - 


235. Veronica arvensis, L. - Stem erect, leaves cordate, crenate, lower petioled, upper bract-like, 
flowers in a terminal, lax, spiked raceme, pate-blue [deep blue!], tube of corolla short, capsule 
obcordate, seeds flat. 


V. beccabunga L. (Brooklime) 
1919 Horwood, v. 4, p120 (pdf p178) 


Brooklime (Veronica Beccabunga, L.) 


The Northern Temperate Zone in Europe, North Africa, N. and W. Asia, and the Himalayas is the 
home of this plant, which is not known in any early deposits. Brooklime is found in all parts of 
Great Britain, as far north as the Shetlands, and in the Highlands ascends up to 2800 ft. It is found 
in Ireland and the Channel Islands. 


Brooklime is a common aquatic species which grows in a submerged state in brooks, rivers, ponds, 
lakes, &c., and is thus a hydrophyte. With it grow Water Cress, Water Ranunculus, White and 
Yellow Water Lily, Water Mint, Amphibious Knotweed, Arrow Head, Flowering-Rush, &c. 


Half aquatic, the stem of this plant is prostrate, ascending at the tip, giving off roots at intervals. 
The whole plant is smooth and succulent, reddish, branched. The leaves are oval, blunt, coarsely 
toothed, smooth, fleshy, opposite; the teeth are terminated by stalked glands. 


The flowers are blue, in racemes, with a white eye, axillary, opposite. The sepals are oval acute, 
not so long as the corolla. The flower-stalks are spreading. The corolla is striped at the base with 
deep veins, and may be pink, the petals oval and unequal. The capsule is round, flat, slightly 
larger than the sepals, notched, swollen. The seeds are winged, flattened, and smooth. 


Brooklime grows to a height of 2 ft. Flowers are at their best in May and June. The plant is a 
herbaceous perennial, propagated by division. The flowers are proterogynous, the stigma ripening 
first, and like V. Chamaedrys in the position of nectaries and contrivance for sheltering and 
indicating pollen. The position of the stamens and pistil regulates the pollination and possibility of 
self-pollination. The stigma is mature before the flower opens, and has long papillae, which adhere 
to the pollen, but the anthers have not yet opened. The stamens and style project from the flower 
and form an alighting place for insects. They are only partly expanded in dull weather, and the 
anthers are quite close to the stigma, and this leads to self-pollination. 

The petals are wide open in the sun, in one plane more or less. The stamens become widely 
spreading, and the anthers are far from the stigma before they open. The plant is much visited by 
insects, especially a fly, Syritta pipiens. The fly touches the anthers and stigma with different parts 


of its body, and both cross- and self-pollination result. It touches the stigma with the abdomen, 
which is previously covered with pollen. 


Brooklime is visited by Syritta, Ascia, Eristalis. Scatophaga, Honey Bee, Andrena, Halictus. 

The capsule, which is rounded, is turgid, and adapted for distribution by water. 

The plant is aquatic. and needs no soil except the usual sub-aqueous mud. 

Two beetles, Prasocuris junci, Gymnometron beccabungae, and a moth, Athalia annulata, feed on 
He 

Beccabunga, Dodonaeus, is from German Bach bunge - bach, a brook, bunge, bunch. 

The plant is called Becky-leaves, Broklembe, Brooklime, Cow-cress, Horse Cress. Horse-well Grass, 
Limewort, Limpwort, Water Pimpernel, Wall-ink, Water Purpy, Well-ink. In Chaucer's day it was 
used for swellings, gout, &c. It is gathered with Water Cress, being acrid, disagreeable, and 
poisonous. But it is used as a spring salad occasionally. 


Essential Specific Characters: - 


237. Veronica Beccabunga, L. - Stem rooting below, prostrate, glabrous, leaves stalked, oval. 
serrate, flowers blue, in axillary racemes, capsule globular. 


V. fruticulosa L. (Shrubby Speedwell) 


This is not on record for Britain but it's a distinctive plant and the following record is interesting:- 


1905 Anne Pratt, v. 3, p4 (pdf p24) 

Flesh-Coloured Speedwell (V. fruticulosa). — Raceme many-flowered, downy, with glandular hairs; 
leaves leathery, elliptic-lanceolate, somewhat serrated; stem ascending, woody, branched at the 
base; capsule egg-shaped, with 2-cleft valves; perennial. The flesh-coloured flowers of this species 
expand in July. The plant was found many years ago on Ben Cruachan by Dr. Walker, and on Ben 
Lawers by Dr. R Brown, but has not been seen by any other botanists. 


Flora Europaea 

Like 6 [V. fruticans] but some of the hairs on pedicels, calyx and capsule patent and glandular; 
corolla 9-12 mm in diameter, pink (rarely deep blue); capsule 5-6-5 mm, suborbicular, with broader 
and distinctly emarginate apex. Mountain rocks; calcicole. Higher mountains of W. & S.C. Europe, 
from the Vosges and Sierra Nevada eastwards to N. W. Jugoslavia. Au Ga Ge He Hs It Ju. 


V. hederifolia L. (lvy-leaved Speedwell) 
1919 Horwood, v. 2, p150 (pdf p216) 


Ivy-leaved Speedwell (Veronica hederaefolia, L.) 


Familiar to us from its almost universal occurrence on cultivated ground this plant is found in the 
N. Temperate Zone in Europe, N. Africa, W. Asia, and the Himalayas. It is unknown in seed-bearing 
deposits. In Great Britain it is absent in Brecon, Radnor, Cardigan, S. Lincs, Isle of Man, Wigtown, 
Peebles, Selkirk, Stirling, Main Argyll, Mull, N. Ebudes, W. Ross, Caithness, and the Hebrides, as far 
as the Shetlands. It is found in Ireland and the Channel Islands. 


Ivy-leaved Speedwell is a typical cornfield weed, which comes up year after year in great 
abundance in all cultivated fields, as well as in gardens, on waste ground, and by the roadside here 
and there. It is associated with Corn Buttercup, Poppies, Charlock, Heart's Ease, Spurrey, Fool's 
Parsley, and many other cornfield weeds. 


The stem is trailing, branched, round, soft, covered with soft hair, stringy internally. As the second 
Latin and English names imply the leaves are ivy-shaped, i.e. 3-5 lobed, with wide angles. The 
leaf-stalks equal the leaves, and the leaves are alternate, heart-shaped at the base, fleshy, hairy. 


The flowers are pale blue, in the axils, borne on 1-flowered flower-stalks, which in fruit are turned 
back. The sepals (4) are heart-shaped, acute, hairy on the margins. The corolla is bell-shaped, with 
oval petals, the lower of which are less than the calyx, and hairy within. The capsule consists of 2 
swollen heart-shaped lobes, containing 2 seeds in each. 


As a trailer the plant is not more than 3 in. high. It flowers in March up to June. The plant is 
annual, reproduced by seeds and division of the root. 


The flowers are small and solitary, appearing in succession, the male and female organs ripening at 
once. They are less conspicuous than others in the same genus, being pale blue. Few insects visit 
them, as with many other cornfield weeds. They give good seed, this being the commonest species 
of Veronica, so that the self-pollination which occurs when the flower expands must be effective. 
The anthers open before the flowers open, and their surface, covered with pollen, touches the 
stigma. The honey is secreted by a yellow, fleshy disk below the ovary at the base of the tube, and 


hairs protect it above. If insects visit it they are not more liable to cross- than to self-pollinate the 
flowers. 


The Hymenoptera, Andrena parvula, Halictus nitidinsculus, H. leucopus, H. albipes, visit it in the 
spring on warm sunny days. 


The seeds are contained in a capsule which breaks up into several parts, and the seeds are 
dispersed around the parent plant. 


Ivy-leaved Speedwell is especially a sand plant, and nearly always found on sand soil or gravel. 
Peronospora grisca and Sorosphaera veronica attack the leaves. 


Veronica, Fuchs, is from the Latin vera, true, and the Greek eikon, picture; and Lonicerus says it 
was called after some king of France, but it was probably named from Veronica of religious legend. 
The second Latin name, meaning “ivy-leaved ", refers to the shape of the leaves. 


This plant is called Bird's Eye, Botherum, Corn Speedwell, Dotherum, Hen-bit, lvy Chickweed, 
Morgeline, Mother of Wheat, Winter-weed. 


The petals were said to display in their markings a representation of the kerchief of St. Veronica, 
imprinted with the features of Christ. A legend runs that when Our Lord was on His way to Calvary 
bearing His Cross He passed by the door of Veronica, who, beholding the drops of agony on His 
brow, wiped His face with a kerchief or napkin. The sacred features remained impressed on the 
kerchief. 


Essential Specific Characters: - 


234. Veronica hederaefolia, L. - Stem prostrate, leaves cordate, 5-7 lobed, petiolate, flowers pale 
blue, axillary, single, sepals ciliate, seeds concave. 


V. scutellata L. (Marsh Speedwell) 
1919 Horwood, v. 5, p31 (pdf p61) 


Bog Speedwell (Veronica scutellata, L.) 


Though an Arctic plant no seeds of this common bog plant have as yet been discovered in peat or 
other deposits yielding such remains. It is found in Arctic Europe, N. Africa, N. and W. Asia, N. 
America in the Arctic and N. Temperate Zones. It occurs in every part of Great Britain except 
Merioneth, Linlithgow, northward to the Shetland Isles. In Yorks it is found at the height of 2200 ft. 
It is found in Ireland and the Channel Islands. 


Bog Speedwell is a hygrophyte, or moisture-loving plant, which grows in damp places, and was 
probably once more frequent, but owing to drainage is now local. It grows in marshy tracts and 
bogs with Bog Pimpernel, Asphodel, &c., and is found by the margins of pools, lakes, as well as in 
ditches, brooks, and rivers, where the ground is flooded. 

The habit is that of a trailer, the plant being seldom more than suberect. It gives off young shoots 
above the surface; the stem is subangular, smooth, and branched. A characteristic feature is to be 
found in the long lance-shaped linear leaves, slightly toothed along the margin, opposite, stalkless, 
and smooth. In a variety the stems and leaves are hairy. 


The flowers are borne on alternating racemes, which are axillary, loose, wavy, and many-flowered. 
The bracts or leaflike organs are lance-shaped. The flower-stalks are pendulous. The calyx is 
deeply cut. The corolla is wheel-shaped, white or pinkish, with purple veins. The capsule consists 
of two rounded lobes, which are flattenecl with rounded, flat, yellow seeds. 

Bog Speedwell is often 2 ft. long. The flowers open in June, July, and August. The plant is 
perennial, propagated by division. 

The floral mechanism is like that of lvy-leaved Toadflax, but the flowers are in axillary racemes, 
and the plant grows in boggy places where it is obscured by herbage, which helps to support it, and 
little likely to be cross-pollinated by insect agency very frequently. The corolla is white or pink, 
wheel-shaped, the 2 filaments are thicker in the middle, and the anthers are white. The style is 
drooping and white, the stigma also turned back and yellow. 

The capsules on turned-back flower-stalks are margined and fringed with hairs, and adapted mainly 
for wind dispersal. 


The Bog Speedwell is a peat-loving plant, and requires a peat soil. 
The second Latin name refers to the shape of the capsule, shield-like or salver-shaped. 


This plant is distinguished from other species by the narrow, usually smooth leaves. The leaves are 
slightly toothed, and the flower-stalks loose and straggling, turned back in fruit. 


Essential Specific Characters :- 


236. Veronica scutellata, L.- Stem slender, glabrous, leaves toothed, linear-lanceolate, sessile, 
flowers white or pale-pink in alternate racemes, axillary, capsule of two flat, rounded lobes, fruit- 
stalk deflexed. 


Unrelated plants of similar form 


Speedwells usually have four slightly-unequal ‘petals’, upper larger, lower narrower; sometimes 
there are five. 
Forget-me-nots have five equal petals. 


Botanical Descriptions 


A selection of botanical descriptions. Where items are marked Google Translated, the original can be found in the 
section following this one. 


V. acinifolia L. (French Speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - An annual 5-15cm, usually with erect or ascending branches from the base, +- glandular- 
pubescent. Lvs 1 cm or less, ovate, obscurely crenate or almost entire. Infl. lax. Upper bracts elliptic-oblong, entire, 
the lower gradually passing into lvs, as long as or shorter than pedicels. Calyx-lobes ovate-oblong, 1/3 or 1/2 as long as 
pedicel. Corolla blue, rather longer than calyx. Capsule wider than long, 2-lobed with a deep sinus, slightly longer than 
calyx. Seeds flat. Fl. 4-6. 2n = 14. Th. Introduced. Sometimes occurring as a casual in cultivated ground in England and 
perhaps naturalized in one or two places in Dorset and adjacent counties. Native of S., S.C. and W. Europe northwards 
to N.C. France; Asia Minor. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stem 5-15 cm, erect, simple or branched from the base, more or less glandular- pubescent 
throughout. Leaves 4-10 mm, shortly petiolate, ovate, entire or obscurely crenate, subglabrous to sparsely pubescent. 
Flowers in racemes; bracts shorter than or equalling pedicels, the upper oblanceolate. Calyx-segments ovate; corolla 
2-3 mm in diameter, blue. Capsule c. 2 x 3 mm, broadly reniform with deep sinus, flat, glandular-hairy; style c. 1.5 
mm, not or scarcely exceeding the sinus. Seeds c. 0.75 x 0.5 mm, broadly elliptical, flat. 2n =14, 16. Cultivated ground 
and damp grassland. S., S.C. & W. Europe, northwards to N.C. France. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Differs from V. bozakmanii mainly by being less tall (4-15 cm) and more strongly branched 
(especially at base); leaves 3-8(-11) x 3-6 mm; fruiting pedicels 3-7(-10) mm, 1-1.5 x bracts, not or only slightly hooked 
upwards below fruit, with glandular hairs 5-7(-9)-celled (upper cells square); corolla 3-4 mm diam.; capsule 2-2.5(-3) x 
(3.5-)4-4.5(-5) mm; seeds 20-40, 0.8-1.2 x 0.5-0.8 mm, not sticky when wet. 2n= 14. Fl. 3-5. Moist fields and fallows, 
ditches, damp paths, c. s.l-200(?) m. C., S. & E Europe, Crimea(?), Caucasus(?). Closely related to but clearly distinct 
from V bozakmanii; no intermediate specimens known. Literature records have not been accepted since V. acinifolia 
has often been considered in a broad sense, including several allied species. 


(V. bozakmanii - Annual, erect, (4-)8-20(-25) cm, not or +- branched (but rarely at base); blackening when dry. Stems 
sparsely pubescent with very short curved eglandular and scattered longer (0.3-0.6 mm) glandular hairs, rarely 
glabrous. Lower leaves petiolate, upper subsessile, all glabrous. Lamina broadly ovate to subtriangular or rhombic, 5- 
14 x 3-10 mm, base truncate to cuneate, margin subentire to shallowly serrate-dentate with 1-3(-4) teeth per side. 
Raceme 5-20(-35)-flowered, glandular-pubescent. Bracts oblanceolate, entre or lower slightly serrulate. Fruiting 
pedicels 5-10(-15) mm, erecto-patent, 1.5-2 x bracts, +- hooked upwards below fruit, pubescent with very short 
eglandular curved hairs and (3-)4(-5)-celled (all cells usually longer than broad) (0.2-)0.3-0.4(-0.5) mm glandular hairs. 
Corolla blue or pale blue, 4-6 mm diam. Style 1.2-1.6 (-1.8) mm. Capsule (2.7-)3-3.5(-3.8) x (4-)4.5-6 mm, c. 1-5 x 
calyx, hygrochastic, sinus acute, 0.45-0.6 x capsule, base broadly truncate to subcordate, lobes suborbicular, 
glandular-ciliate, otherwise glabrous; style subequalling sinus. Seeds c. 10-30, elliptic, (1.1-)1.3-1.6(-1.8) x 0-7.1 mm, 
+- flat, smooth, sticky when wet; 2n= 28. Fl. 4-7. Pinus and Abies forests, wet places, often on clay, 700-2500 m... 
Greece (?), Iraq, Iran, Afghanistan. Ir.-Tur. element. Intermediate between V. acinifolia and V. reuterana. 


Bonnier - (Google Translated) 2.097. Veronica acinifolia L. Thyme-leaved speedwell (pl. 452: 2.097, flowering plant). - 
This small plant, 4 to 18 cm., grows in sandy or clayey fields, unevenly distributed in most parts of our Flora. Its small 
bright blue flowers appear in March and flowers of this species are still found in June. With the exception of the bracts 
which accompany the flowers, the lower ones of which resemble the leaves inserted below, all the leaves are opposite, 
provided with a petiole, with an oval blade, crenellated on the edges in its two upper thirds, hairy-glandular. The 
flowers, arranged in clusters, are placed on peduncles whose length is 2 to 4 times that of the calyx and approximately 
equal to that of the bracts located at their base. The calyx is hairy-glandulous, with 4 almost equal, oval divisions. The 
corolla is a little longer than the calyx, with a yellowish throat, an almost white lower lobe. The ripe fruit is wider 
than long, deeply indented, with a very acute indentation, edged with fairly long glandular cilia. The style, which 
measures about 1 millimeter in length, does not exceed the upper level of the fruit. It is an annual plant, with 
glandular stems, erect or straightened, with a main root bearing many rootlets which together form a tuft of small 
roots below the base of the stem. The seeds germinate in autumn and the plant begins to flower at the end of the 
following winter. 


Distribution. - Prefers siliceous soils, especially sandy and clayey; does not rise to a great height on the various 
mountains. 


Europe: Western, Southern and Central Europe. - Outside Europe: South West Asia; Madeira Island. 


V. agrestis L. (Green Field-speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - Differs from V. polita as follows: Lvs all longer than wide, rather lighter green, irregularly 
crenate-serrate. Sepals oblong or ovate-oblong, obtuse or subobtuse, faintly veined. Corolla usually pale blue with the 
lower lobe or 3 lobes white or very pale, less frequently all white, or pink above. Capsule lobes obscurely keeled, with 
long glandular hairs, often with rather shorter glandless ones but without short crispate hairs. Fl. 1-12. Visited by 
Diptera and Hymenoptera, homogamous, often selfed. 2n = 28. Th. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Pubescent annual. Stems 5-30 cm, procumbent or decumbent. Leaves 5-15 mm, longer than 
wide, shortly petiolate, ovate with more or less truncate base, crenate or crenate-serrate, mostly alternate but the 
lowest opposite. Flowers solitary in leaf-axils; pedicels 5-15 mm, usually recurved in fruit. Calyx-segments 3-6 mm, 
ovate to ovate-lanceolate, subobtuse, not overlapping at base; corolla 3-6 mm in diameter, usually whitish with blue or 
pink upper lobe. Capsule 3-4 x 4-6 mm, 2-lobed with parallel lobes and deep, narrow sinus, not or slightly keeled, 
sparsely glandular-hirsute; style c. 1 mm, not exceeding the sinus. Seeds c. 1.5 x 1.25 mm, broadly elliptical, concave 
on one face. 2n = 28. Cultivated ground; somewhat calcifuge. Most of Europe except the extreme north and parts of 
the south-east. 


FNA Beta - Annuals. Stems creeping to decumbent, 5-25 cm, hairy. Leaves: blade elliptic-ovate to oblong, (6-)8-16(- 
19) x (3-)4-10(-13) mm, base truncate, margins serrate, teeth 4-6(-8) per side, apex obtuse to acute, abaxial surface + 
more densely hairy than adaxial. Racemes 1-5, terminal, 50-250 mm, 5-15-flowered, axis eglandular-hairy, sometimes 
glandular-hairy; bracts elliptic-ovate to oblong, (6-)9-16(-19) mm. Pedicels deflexed, (5-)6-10(-15) mm, + shorter than 
subtending bracts, densely eglandular- and, sometimes, glandular-hairy distally. Flowers: calyx lobes linear-lanceolate, 
(5-)6-7 mm, 2.2-2.6 mm wide, apex rounded, sparsely eglandular- or glandular-hairy; corolla white or pale pinkish or 
pale blue, 4-5(-6) mm diam.; stamens 0.5-1 mm; style (0.6-)0.9-1.1(-1.2) mm. Capsules + compressed in cross section, 
+ subglobular, 3.5-4.5(-4.7) x 4.5-6(-6.3) mm, apex emarginate, sparsely glandular-hairy. Seeds 6-14, yellow to ochre, 
globular, cymbiform, 1.3-2.1 x 1-1.6 mm, 0.6-1.1 mm thick, strongly rugose (transversely ribbed). 2n = 28 (Europe). 
Phenology: Flowering May-Oct. Habitat: Light, noncalcareous, moist soils, gravelly soils. Elevation: (0-)300-800 m. 
(Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.102. Veronica agréstis L. Veronique agréste (pl. 453: 2.102, flowering and fruiting 
stems; 2.102 b. and 2.102 c., flowering and fruiting stems and plant of the two subspecies). - The forms that can be 
grouped under this name are plants with recumbent or upright stems, measuring from 5 to 30 cm. long, which grow in 
fields or uncultivated places, on embankments or on old walls and whose main type at least is widespread in the 
various regions of our Flora; the bluish, white or blue flowers bloom from March to October, and sometimes even in 
winter. The lower leaves are opposite, the other alternate; all these leaves have a more or less short petiole, an oval- 
rounded blade or a reversed heart, covered with small hairs, toothed or crenellated on the edges. The flowers are 
isolated in the axils of the leaves, on peduncles a little longer than the calyxes, shorter or barely longer than the 
leaves in the axils of which they are found. The calyx, more or less hairy, has slightly unequal oval divisions, 2 of which 
are directed slightly upwards and the other 2 downwards. The corolla, which measures only 4 to 6 millimeters in 
width, protrudes little or not beyond the calyx. The ripe fruit is wider than high, indented, with two swollen parts, not 
separated from each other, 4 to 6 millimeters wide by 3 to 4 millimeters high; it contains 8 to 20 seeds; the style, 
persistent in the indentation of the fruit, measures less than 2 millimeters in length. They are annual or biennial 
plants, with a developed main root. (Various anomalies of this species have been described: flowers with 5 sepals; 
double flowers; aborted stamens; flowers with 3 carpels; fruit with 3 or 5 lobes arranged in a star; etc.). - The main 
type is recognized by its usually light green leaves, its pale blue or white flowers, the calyx whose divisions are obtuse 
at the top, the fruit with network ribs, containing 8 to 12 seeds. 


Distribution. - Hardly exceeds 900 m. altitude in the Alps, the Pyrenees, the Corbiéres; does not reach the zone of fir 
trees in the Jura. 


Europe: almost all of Europe. - Outside Europe: South West Asia, Afghanistan, Central Asia, Japan; Algeria. 
2 subspecies and 3 varieties of this species have been described; the 2 subspecies are as follows. 


2.102 b. V. didyma Ten. V. didymium [Synonym: Veronica polita Fries] (pl. 453: 2.102 b., flowering and fruiting stem). - 
Leaves of a dark green or a slightly glaucous green; bright blue flowers; calyx with few hairs, acutely divided except at 
the very top; mature fruit with no visible network of veins, containing 14-20 seeds; fruit peduncles overturning by a 
curvature which occurs towards their base. (Wide; abundant especially in the West, the South, the South-East of 
France, and Switzerland). 


2.102 c. V. opaca Fries V. opaque (pl. 453: 2.102 c., plant with flowers and fruits). - Leaves of a light green, oval, very 
strongly toothed, which can measure from 10 to 22 millimeters in length; pale blue flowers with whitish lower lobes; 
calyx with obtuse divisions; swollen fruit containing only 4 to 8 seeds. (Here and there). 


Remark. - The Veronica elliptica Forst. (Véronica with elliptical leaves), is naturalized in the West of Finistére, in the 
Moléne and Ouessant islands where it is designated under the name of “Myrtle of Ouessant”. It is a sub-shrub from 25 to 
85 cm., hairless, with opposite leaves, close to each other, leathery, persistent, whole, having an elliptical outline but 
ending in a small point, with white or pink flowers, with ovoid ripe fruit. 


V. anagallis-aquatica L. (Blue Water-Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A perennial or sometimes annual herb, glabrous except for the sometimes glandular infl. 
Stems 20-30 cm high, shortly creeping and rooting at base, then ascending, fleshy, usually branched, green. Lvs 5-12 
cm, the lower ovate, subentire, often petiolate, the upper ovate-lanceolate or lanceolate, acute, +- amplexicaul, 
remotely sertulate. Racemes opposite, rather lax, 10-50-fid, ascending. Bracts linear, acute, shorter than or equalling 
pedicels at flowering. Calyx-lobes ovate-lanceolate, acute. Corolla 5-10 mm diam., pale blue with violet veins. 
Pedicels ascending after flowering. Capsule +- orbicular, slightly emarginate, usually slightly longer than broad. Fl. 6-8. 
Visited by Diptera, easily self-pollinated. 2n = 36. Hp. or Hel. Native. In ponds, streams, wet meadows and wet mud, 
rather common. Throughout the British Is. but absent from much of $.W. England, Wales and N. Scotland. All Europe 
except the extreme north; Asia to Japan and the Himalaya; N.E. and S. Africa; North and South America; New Zealand. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - (incl. V. lysimachioides Boiss.). Perennial (rarely annual). Stem (5-)30-60(-100) cm, erect, 
simple or much-branched at the base, glabrous or glandular-pubescent. Leaves 20-100 mm, light green, glabrous, the 
lower ovate, often petiolate, subentire, the upper ovate- lanceolate, more or less amplexicaul, irregularly serrate near 
the apex. Racemes glabrous or glandular-pubescent, up to 3 times as long as subtending leaves; pedicels 4-7 mm, 
erect, erecto-patent, or arcuate-ascending, usually at least as long as the linear bracts. Calyx-segments erect in fruit, 
but not closely appressed to capsule; corolla 5-10 mm in diameter, blue with violet veins. Capsule 2.5-4 x 2.5-3.5 mm, 
orbicular, ovate or elliptical; style 1.5-2 mm. 2n = 36. Streams, river-banks, and other wet places. Europe except the 
extreme north. Plants with lax, usually glandular-pubescent racemes and arcuate-ascending pedicels have been 
distinguished as subsp. divaricata Krosche. Such variants occur throughout the range of the species, and do not 
therefore merit subspecific distinction. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Perennial or (rarely?) annual herb, (20-)30-100(-120) cm, erect, usually +- branched to 
middle, often with +- repent vegetative branches at base, blackening when dry. Stems usually thick, hollow, glabrous. 
Leaves glabrous, rarely uppermost glandular-pubescent, lamina (15-)30-70(-100) x (7-)10-25(-35) mm, lower shortly 
petiolate (but those of basal lateral branches usually distinctly petiolate), ovate, elliptic or oblong, obtuse, upper 
sessile, broadly lanceolate, +- acute, base of middle and upper cordate-amplexicaul, often subauriculate and enlarged, 
of uppermost sometimes slightly cuneate; margin serrulate, denticulate to sub-entire. Racemes 6-25 (incl. lateral 
branches), 20-40(-50)-flowered with 2-7 pedicels per cm in fruit, glabrous or +- glandular-pubescent with 0.05-0.15 
mm glandular hairs (eglandular hairs always completely absent). Bracts linear to lanceolate, acute, Fruiting pedicels 4- 
7(-8) mm, 1.5-3 x bracts, suberect, arcuate-erect to subpatent. Calyx 2-2.5 mm in flower. Corolla lavender to pale 
blue or pale lilac, 4-6 mm diam. Style 1.5-2(-2.5) mm. Capsule orbicular, inflated, (2.5-)3-3.5(-4) x 2.5-3.2(-4) mm, 
equalling calyx or slightly shorter, apex not or only very slightly emarginate, glabrous or sparsely shortly glandular- 
pubescent. Seeds 40-70, elliptic to suborbicular, plano-convex, 0.5-0.6(-0.7) x 0.4-0.5 mm, with dot-like chalaza. 2n= 
18 or 36. Fl. 3-9(-11). Streams, ditches, banks, springs. swamps, wet meadows, s.l.-2350 m. Described from Europe... 
Widespread... Almost cosmopolitan. Rather variable in habit and leaf shape by environmental and genetic 
modification. For notes on variation in leaf base see V oxycarpa. V. anagallis-aquatica is connected by transitional 
(hybrid?) forms with V. oxycarpa, V. scardica, V. lysimachioides, and V. anagalloides (q.v.). 


FNA Beta - Annuals or perennials. Stems erect or prostrate basally, (20-)30-100(-170) cm, usually thick-fleshy, 
glabrous. Leaves: petiole 0-2(-8) mm (basal lateral branches usually distinctly petiolate to 8 mm) proximally, 0 mm 
distally; blade (of proximal leaves) ovate, elliptic, or oblong, (15-)30-80(-145) x (7-)10-30(-45) mm, 1.5-3 times as long 
as wide, base obtuse proximally to cordate-amplexicaul in middle and + cuneate distally, margins + serrulate or 
denticulate, apex acute, surfaces glabrous, rarely glandular-hairy. Racemes 6-25, axillary, 50-100(-150) mm, 5-10 mm 
diam., (20-)30-40(-60)-flowered, axis glabrous, rarely glandular-hairy; bracts linear to lanceolate, 2-5 mm, apex acute. 
Pedicels suberect or arcuate-erect to subpatent, curved upwards in fruit, 3-7(-10) mm, longer than subtending bracts, 
glabrous or hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes 2-3 mm, apex acute, glabrous, rarely hairy; corolla lavender to pale blue, rarely 
pale lilac, (4-)6-8 mm diam.; stamens 3-3.5 mm; style 1.5-2.5 mm. Capsules slightly compressed in cross section, 
globular, (2.5-)3-3.5(-4) x 2.5-3.2(-4) mm, apex rounded or + emarginate, glabrous or sparsely short glandular-hairy. 
Seeds 40-77, yellow-brown, ellipsoid to subglobular, planoconvex, (0.3-)0.5-0.7 x 0.3-0.5 mm, 0.2-0.3 mm thick, 
smooth. 2n = 36. Phenology: Flowering Mar-Sep(-Nov). Habitat: Stream margins, ditches, banks, springs, swamps, wet 
meadows. Elevation: 0-4000 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.086. Veronica anagallis L. Véronique Mouron (pl. 451: 2.086, flowering plant; 2.086 
bis, fruiting raceme; 2.086 b., flowering and fruiting stem of the subspecies). - It is a plant whose size can vary from 
10 to 80 cm., and whose stems lying down and rooted completely at their base, are erect and bear flowers of a pale 
blue or lilac, rarely white which appear from the month of May until the month of September. This species is 
widespread in almost all the regions of our Flora, where it grows in damp or flooded places, at the edge of water or in 
ditches. The leaves, all opposite, except those reduced to the state of bracts, accompanying the flowers, are without 
petiole, oval or elongated-ovate, acute at their apex, edged with pointed teeth. The flowers are arranged in clusters 
arising from the axils of the leaves and usually opposite; these clusters are loose, with many flowers and each of these 
last is placed at the top of a peduncle which is longer than the calyx and than the bract which is at its base. The calyx 
is hairless, with 4 slightly unequal divisions, oval and acute at their apex. The corolla slightly exceeds the calyx, and 
its lobes are traversed by darker, purple or red veins. The fruit is hairless, most often almost rounded in outline, 
bordered by a very narrow wing, with little or no indentation at the top, which is surmounted by the persistent style 
which is hardly more than a millimeter in length. It is a perennial plant, sometimes biennial or even annual, with 
flowering stems presenting 4 angles in their length, most often hollow inside. When the plant grows in favorable 
places, it is perpetuated and multiplies either by numerous suckers starting from its rooted base, or by adventitious 
buds born on the upper parts of the stems which sag in autumn in such a way that these buds weeds are in contact 
with the ground where they take root. Sometimes the plant develops its vegetative parts 2 or 3 meters below the 
water level; in this case (which is observed in the lakes of the Jura for example), the plant does not flower, and its 
submerged leaves are thin, membranous, of a yellowish tint. When the seeds germinate in moist but rapidly drying 
places, annual plants are produced, less than 20 cm. tall, with an erect stem, with a branching main root and a few 
adventitious roots originating at the bottom of the stem. (Various anomalies of this species have been described: 
clusters with highly developed bracts; double flowers; leaves divided in their upper part; flowers whose similar parts 


are arranged by 3, by 5 or by 6; flowers green due to the presence of ‘Mites of the genus Phytoptus and with elongation 
of the part of the floral axis situated above the ovary; etc.). 


Distribution. - Can rise up to about 1,800 m. altitude on the various mountains. 


Europe: almost all of Europe. - Outside Europe: Asia; North Africa; North America. 


1 subspecies, 2 races and 4 varieties of this species have been described; the subspecies, the 2 races and the most 
notable variety are as follows. 


2.086. 2°. Variety hirsuta G.B. (spiky). - Stem strongly hairy and bristly. (Very rare, on the edge of a few lakes). 


2.086. 3°. V. transiens Rouy (V. intermediate). - Bluish flowers veined with red, rarely white; dwarf plant; rather 
broadly oval leaves; fruit with a more or less oval outline, often acute at the apex, barely indented or not indented; 
stem hollow inside. (Here and there, uncommon). 


2.086. 4°. V. aquatica Bernh. (V. aquatic). - Pale pink flowers; hairless or glandular plant; oval-elongated leaves; fruit 
with an elliptical outline having a length twice the width, strongly indented at the top; stem not hollow inside. (Here 
and there, rare). 


2.086 b. V. anagalloides Guss. V. False Pimpernel (pl. 451: 2.086 b., flowering and fruiting stem). - Whitish flowers; 
narrow, elongated leaves; very narrowly divided calyx; ripe fruit about 3 to 4 mm. long, elliptical in outline, obtuse at 
the top, not indented; stem hollow inside; plant usually having a few scattered hairs. (Here and there; prefers 
calcareous soils: quite rare or rare in the South of France; rare in the Rhone basin, in the Center and in the West of 
France; rare in Belgium, in the coal and Hesbaye regions and Campinian). 


V. arvensis L. (Wall Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - An erect annual 5-25 cm, but very variable in size, simple or branched at base with 
ascending branches, pubescent and sometimes glandular. Lvs to 1.5 cm but usually less, triangular-ovate, coarsely 
crenate-serrate, the lowest petiolate, the upper sessile. Racemes long, lax, occupying the greater part of the length of 
the stem. Upper bracts 4-7 mm, lanceolate, entire, ciliate, longer than the fls, lower gradually passing into the lvs. 
Pedicels very short (less than 1 mm). Calyx-lobes like the upper bracts but smaller. Corolla 2-3 mm diam., blue, shorter 
than calyx. Style c. 1 mm or less. Capsule about as long as wide, obcordate, ciliate, shorter than calyx. Seeds flat. Fl. 
3-10. Visited by small bees, probably often selfed. 2n = 16. Th. Native. In cultivated ground and grassland and on 
heaths in open habitats, usually on dry soils. Common throughout the British Is. Almost throughout C. and W. Asia; N. 
Africa; Macaronesia; naturalized in North America. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stem (2-)5-40 cm, simple and erect to much-branched and procumbent, pubescent, and 
often slightly glandular above. Leaves 2-15 mm, triangular-ovate with truncate or weakly cordate base, crenate- 
serrate, pubescent or subglabrous, the lower shortly petiolate, the upper sessile. Flowers in racemes; bracts longer 
than pedicels, the upper lanceolate, the lower ovate. Calyx-segments lanceolate; corolla 2-3 mm in diameter, blue. 
Capsule c. 3 x 3 mm, obcordate, flat, usually subglabrous except for marginal cilia; style c. 1 mm, scarcely exceeding 
the sinus. Seeds c. 1 x 0.75 mm, elliptical, flat. 2n = ?14,16. Cultivated ground, walls and other dry, open habitats. 
Almost throughout Europe. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Erect annual, 2-25 cm, often strongly branched, stems with 3-6 pairs of leaves, pubescent to 
villous, usually eglandular, hairs often +- in two rows. Lower leaves shortly petiolate, upper sessile; lamina broadly 
ovate, (2-)5-14 x (2-)3-10 mm, pubescent (often sparsely), apex obtuse to rounded, base truncate, margin crenate- 
serrate. Inflorescence (5-)15-40-flowered, axis and pedicels densely pubescent with short curved eglandular and 0.3- 
0.6 mm glandular hairs. Bracts (3.5-)4-6(-8) mm, linear-oblong, glandular-pubescent, coarsely serrate at base, lower 
often enlarged and coarsely serrate at base. Pedicels absent or to 2 mm. Calyx (3-)3.5-5(-6) mm, lobes linear-oblong, 
glandular-pubescent. Corolla blue, 2-3 mm diam. Style 0.4-0.6(-0.8) mm, shorter than or equalling sinus of capsule. 
Capsule obcordate, 2.5-3.5 x 3-4 mm, flat, with acute sinus; keel glandular-ciliate, otherwise glabrous. Seeds c. 10-25, 
ovate, 0.9-1.3 x 0.6-0.9 mm, flat, slightly rugulose, yellowish. Fl. 3-6(-8). Open forests, scrub, grassland, rocky slopes, 
fields, roadsides, coasts, s.l-1700 m. Described from N. Europe... N. Turkey, W.. C. & S. Anatolia, Islands... Europe, 
Caucasia, C. Asia. NW Africa; introduced in America, Japan. Hawa and Australasia Euro-Sib. element. The closely 
related V. sartoriana Boiss. & Heldr (Greece) has been recorded from Samo... but the record needs confirmation Its 
taxonomic status is uncertain. 


FNA Beta - Annuals. Stems erect to ascending, 1-30(-40) cm, glandular- or eglandular-hairy. Leaves in 3-6 pairs per 
stem; blade oblong to broadly ovate, (2-)5-14(-35) x (2-)3-10(-18) mm, 2.5 times as long as wide, base truncate, 
margins crenate-serrate, apex obtuse to rounded, surfaces sparsely eglandular-hairy, rarely also glandular-hairy. 
Racemes 1(-3), terminal, 20-150 mm, (5-)15-40(-60)-flowered, axis densely eglandular- and glandular-hairy; bracts 
linear-oblong, (3.5-)4-6(-10) mm. Pedicels erect, 0-4 mm, shorter than subtending bract, densely eglandular- and 
glandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes (2-)3.5-5(-6) mm, 0.8-2 mm wide, apex acute, glandular-hairy; corolla sky blue to 
intense blue, 2-4 mm diam.; stamens 0.3-0.5 mm; style (0.2-)0.4-0.6(-1) mm. Capsules compressed in cross section, 
obcordiform, 2-4 x 2.5-5 mm, apex markedly emarginate, glandular-ciliate, otherwise glabrous. Seeds 10-30, 
yellowish, ovoid, flat, 0.7-1.7 x 0.4-1 mm, 0.2-0.4 mm thick, rugose. 2n = 16. Phenology: Flowering (Feb-)Mar-Jun(- 
Oct). Habitat: Disturbed sites, lawns, fields, open forests, scrub, grasslands, rocky sites, coasts. Elevation: 0-2900 m. 
(Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.094. Veronica arvénsis L. Field speedwell [Synonym: Veronica polyanthos Thuill.] (pl. 
452: 2.094, flowering plant). - This small plant, one of the first species which we see blooming in abundance in the 


month of March and which prolongs its flowering until October and even in winter, is generally very widespread in the 
fields, the dry places, along the paths. It is a plant from 5 to 25 cm., remarkable for its very small blue flowers, whose 
corolla is shorter than the calyx, and by its medium leaves broadly rounded at the base. The leaves, all opposite 
except those accompanying the flowers, are light green, toothed and crenate on the edges except at the very base of 
the lamina; they are stalkless or extremely short-stalked. The flowers are arranged in terminal clusters which grow 
much longer as flowering continues. They are placed on erect peduncles shorter than the calyxes and the bracts which 
are at their base. The calyx has 4 very unequal and hairy-glandulous oval divisions. The corolla is a fairly pale blue, 
with a white throat. The ripe fruit is heart-shaped, about as wide as it is long, strongly ciliated at the edges, 
measuring about 3 millimeters in width, shorter or nearly the same length as the persistent calyx which surrounds it; 
the style which remains at the top is relatively very small (having at most three quarters of a millimeter), and of the 
same length as the indentation of the fruit. It is an annual or biennial plant, of rather variable appearance, with stems 
sometimes erect, sometimes spreading or even with more or less drooping branches, covered with small hairs, among 
which, in particular, one notices, on the lower part of the stems, two rows of small jointed hairs. The main root is 
rather slender, elongated, bearing quite a number of rootlets. (Various anomalies of this species have been described: 
aborted stamens; flowers with 3 carpels; corolla with 3, 5 or 6 lobes; stamens transformed into petals; fruits divided 
into 5 lobes and taking a star shape; etc.). 


Distribution. - Can be found in the subalpine zone and near the highest crops, in the mountains. 


Europe: all of Europe except in the arctic zone. - Outside Europe: Southern Siberia, South-West Asia; North Africa, 
Canary Islands. 


Two varieties of this species have been described. 


V. alpina L. (Alpine Speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A perennial herb 5-15 cm, glabrous below, glandular-pubescent above; stems shortly 
creeping at base, with very few branches, the flowering ascending. Lvs ovate, entire or serrulate, cuneate at base, 
subsessile. Racemes 4-12-fld, dense, head-like. Bracts not passing into the lvs, longer than the pedicels. Calyx-lobes 
elliptical, sub-acute. Corolla c. 7 mm diam., dull blue, about twice as long as calyx. Capsule obovate, glabrous, 
slightly emarginate, longer than calyx and much longer than the very short (1 mm) style. Fl. 7-8. Probably usually self- 
pollinated; insect visits few (flies). 2n = 18. Chh? Native. Damp alpine rocks in Scotland from Perth and Argyll to 
Aberdeen and Inverness, 490-1130 m, local. Arctic Europe and North America; high mountains of Europe southwards to 
S. Spain, S. Italy and S. Bulgaria; Siberia, Manchuria, Korea; mountains of North America southwards to New England 
and Colorado. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stems 5-15(-25) cm, ascending, herbaceous, glabrous or pubescent. Leaves 10-25 x 4-12 mm, 
ovate to elliptical, entire or weakly crenate-dentate, glabrous or subglabrous, sessile. Racemes subcapitate, 
elongating to c. 2 cm in fruit; pedicels 2-4(-6) mm, shorter than bracts. Calyx 3-4 mm; segments 4, elliptic-oblong, 
hairy at least on margins, subequal. Corolla c. 7 mm in diameter, deep blue. Capsule 6-7 x 4-5 mm, elliptical, rounded 
at apex, glabrous; style 1.5-2 mm. 2n=18, 36. Arctic Europe; mountains of Europe southwards to S. Spain, S. Italy and 
S. Bulgaria. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems ascending, often dark bluish distally, sparsely branched at base, 5-15(-25) cm, 
eglandular-hairy. Leaves: blade ovate or oblong-elliptic, 7-30 x 4-20 mm, base cuneate, margins indistinctly dentate or 
entire, apex short-acuminate, abaxial surface glabrate, adaxial + hairy. Racemes 1, terminal, 5-20 mm, to 30 mm in 
fruit, (1-)3-20-flowered, axis eglandular-hairy; bracts oblanceolate, 4-5 mm. Pedicels ascending to erect, 1.5-2(-4) 
mm, shorter than subtending bract, eglandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes 3-4 mm, ciliate, apex obtuse or acuminate, 
eglandular-hairy; corolla sky blue or blue-violet, sometimes white, rotate, 2.5-5.5 mm diam.; stamens 2-2.3 mm; style 
0.5-1.5(-2) mm. Capsules compressed in cross section, obovoid or oblong-obovoid, 4.5-7.5 x 3.5-5.5 mm, ca. as long as 
wide, apex shallowly emarginate, eglandular-hairy or glabrate. Seeds 9-53, brown to yellow, ellipsoid-oblong, flat, 0.7- 
1.2 x 0.4-1 mm, 0.1 mm thick, smooth. 2n = 18. Phenology: Flowering (Jun-)Jul-Aug. Habitat: Slopes, moist rocks, 
hillocks, moist alpine and subalpine meadows. Elevation: 0-1000 m. (Link) - [NOTE European works describe it as 
glandular in the upper parts and in photos this seems to be correct, appearing discreetly glandy]. 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.092. Veronica alpina L. Speedwell of the Alps (pl. 452: 2.092, flowering plant; 2.092 
bis, fruiting plant). - This small plant, 5 to 10 cm., grows in the alpine region, among pastures and rockeries where its 
bluish flowers, which are arranged in small numbers in very short clusters forming like small tight heads, appear in July 
and August. The leaves, all or almost all opposite, are without petiole, with 3 main veins, provided with hairs in 
variable quantity, with an oval outline, either entire, or more or less denticulate or crenate. The peduncles are shorter 
than the calyxes and the bracts which are at their base. The calyx is hairy, with 4 oval, slightly unequal divisions. The 
corolla, which measures about twice the length of the calyx, usually has the lower lobe acute and the other 3 obtuse. 
The ripe fruit is oval, has its greatest width in its upper part; it is covered with hairs, not very indented and longer 
than the persistent calyx which surrounds it; the style hardly reaches more than a quarter or a third of the length of 
the rest of the fruit. It is a perennial plant, with grassy stems, prostrate then erect, with lower and upper leaves 
smaller than the middle leaves, hairy-glandulous at the top; the plant is perpetuated or multiplied by the divisions of 
its underground stems. (Anomalous specimens have been found with leaves whorled in threes). 


Distribution. - Ordinarily limited between 1,600 m. and 2,500m. elevation; has been encountered, in the Alps, up to 
3,100 m. altitude. 


Europe: almost all of Europe, including the arctic zone; lacking in southeastern Europe. - Outside Europe: North 
America. 


Four varieties of this species have been described. 


V. beccabunga L. (Brooklime) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A glabrous perennial 20-60 cm; stems creeping and rooting at base, then ascending, fleshy. 
Lvs 3-6 cm, rather thick and fleshy, ovate or oblong, obtuse, the base rounded, shallowly crenate-serrate, shortly 
petiolate. Racemes opposite, rather lax, 10-30-fld. Bracts linear-lanceolate, +- equalling the slender pedicels. Calyx- 
lobes narrowly ovate, acute. Corolla 5-7 mm diam., blue. Capsule subglobose, retuse, shorter than calyx. Fl. 5-9. 
Pollinated by various Diptera and Hymenoptera, protogynous, often selfed. 2n = 18. Hel. or Hp. Native. In streams, 
ponds, marshes and wet places in meadows. Common throughout the British Is. but local in N.W. Scotland and not in 
Shetland. Most of Europe southwards from 65°N.; N. Africa; temperate Asia extending to Japan and the Himalaya. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Glabrous perennial. Stems decumbent, rooting at the nodes. Leaves 10-40 mm, thick, 
orbicular, ovate or oblong, obtuse, petiolate, subentire or shallowly crenate-serrate. Racemes up to 3 times as long as 
subtending leaves; bracts from half as long to twice as long as pedicels. Calyx-segments more or less deflexed in fruit; 
corolla 5-7 mm in diameter, pale to dark blue (rarely pinkish). Capsule 2-3 x 2-4 mm, subglobose, scarcely emarginate; 
style c. 2mm. 2n =18, 36. Ditches, streams and marshes. Europe, southwards from c. 65°N. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Perennial with creeping rhizome, blackening when dry. Stems always completely glabrous, 
decumbent to +- ascending, (5-)10-20(-30) cm, repent at base, usually slightly branched, thick, solid, often red, 
pruinose. All leaves shortly but clearly petiolate, fleshy, dark green, shining, completely glabrous; petiole 2-4(-8) mm; 
lamina broadly oblong, ovate or subelliptic, (10-)15-35(-50) x (6-)8- 20(-26) mm, base rounded-truncate, apex obtuse- 
rounded, rounded or subtruncate, margins denticulate, subserrulate (rarely crenulate) or subentire. Racemes 2-6(-12), 
(5-)10-15(-22)-flowered, always completely glabrous. Fruiting pedicels (2.5-)3-7(-10) mm, 0.8-1.5(-2) x bracts, 
subpatent, arcuate-erect or suberect. Calyx 2.2-5 mm in flower. Corolla deep or bright blue (rarely pale blue) with 
white centre, 5-6 mm diam. Style (1.3-)1.5-3(-3.5) mm. Capsule slightly transversely broadly elliptic or orbicular, 
rarely broadly elliptic, inflated, (2.5-)3- 4(-5.5) x 3-4(-4.5) mm, equalling calyx (rarely 1.5 x calyx), apex not or slightly 
emarginate. Seeds 40-70(-100), broadly-elliptic, plano-convex, 0.5-0.6 x 0.4-0.5 mm, with dot-like chalaza. 2n=18. Fl. 
5-10. Streams, marshes, ditches, wet meadows, preferably in running water, 20-3200 m. Described from Europe... 
Widespread... Europe, N. Africa, Caucasia, Iran, W. Sibena, C. & E Asia. 


FNA Beta - (subsp. beccabunga) Perennials. Stems decumbent to ascending proximally, creeping distally, 10-60 cm, 
glabrous. Leaves: petiole 2-4(-8) mm; blade broadly oblong, ovate, or subelliptic, widest near or distal to middle, 
(10-)15-35(-65) x (6-)8-20(-33) mm, 1.5-2 times as long as wide, base rounded-truncate to cuneate, margins 
denticulate, subserrulate, or subentire, rarely crenulate, apex obtuse-rounded, shining, surfaces glabrous. Racemes 2- 
6(-12), axillary, 30-50 mm, (5-)10-15(-22)-flowered, axis glabrous; bracts lanceolate, 3-6 mm. Pedicels subpatent, 
arcuate-erect, or suberect, (2.5-)3-7(-10) mm, equal to subtending bract, glabrous. Flowers: calyx lobes 2-2.5 mm, 
apex acute, glabrous; corolla deep or bright, rarely pale, blue with white center, 5-6 mm diam.; stamens 1.4-2.8 mm; 
style (1.3-)1.5-3(-3.5) mm. Capsules slightly compressed in cross section, broadly ellipsoid or globular, 2.5-4(-5.5) x 3- 
4(-4.5) mm, apex not or + emarginate, glabrous. Seeds 38-70(-110), brown, broadly ellipsoid, flat, 0.4-0.6 x 0.3-0.5 
mm, 0.2-0.3 mm thick, smooth. 2n = 18, 36. Phenology: Flowering May-Sep(-Oct). Habitat: Streams, marshes, ditches, 
wet meadows, running water, disturbed sites. Elevation: 0-2300 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.085. Veronica Beccabunga L. Véronique Beccabonga (pl. 450: 2.085, flowering 
branch). - This species, commonly known as "Horsecress", grows in ditches, marshes, at the edge of streams or ponds, 
and in general in damp places where it is widespread in almost all the lands of our Flora. It is a completely hairless 
plant, from 10 to 65 cm. tall, which blooms its small pale blue flowers, more rarely pink, from May to September, and 
sometimes still in October. The leaves, all opposite except those reduced to the state of bracts and accompanying the 
flowers, are most often provided at the base with a more or less short petiole; the blade, finely crenellated on the 
edges, is thick, with an oval or elliptical contour, obtuse or rounded in its upper part. The flowers are arranged in 
generally opposite clusters and which originate in the axils of the leaves; they are loose, upright clusters: each flower 
is on a slender, spreading peduncle, longer than the calyx and often also than the bract at its base. The calyx is 
hairless, with 4 almost equal divisions between them. The corolla is only slightly longer than the calyx. The ripe fruit is 
rounded in outline, barely indented at the top, bearing a narrow border all around, and it is shorter than the persistent 
calyx which surrounds it. The style, which remains at the top of the ripe fruit, is about 2 millimeters in length and is 
shorter than the rest of the fruit. It is a perennial plant, with stems laid down and rooted towards their base, then 
straightened; these stems are cylindrical, not hollow inside, simple or branched. In autumn, the lower internodes of 
the stems become disorganized, the stems collapse, but the adventitious buds, born on the upper part of the stem or 
even on the leaves, remain alive, take root on the ground and contribute to the propagation of the plant. On the other 
hand, the plant is perpetuated by its underground stem. (Various anomalies of this species have been described: 
double flowers; calyx with 5 or 7 divisions; corolla with more than 4 petals; 4 developed stamens; flowers with a single 
carpel and with style placed laterally; etc.). 


Distribution. - Can grow up to 1,600 m. altitude, on the various mountains. 


Europe: almost all of Europe up to Iceland. - Outside Europe: South-West Asia, Himalayas, Japan; North Africa; 
naturalized in America. 


Three varieties of this species have been described; these are the following. 


2.085. 2°. Limosa variety Math. (quagmires) [Synonym: Veronica Beccabunga variety bracteata Brébisson]. - Bracts 
longer than flower stalks; nearly entire leaves; flowers usually pink. (Here and there). 


2.085. 3°. Variety umbrosa Math. (shady places). - Elongated, spreading flower clusters; stems a little glaucous, 
geniculate, elongated. (Here and there in shady localities). 


2.085. 4°. Variety minima Opiz (minimum) [Synonym: Veronica tenérrima Schmidt]. - Slender stem, from 10 to 20 cm., 
with relatively small leaves, without petiole or almost without petiole; sparse bunches. (Here and there). 


V. catenata Pennell (Pink Water-Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - Differs from V. anagallis-aquatica as follows: Stem usually purplish-tinged. Lvs linear to 
linear-lanceolate. Racemes laxer, more spreading. Bracts wider, c. 1.5 mm, usually lanceolate, less acute, longer than 
pedicels at flowering. Calyx-lobes elliptical or oblong, widely spreading after flowering. Corolla usually pink with 
darker lines. Pedicels spreading at right angles after flowering. Capsule more definitely emarginate, usually wider than 
long. Fl. 6-8. 2n = 36. Hp. or Hel. Native. In similar places to the last [V. anagallis-aquatica], with which it often grows. 
E., C. and S. England, uncommon in the southwest, the north and in Wales, rare in Scotland (Berwick, Inner Hebrides, 
Aberdeen); scattered throughout C. and C.S. Ireland, isolated localities near the north coast. Most of Europe from 
c.58°N southwards. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Like 39 [V. anagallis-aquatica] but leaves dark green, linear to linear-lanceolate, all sessile; 
pedicels straight, patent, usually shorter than lanceolate bracts; calyx-segments usually patent or deflexed in fruit; 
corolla 3-5 mm in diameter, usually pink with reddish veins; capsule 2-3 x 2.5-3.5 mm, wider than long. 2n = 36. In or 
beside still or slow-moving water. Most of Europe from c. 58°A. southwards. 


FNA Beta - Annuals or perennials. Stems erect or ascending, 15-60(-80) cm, glabrous or glandular-hairy distally. 
Leaves: petiole 0 mm; blade oblong-ovate to oblong-lanceolate, (5-)25-50(-100) x 4-15(-30) mm, 2.5-5 times as long as 
wide, base amplexical-truncate or amplexical-subcordate, margins entire or subentire, apex acute, surfaces glabrous. 
Racemes 10-25, axillary, 100-160 mm, 15-25-flowered, axis glabrous or glandular-hispid; pedicels less than 3 per cm, 
glabrous or scarcely to densely short glandular-hairy, rarely completely glabrous; bracts oblong, 3-5 mm, apex obtuse. 
Pedicels patent, (3-)5-10 mm, equal to or + shorter than subtending bract, glabrous or glandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx 
lobes 2.5-3 mm, apex obtuse, glabrous or glandular-hairy; corolla white to pale pink with darker veins not reaching 
margins, 4-5 mm diam.; stamens 5 mm; style (1.3-)1.5-2.5 mm. Capsules + compressed in cross section, subglobular, 
2.5-3(-3.5) x 3-4 mm, apex emarginate, sinus 0.1-0.3 mm, glabrous or glandular-hairy. Seeds 26-123, yellow-brown, 
ellipsoid to subglobular, planoconvex, 0.4-0.7 x 0.3-0.5 mm, 0.2-0.3 mm thick, smooth. 2n = 36. Phenology: Flowering 
Jun-Oct. Habitat: Wet places, rarely running water, lakeshores, ditches, muddy places, stream channels. Elevation: 0- 
2500 m. (Link) 


V. caucasica M.Bieb. (Caucasian Speedwell) 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Usually regarded as endemic to the Caucasus, which is similar to 14 [V. multifida] but with 
white flowers and longer pedicels, has been reported from Jugoslavia, but probably in error. (V. multifida: Like 13(d) 
[V. austriaca ssp austriaca] but smaller and more delicate; stems numerous, decumbent to ascending, not more than 30 
cm; leaves c. 10 mm, mostly 2-pinnatisect, not blackening on drying; racemes not more than 5 cm in fruit; capsule 
wider than long. S. Ukraine, S.E. Russia... (S. W. & C. Asia.) Much confused with 13(d), but probably more closely 
related to 15 [V. orientalis].) 


European Garden Flora ed. 2 vol. 5 - More or less tufted, with ascending stems to 30cm. Leaves more or less 
pinnatifid, sometimes bipinnatifid with linear lobes. Flowers on long stalks in loose racemes of 4-8. Calyx 4- or 5- 
lobed. Corolla c. 1. cm, white with pale blue veins. Capsule c. 4 x 6mm, wider than long, hairy. Caucasus. H3. Summer. 


V. chamaedrys L. (Germander Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A perennial herb 20-40 cm; stems prostrate and rooting at the nodes, ascending above, 
with long white hairs in 2 lines on opposite sides, glabrous between. Lvs 1-2.5cm, triangular-ovate, sessile or shortly 
stalked (petiole to 5 mm), subobtuse, subcordate to cordate at base, coarsely crenate-serrate, dull green, hairy, 
especially on margins and veins beneath. Racemes from the axils of one or, more rarely, both of a pair of lvs, long- 
stalked, lax, 10-20-fld. Bracts lanceolate, about as long as or shorter than pedicel. Pedicels 4-8 mm. Calyx-lobes +- 
lanceolate, hairy. Corolla c. 10 mm diam., deep bright blue with white eye. Filaments and style blue; anthers pale. 
Capsule obcordate, shorter than calyx, wider than long, ciliate and pubescent. Fl. 3-7. Pollinated by various Diptera 
and Hymenoptera, homogamous. 2n = 32. Chh. Native. In grassland, woods, hedges, etc. Very common throughout the 
British Is. Throughout Europe except for some islands and much of the Arctic; N. and W. Asia; naturalized in North 
America. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stems 7-25 cm, ascending, sparsely to densely hairy. Leaves 10-40 x 6-30 mm, oblong- 
lanceolate to ovate-deltate, crenate-serrate to deeply and irregularly pinnatifid with linear-oblong lobes, sparsely 
hairy to subglabrous, sessile or shortly petiolate. Racemes 4-12(-16) cm, usually opposite but the lowest often 
unpaired; pedicels (2-)4-8 mm; bracts 3-7 mm. Calyx 4-6 mm; segments 4, lanceolate to linear-oblong, pubescent, 
somewhat unequal. Corolla c. 10 mm in diameter. Capsule 3-4 x 4-5 mm, obdeltate to obcordate, ciliate, shorter than 
calyx. Grassland, thickets and hedges. Throughout Europe except for some islands and much of the Arctic... 


(a) Subsp. chamaedrys: Leaves dark green, crenate-serrate. Stem often more or less hairy all round, at least above. 
Calyx sparsely pubescent. Corolla bright blue. 2n= 32. Throughout the range of the species. 


(b) Subsp. vindobonensis M. Fischer... Leaves yellowish-green, incise-crenate to pinnatifid. Stem with hairs confined 
to 2 opposite lines throughout. Calyx densely glandular-puberulent. Corolla pale blue, rarely pink or white. 2n =16. Dry 
grassland. E.C. & S.E. Europe. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Perennial herb with branched rhizome; stems erect or slightly ascending, (8-)12-30(-40) cm, 
eglandular-pubescent with patent straight or curved 0.2-0.8 mm hairs in two dense rows and sparsely scattered or 
absent between. Petiole 0-2(-6) mm, lamina broadly ovate, (10-)12-30(-35) x (8-)10-22(-28) mm, pubescent, base 
truncate to rounded, margin flat, crenate-serrate with (4-)6-10(-14) teeth per side. Racemes 1-4, opposite or 
alternate, 4-10(-12) cm, 15-30(-40)- flowered, peduncle 1-3(-5) cm, all eglandular- or glandular-pubescent. Pedicels 3- 
8 mm, 0.7-1.5 x bracts. Calyx 3-6 mm, lobes 4, linear-lanceolate. Corolla blue, 8-12 mm diam. Style 3.5-4.5 mm. 
Capsule obcordate, flat, 3.5-4 x 4.3-4.8 mm, equalling or slightly shorter than calyx, shortly eglandular-pubescent, 
base cuneate, apical sinus obtuse, often shallow. Seeds c. 6-14, elliptic, flat, 1.1-1.7 x 0.8-1.5 mm, subrugulose. Fl. 4- 
7. Rich soil in deciduous forests, forest roadsides, macchie, scrub, meadows, 100-2000 m. Described from Europe... 
N.W Turkey & adjacent N. & C. Anatolia... Europe, Caucasia, Siberia. Euro-Sib. element. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems ascending, rarely erect, (7-)10-30(-50) cm, densely eglandular-hairy, hairs along stem in 
2 prominent lines. Leaves: blade narrowly ovate to ovate-orbiculate, (10-)12-30(-42) x (6-)10-22(-30) mm, 1-2 times as 
long as wide, base truncate to + cordate, margins crenate to deeply incised, apex obtuse, surfaces variably hairy. 
Racemes 1-4, axillary, 40-100(-200) mm, 15-40(-60)-flowered, axis eglandular-hairy, sometimes also glandular-hairy; 
bracts linear-elliptic, 3-7 mm. Pedicels suberect, (3-)5-8(-10) mm, equal to or shorter than subtending bract, 
eglandular- and glandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx 4-lobed, lobes 2-8 mm, apex acute, eglandular- and, sometimes, 
glandular-hairy; corolla blue obscure darker nerves and sometimes whitish margin, (6-)10-14(-17) mm diam.; stamens 
4.5-6.5 mm; style (2.5-)4-5 mm. Capsules strongly compressed in cross section, obcordiform to obdeltoid, (2-)3.5-4(-5) 
x (3.5-)4-5(-5.5) mm, apex + emarginate, eglandular-hairy. Seeds (2-)12-20(-28), yellow, ellipsoid, flat, 1.1-1.7 x 0.6- 
1.5 mm, 0.2-0.4 mm thick, smooth to subrugose. 2n = 16, 32 (Eurasia). Phenology: Flowering Apr-Jun(-Oct). Habitat: 
Rich soils, deciduous forests, forest edges, roadsides, chaparral, scrub, meadows, lawns. Elevation: 0-2200 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.080. Veronica Chamaédrys L. Véronique Petit-Chéne (pl. 450: 2.080, flowering plant). 
- It is one of the spring species whose pretty clusters of blue flowers (rarely pink or white) grow in the meadows, 
pastures, woods, hedges and roadsides of almost all the regions of our Flora. This plant, with upright stems, from 10 to 
50 cm. tall, flowers from April to June. The leaves, all opposite, except those reduced to small bracts which 
accompany the flowers, are stalkless or almost stalkless, broadly reversed heart-shaped, hairy, shorter than the 
internodes, rather sharply and unequally toothed on the edges, except at the very lower part of the lamina. The 
flowers, which measure from 9 to 11 millimeters in width, in general, when open, are arranged in fairly loose clusters, 
often opposite, and arising in the axils of the leaves; each flower is on a peduncle which is longer than the calyx and 
the bract at its base. The calyx is hairy, with 4 slightly unequal divisions. The corolla is 2 to 3 times the length of the 
calyx; its lower lobe, paler in color or even white, is oval, the other 3 lobes are rounded with their terminal part a 
little protruding. The ripe fruit is flattened, heart-shaped, narrowed at its base, much shorter than the divisions of the 
persistent calyx which surrounds it, with a persistent style a little longer than the rest of the fruit. It is a perennial 
plant, with stems presenting two lines of hairs on two opposite faces, which change alternately with each internode 
(sometimes the stem is hairy all around, but always with two lines of longer hairs than the others). The flowering 
stems are laid down and provided with adventitious roots in their lower part, then upright. The underground stem is 
slender, elongated, branching and, by its ramifications, it perpetuates and multiplies the plant. Sometimes the 
flowering stem extends by rooting and producing several pairs of leaves. (A number of anomalies have been described 
in this species: greening of the flowers, due to the presence of mites of the genus Phytoptus, with elongation of the 
part of the floral axis which is between the base of the ovary and the top of the peduncle; flowers fused together; 
terminal inflorescence; stamens transformed into petals; flowers with 5, 6 or 7 sepals and 5, 6 or 7 petals with 4 or 5 
developed stamens; leaves with a more or less elongated petiole; etc. .). 


Distribution. - Is hardly more than 950 m. altitude on the various mountains; but, in the Jura, rises almost to the 
summits of the chain. 


Europe: Western, Central and Northern Europe, including the Arctic zone; rare and often becoming subalpine in 
southern Europe. - Outside Europe: Siberia, South-West Asia; Canary Islands; naturalized in North America. 


Two varieties of this species have been described; these are the following. 


2.080. 2°. Variety pilosa Benth. (hairy). - Stems covered with frizzy hairs over their entire surface, but with 2 lines of 
longer hairs than the others; very hairy leaves. (Here and there). 


2.080. 3°. Variety lamiifolia Beck (Lamier-leaved) [Synonym: Veronica lamiifolia Hayne]. - Leaves all very distinctly 
with an upturned heart blade, the lower ones without a petiole, the middle and upper ones with a more or less 
elongated petiole; the branches directly bearing the racemes are opposite and usually about the same length as the 
leafy stem. (Here and there). 


V. crista-galli Steven (Crested Field-speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - Annual resembling V. persica in habit. Lvs 1-2 cm, ovate, the lower petiolate. Sepals 
connate in pairs, each pair wider than long, divided near apex into two acuminate lobes. Corolla small, pale blue. 
Naturalized in Sussex for about 80 years, probably now extinct. Native of Caucasus, etc. 


Sell & Murrell vol. 3 - Annual monoecious herb with fibrous roots. Stems up to 50 cm, pale green, ascending or 
decumbent, with slender branches and patent, simple eglandular hairs. Leaves opposite below, alternate above; 
lamina 10-18 mm, pale green on upper surface and more so beneath, ovate or subrotund, obtuse to subacute at apex, 
crenate, rounded to cordate at base, ciliate, more or less petiolate. Inflorescence of 1-3 bisexual flowers in the axils 
of leaves; pedicels long and erect. Calyx segments fused in pairs forming conspicuous bilobed structures completely 
concealing capsule. Corolla small, half as long as the calyx, pale blue. Stamens shorter than corolla. Style short. 
Capsule shorter than calyx, emarginate, lobes not diverging, shortly ciliate; seeds ovate-orbicular, minutely rugose. 
Flowers 6-8. 2n = 18. Introduced. Occasional casual in cultivated and rough ground and waste places. Scattered records 
in England and Wales, naturalised in Somerset and formerly Sussex; well naturalised in south-west Ireland. Native of 
the Caucasus. 


V. cymbalaria Bodard (Pale Speedwell)

suborbicular, erecto-patent, apex obtuse, eglandular- or glandular-pubescent (rarely glabrous) with (0.5-) 0.8-1.1(-1.5) 
mm coarse patent hairs. Corolla white, 6-12 mm diam. Style 1-2 mm. Capsule transversely subellipsoid (without keel), 
2.5-3.5 x 3.5-4.5 mm, base truncate-subcordate, apex slightly rounded-emarginate; pilose with coarse eglandular or 
glandular (1-)1.5-2.3 mm patent hairs. Seeds c. 4, subglobose, (2-)2.5-3 = (1.7-)2-2.5(-2.8) mm, deeply cup-shaped 
(elaiosome inside), orange-brownish, rugulose. 2n=36, 54. Fl. 1-5(-6). Macchie, open Pinus forests, rocky slopes, banks, 
dunes, walls, ruins, waste places, roadsides, s.l.-1200 m... S. Europe, Crimea, W. Syria, N.W. Africa. Medit. element. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Like 57 [hederifolia group] but leaves 5- to 9-lobed with subequal lobes; pedicels much 
exceeding leaves; calyx-segments 3-4 mm, obovate, obtuse, patent in fruit; corolla 6-10mm, white; capsule shallowly 
2-lobed, ciliate; style c. 1.5 mm; seeds c. 2 x 2 mm. 2n=18, 36, 54. Cultivated ground and other dry, open habitats. S. 
Europe... 


FNA Beta - Annuals. Stems decumbent to ascending, (5-)10-30 cm, sparsely subvillous to glabrate. Leaves: blade 
suborbiculate, 6-20 x 9-20 mm, base subcordate, truncate, or cuneate, margins 5-9-lobed 1/6-1/3 of width of blade, 
lateral lobes + narrower, apex acute, surfaces eglandular-hairy, rarely also glandular-hairy or glabrate. Racemes 1-10, 
terminal, (50-)100-300 mm, 5-20-flowered, axis eglandular-hairy, rarely also glandular-hairy or glabrate; bracts 
suborbiculate, 6-20 mm, 5- to 9-lobed for 1/6-1/3 of width of leaf blade, lateral lobes + narrower. Pedicels patent or 
recurved, 5-15(-30) mm, equal in flower to + longer than subtending bract in fruit, eglandular- or glandular-pilose or 
glabrous. Flowers: calyx lobes erect-patent, (3-)4-5 mm, apex obtuse, abaxial surfaces eglandular- or glandular-hairy, 
rarely glabrous, not ciliate; corolla white, 6-12 mm diam.; stamens 1-2 mm; style 1-2 mm. Capsules + round in cross 
section, ovoid to ellipsoid, 2.5-3.5 x 3.5-4.5 mm, apex + emarginate, eglandular- or glandular-pilose. Seeds 1-4, 
brownish orange, subglobular, urn-shaped (elaiosome inside), (2-)2.5-3.1 x (1.7-)2-2.5(-2.8) mm, 1.1-1.7 mm thick, 
cristate. 2n = 36, 54 (Eurasia). Phenology: Flowering Mar-May(-Jun). Habitat: Lawns. Elevation: 20 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2,100. Veronica Cymbalaria Bodard. Veronique Cymbalaire [Synonym: Veronica 
cymbalariaefolia Vahl.] (pl. 453: 2.100, flowering plant). - This small plant, which grows almost exclusively in fields or 
sandy places in the Mediterranean region, has weak stems, prostrate or spreading, from 8 to 65 cm. in length, and 
blooms its small white flowers throughout the year, but especially from the month of February to the month of 
October. The lower leaves are opposite, the other alternate; all the leaves are hairy, have a petiole, and their lamina 
has 7 to 11 lobes (usually 7), the terminal of which is a little wider than the others; the secondary ribs start to the 
right and to the left of the main rib. The flowers are isolated in the axils of the leaves which they exceed in length 
when they open out, and are placed on peduncles much longer than the calyxes, and covered with large spreading 
hairs. The calyx is hairy, with 4 fairly broadly oval divisions, slightly unequal, obtuse, ciliated, spreading out at the 
time of flowering. The corolla exceeds the calyx a little or is about the same length. The ripe fruit is covered with 
spreading hairs, swollen, divided into two rounded masses and about as long as the persistent calyx which surrounds it. 
The style surmounting the fruit is about 1 millimeter in length; the fruit contains only 2 to 4 large seeds. It is an annual 
plant, with hairy, branching stems, bearing fruit peduncles which are often arranged on the same side and opposite the 
leaves. The seeds usually germinate in the fall. 


Distribution. - Does not rise to a great altitude on the mountains. 


Europe: Southern Europe. - Outside Europe: South West Asia; North Africa. 
1 variety of this species has been described; it's the next one. 


2,100. 2°. Variety fallacina Rouy (misleading) [Synonym: Veronica fallacina Jordan and Fourreau]. - Leaves with 9 to 11 
lobes, blade often wider than long; peduncles slightly exceeding the leaves. (Mediterranean region; very rare). 


V. filiformis Sm. (Slender Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A pubescent perennial with numerous creeping stems, often forming large patches. Lvs 5- 
10mm, reniform, shortly petiolate, crenate. Pedicels up to 40mm, filiform, several times as long as lvs. Calyx-lobes 
oblong, obtuse. Corolla 10-15 mm diam., pale lilac blue. Fr. 2-lobed, with subparallel lobes and rather wide sinus, very 
rare in Britain [statement lingering from an earlier edition?]. Fl. 4-6. 2n = 14. Chh. Introduced. Grown in gardens and 
now extensively naturalized in grassy ground by streams, roads, on lawns, etc., throughout the British Is., especially in 
S. England; first recorded as an escape in 1927. Native of N. Anatolia and the Caucasus. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Procumbent, pubescent perennial, with slender stems up to 50 cm, freely rooting at the 
nodes, often mat-forming. Leaves 5-10 mm, petiolate, reniform, crenate, mostly opposite on non-flowering stems but 
alternate on flowering stems. Flowers solitary in leaf-axils ; pedicels up to 40 mm, often deflexed after flowering.

The frequent sterility of this species is apparently associated with strong self-incompatibility and vigorous growth of 
single clones.

Capsule 2-lobed, 3.5-5 x 5.5-6.5 mm, compressed, veined, 
glabrous except for glandular cilia, sinus 0.9-1.8 mm (1/4-1/3 x capsule), acute. Seeds flat to slightly excavate, c. 1.3 
x 1.2 mm (?), rugose. Plants sometimes producing no flowers; flowers often setting no capsules. Fl. 3-8. Humid forests, 
moist meadows, waste fields, riversides, s.l.- 2200 m.... Mainly N. & N.E. Anatolia.... Crimea, Caucasia, N. Iran 
(Talysh); introduced to N.W. & C. Europe where it is now a widespread weed. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems creeping, 5-50 cm, eglandular- and glandular-hairy. Leaves: blade suborbiculate, 4-13 x 
4-14 mm, base cordate, margins crenate-serrate, teeth (2 or)3-5(or 6) per side, apex rounded, surfaces sparsely 
eglandular- and/or glandular-hairy. Racemes 1-6, terminal, 50-500 mm, 10-20-flowered, axis sparsely eglandular- 
and/or glandular-hairy; bracts suborbiculate, 4-13 mm. Pedicels patent or recurved, (15-)20-30 mm, length 2-5 times 
subtending bract, eglandular- and glandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes 4-7 mm, 1.5-2.5 mm wide, apex rounded, 
sparsely glandular-hairy to glabrate; corolla blue-violet to pale blue and white, 8-14 mm diam.; stamens 2.1-2.5 mm; 
style 3-4 mm. Capsules compressed in cross section, subglobular, 3.5-5 x 5.5-6.5 mm, apex emarginate, sinus angle 50- 
90°, absent or almost smooth, glabrous or glandular-ciliate. Seeds (2-)6-14(-18), ochre, ovoid, flat to + excavate, 1.3- 
1.7 x 1-1.3 mm, 0.6-0.8 mm thick, rugose to rugulose. 2n = 14 (Europe). Phenology: Flowering (Mar-)Apr-Jun(-Aug). 
Habitat: Moist lawns and meadows, waste fields, stream banks. Elevation: 0-1000 m. (Link) 


V. fruticans Jacq. (Rock Speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed 3 - A perennial 5-20cm, woody at base, glabrous below, puberulent above; branches ascending, 
numerous. Lvs c.1-2 cm, obovate or oblong, entire or slightly crenulate, cuneate at subsessile base, coriaceous. 
Raceme lax, up to 10-fld. Bracts narrow, not passing into lvs, shorter than pedicels. Sepals narrow, oblong, obtuse. 
Corolla 11-15 mm diam., deep bright blue, reddish in the middle. Capsule ovate or elliptical, longer than sepals, about 
as long as style; apex entire. Fl. 7-8. Visited by various insects but apparently often selfed, homogamous. 2n = 16. 
Chw. Native. On alpine rocks from 490 to 915 m. Perth, Angus, S. Aberdeen, Argyll, Inverness; very local. Arctic Europe 
from Iceland to Russia; alpine Europe south to the Pyrenees, Corsica, the Apennines and Bosnia; Greenland. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stems 5-15 cm, simple, woody at the base, ascending from a procumbent, branched, woody 
stock. Leaves 8-20 x 2-7 mm, obovate to narrowly oblong, entire or slightly crenate-serrate, subsessile, glabrous or 
puberulent. Racemes short, sometimes more or less capitate in flower, with 4-10 flowers, elongating to 3-6 cm in fruit; 
pedicels c. 5 mm in flower, up to 20 mm in fruit; lower bracts similar to cauline leaves. Pedicels, calyx and capsule 
densely crispate- to appressed-pubescent, without glandular hairs. Calyx 5 mm; segments 4, elliptic-oblong. Corolla 
11-15 mm in diameter, deep blue with reddish centre. Capsule 6-8 x 4-5 mm, ovate, with a narrow, scarcely 
emarginate apex; style 4mm. 2n= 16. Rocks and stony grassland. N. W. Europe, extending very locally eastwards to N. 
W. Russia; mountains of C. & S. Europe southwards to N. Spain, Corse and C. Jugoslavia. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems ascending to erect, densely branched from woody base, (5-)10-15(-30) cm, eglandular- 
hairy, sometimes glandular-hairy. Leaves: blade obovate to ovate or spatulate, sometimes suborbiculate proximally, 
(7-)8-20(-25) x (2-)3-6(-7) mm, mostly shorter to equal to internodes, base cuneate, margins entire or + crenate or 
serrate, apex acute, surfaces glabrous or glabrate. Racemes 1-10(-20), terminal, rarely with 1-4 axillary, 20-40 mm, 
(1-)4-10(-18)-flowered, axis glabrate to sparsely eglandular-hairy; bracts linear or linear-lanceolate or long-ovate,

Bonnier - (Google translated, under fruticulosa) 2.089 b. V. saxatilis Jacq. V. of the rocks [Synonyms: Veronica 
fruticans Jacq.; Veronica fruticuldsa variety pilosa G.G.] (pl. 451: 2.089 b., flowering stem; 2.089 b. bis, stem with 
fruits). - Flowers of a beautiful blue with a reddish throat; ripe fruit not indented at the top, narrowed in its upper 
part where its two edges form an acute angle except at the very top of the fruit; peduncles, fruits and calyces hairy, 
with jointed but not glandular hairs; plant that does not darken when dried (High altitudes of the Vosges where it is 
rare; very rare in Auvergne (Mont-Dore, Val-d'Enfer); Cévennes (Summit of Aigoual); Alps, Pyrenees; Switzerland, rare 
in the Swiss Jura at Chasseral and Crét-du-miroir). 


V. fruticulosa L. (Shrubby Speedwell) 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Like 6 [V. fruticans] but some of the hairs on pedicels, calyx and capsule patent and 
glandular; corolla 9-12 mm in diameter, pink (rarely deep blue); capsule 5-6.5 mm, suborbicular, with broader and 
distinctly emarginate apex. Mountain rocks; calcicole. Higher mountains of W. & S. C. Europe, from the Vosges and 
Sierra Nevada eastwards to N. W. Jugoslavia. 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.089. Veronica fruticuldsa L. Woody speedwell [Synonym: Veronica frutéscens Scop. ] 
(pl. 451: 2.089, flowering plant; 2.089 b. and 2.089 b. bis, flowering plant and fruiting plant of the subspecies). - The 
forms that can be united under this name are plants from 5 to 20 cm., which grow on the rocks and in the rocky places 
of the high mountains. Their pretty little flowers, light pink or blue and reddish at the throat, show up from June to 
September. The leaves, all opposite except the bracts which border the flowers, are oval, shiny, thick, with only one 
visible rib, attenuated towards their base, entire or weakly crenate on the edges (rarely deeply toothed); the lower 
leaves are relatively small, somewhat spatula-shaped; the upper ones are oval-elongated. The flowers are arranged in 
short, fairly loose clusters. At the time of flowering, the peduncles are about the same length as the calyxes and 
bracts; later the raceme elongates a little and the fruiting peduncles are almost twice the length of the calyxes or 
bracts. The calyx, covered with short and frizzy hairs, has 4 obtuse ciliated lobes at the top, and which present the 
greatest width towards their upper third. The corolla exceeds the calyx and its upper lobe is wider than the other 
lobes. The ripe fruit is hairy, with a more or less oval outline, longer than the persistent calyx which surrounds it; the 
style above it is about the same length as the rest of the fruit. It is a perennial plant, hairless in its lower part, but 
hairy or hairy-glandular above, with tortuous and more or less woody stems, upright, often with prostrate or spreading 
branches. The plant is perpetuated and multiplies by the division of the bases of its stems. (Examples have been 
described whose flowers had the upper lobe divided in two). - The main type can be recognized by its flesh-pink 
flowers with darker veins (very rarely with blue flowers); the fruit whose outline is oval, indented at the top, slightly 
narrowed in its upper part; to the peduncles, fruits and calyxes which are covered with glandular hairs; to the blackish 
tint that the plant takes on when it is dried out. 


Distribution. - The main type prefers calcareous soils, while subspecies 2.089 b. Veronica saxatilis thrives on siliceous 
soils; can rise up to 3,000 m. altitude, and can only descend to 1,100 m. in the subalpine zone. 


Europe: almost all the mountains of Europe; at low altitudes in the northern part of Europe and in the arctic zone. - 
Outside Europe: eastern part of Siberia. 


1 subspecies and 1 variety of this species have been described; these are the following. 


2.089. 2°. Variety serratifolia Rouy (toothed leaves). - Leaves deeply toothed all around, except at the very base of 
the blade. (Here and there). 


2.089 b. V. saxatilis Jacq. V. of the rocks [Synonyms: Veronica fruticans Jacq.; Veronica fruticuldsa variety pilosa G.G.] 
(pl. 451: 2.089 b., flowering stem; 2.089 b. bis, stem with fruits). - Flowers of a beautiful blue with a reddish throat; 
ripe fruit not indented at the top, narrowed in its upper part where its two edges form an acute angle except at the 
very top of the fruit; peduncles, fruits and calyces hairy, with jointed but not glandular hairs; plant that does not 
darken when dried (High altitudes of the Vosges where it is rare; very rare in Auvergne (Mont-Dore, Val-d'Enfer); 
Cévennes (Summit of Aigoual); Alps, Pyrenees; Switzerland, rare in the Swiss Jura at Chasseral and Crét-du-miroir). 


V. gentianoides J.Vahl (Gentian Speedwell) 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Shortly creeping perennial herb, sometimes forming mats. Rhizome branched, 4-7 mm 
diam., with leaf rosettes. Flowering stems unbranched, ascending to erect, 5-60 cm, usually glabrous, sparsely 
pubescent towards inflorescence. Leaves broadly elliptic to lanceolate, oblanceolate or linear, 15-80(-150) x (1-)3- 
15(-20) mm, +- thick or subcoriaceous, shining, midrib often whitish; apex acute or obtuse; margin narrowly 
cartilaginous, entire or remotely and irregularly denticulate to crenulate (rarely distinctly serrate); basal often 
crowded forming +- distinct rosette, +- petiolate, connate and vaginate at base (sheaths 5-15 mm), usually glabrous; 
cauline smaller, sessile, 1-5-paired, with short sheaths, often +- pubescent with usually very short glandular hairs. 
Raceme 10-50-flowered, indistinctly delimited from vegetative portion, often with sterile bracts at base, densely 
glandular-(rarely eglandular-) pubescent with short patent hairs. Pedicels 5-15 mm, 1-3 x bracts. Calyx 2-3.5 mm in 
flower, lobes 4-5). Corolla dark to pale blue, 8-16 mm diam. Style (3-)4-8 mm. Capsule orbicular, 4-7 x 5-7 mm, usually 
exceeding calyx, usually glandular-pubescent, emarginate (sinus 0.10-0.14 x capsule length). Seeds numerous, 
orbicular to elliptic, 1.8-2.4 x 1.5-2 mm, flat, smooth. Fl. 5-8. Forests, damp meadows, pastures, wet places, rocky 
alpine slopes, 1000-3600 m.... N. & Inner Anatolia... Caucasia, N.W. Iran. Hyrcano-Euxine (mt.) element. Extremely 
variable, especially in size and leaf shape. The typical forms from lower altitudes are continuously linked with dwarf 
alpine forms (5-10 cm tall) with small oblanceolate leaves (15-25 x 3-5 mm) and 3-4 mm style, which occur between 
2500 and 3500 m. The latter have been described as var. glacialis Nab. V. sumilensis Freyn & Sint... is very similar to 
var. glacialis, but differs by leaves lacking a cartilaginous margin; more eglandular curved hairs and fewer glandular 
hairs in inflorescence; style 2.5-3 mm; capsules 2.5-3.5 x 3.4 mm; seeds 1 x 0.8 mm. It is known only from the 
syntypes... and its taxonomic status remains uncertain. 


European Garden Flora ed. 2 vol. 5 - Rosette-forming herb, usually hairy in upper parts. with flowering stems to 
60 cm. Basal leaves 3-8 x 1-3 cm, glossy, thick in texture, variable in shape from lanceolate to obovate, narrowed into 
stalk. Stem-leaves numerous, lanceolate to linear, smaller above and merging into the bracts, Inflorescences narrow, 
dense and many-flowered. Calyx-lobes triangular. Corolla c. 1 cm, pale blue or white, with dark blue veins. Capsule c. 
5 x 4mm, obovate, notched. Turkey, Crimea, Caucasus, H3. Spring-summer. In the wild the plant grows in mountain 
grassland. Cultivars ‘Alba’ and ‘Variegata’ are available. 


V. grisebachii Walters ("Grisebach's Speedwell") 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Erect annual, 4-14(-20) cm, usually strongly branched, densely pubescent to subvillous. 
Leaves with 3-7 mm petiole, often purple below, sparsely pubescent, ciliate at base. Lamina of lower leaves ovate to 
elliptic, entire or shallowly lobed, of upper palmately 3-5-lobed or pinnatifid, 4-10 x 3-8 mm, lobes ovate to oblong- 
linear. Inflorescence dense, (15-)30-80(-100)-flowered, eglandular-pubescent. Bracts 4-12 mm, base narrowly cuneate 
or linear, densely ciliate with 0.6-1.5 mm stiff hairs, upper part 3-fid with long linear lobes, rigid in fruit with 3 
prominent nerves, horizontally patent or recurved, exceeding calyx. Pedicels absent or to 1(?11) mm, erect. Calyx 5-10 
mm in fruit, tube 1/4-1/3 x calyx, lobes linear, stiffly ciliate at base, rigid and patent to reflexed in fruit. Corolla 
bright to deep blue (rarely white with blue veins), 8-12 mm diam. Style 2-4 mm. Capsule adpressed to axis, narrowly 
triangular-cuneate, 3.5-4.5 x 2.5-3.5 mm, base long-cuneate, apex truncate-subemarginate, densely puberulent, 0.5- 
0.7 x calyx length. Seeds c. 18, almost 4-angled, 0.8-1.2 x 0.4-0.8 mm, thick, rugulose, yellowish. Fl. 4-6. Open 
macchie, Pinus forests, steppe, scree, fields, 700-1600 m... E. Bulgaria. E. Medit. element. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Like 50 [V. chamaepithyoides] but middle and upper bracts linear-subulate, entire; corolla c. 
10 mm in diameter, with blue veins; style 2-3 mm. S.E. part of Balkan peninsula... (Anatolia.) 


V. hederifolia L. & V. sublobata M.A.Fisch. (lvy-Leaved Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - An annual, branched at the base, with decumbent branches 10-60 cm; stem hairy. Lvs to c. 
1.5 cm, +- reniform, with 2 or 3 large teeth or small lobes on each side near the base, rather thick, light green, 
petiolate, obtuse at apex, +- truncate at base, 3-veined, ciliate and with a few scattered short hairs beneath. Upper 
lvs somewhat smaller than lower. Pedicels usually rather shorter than lvs. Sepals ovate, strongly cordate at base. 
Corolla 4-9 mm diam., shorter than calyx. Capsule glabrous, scarcely compressed, scarcely emarginate, wider than 
long. Fl. (3-)4-5(-8). Visited by various insects, often selfed. Th. Native. Common in cultivated ground throughout the 
British Is., though local in Ireland and restricted or absent in much of W. and N. Scotland. Europe; temperate Asia to 
Japan; N. Africa; Madeira; naturalized in North America. 


Subsp. lucorum (Klett & Richter) Hartl (V. sublobata Fischer). Lvs thin, shallowly 5-7-lobed; middle lobe as long as or 
longer than wide. Pedicels 3.5-7 times as long as calyx. Calyx glabrous or sparsely pubescent, shortly ciliate. Corolla 4- 
6mm diam., pale lilac. Anthers 0.6mm, whitish. Style 0.3-0.5 mm. 2n = 36. Woodland, shady places, gardens. 
Widespread and common in the British Is. N., N.W. and C. Europe, extending to northern part of Balkan peninsula. 


Subsp. hederifolia. Lvs rather thick, 3-5-lobed; middle lobe wider than long. Pedicels (2)3—4 times as long as calyx. 
Calyx long-ciliate, otherwise glabrous. Corolla 6-9 mm diam., pale blue with white centre. Anthers 1 mm, blue. Style 
0.7-1 mm. 2n = 54. Cultivated ground, roadsides. Widespread, but more local than subsp. lucorum in the British Is. 
Throughout the European range of the species. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Pubescent. Stems 10-60 cm, procumbent. Leaves 5-15 mm, petiolate, suborbicular in 
outline, 3- to 7-lobed with large terminal lobe, mostly alternate, but the lowest opposite. Flowers solitary in leaf-axils; 
pedicels not or scarcely exceeding leaves. Calyx-segments 4-5 mm, cordate-ovate, acute, strongly ciliate, erect or 
suberect in fruit. Corolla 4-9 mm in diameter, blue or lilac. Capsule c. 4 x 4mm, subglobose, shallowly 4-lobed, 
glabrous; style 0.3-1.1 mm. Seeds c. 2.5 x 2.25 mm, suborbicular, cup-shaped. Most of Europe except the Arctic, but 
doubtfully native in much of the north and north-east... 


1 Pedicels not more than 2.5 times as long as calyx in fruit 
2 Middle lobe of leaf wider than long; pedicels usually glabrous except for an adaxial row of hairs (a) subsp. triloba

(a) Subsp. triloba (Opiz) Celak... Leaves thick, deeply 3(5)-lobed; middle lobe much wider than long. Pedicels not 
more than 2.5 times as long as calyx, usually glabrous except for an adaxial row of short hairs. Calyx pubescent, 
shortly ciliate. Corolla 4-6 mm in diameter, dark blue. Style c. 1 mm. 2n=18. Cultivated fields and other dry, open 
habitats. S. & S.C. Europe. 


(b) Subsp. sibthorpioides (Debeaux, Degen & Hervier) Walters... Like subsp. (a) but middle lobe of leaves longer than 
wide; pedicels equally hairy on all sides; corolla 2.5-3.5 mm in diameter; style 0.3-0.6 mm. Shady, calcareous 
mountain rocks. S.E. Spain. (N. Africa.) 


(c) Subsp. lucorum (Klett & Richter) Hartl... Leaves thin, very shallowly 5- to 7-lobed; middle lobe longer than wide. 
Pedicels 3.5-7 times as long as calyx, with an adaxial row of short hairs and usually some patent hairs, especially in 
distal half. Calyx shortly ciliate, otherwise glabrous or sparsely pubescent. Corolla 4-6 mm in diameter, pale lilac. Style 
0.3-0.5 mm. 2n = 36. Woods and hedges; also as a weed in cultivated ground. N., N. W. & C. Europe, from Britain and 
S. W. Finland southwards, and extending to N. part of Balkan peninsula. 


(d) Subsp. hederifolia: Leaves rather thick, 3- to 5-lobed; middle lobe wider than long. Pedicels (2)3-4 times as long as 
calyx, usually glabrous except for an adaxial row of rather long hairs. Calyx long-ciliate, otherwise glabrous. Corolla 6- 
9 mm in diameter, pale blue with white centre. Style 0.7-1 mm. 2n = 54. Cultivated ground. Throughout the range of 
the species. Subsp. (d) seems to have arisen as an allopolyploid hybrid between subspp. (a) and (c), and has now 
achieved, as a weed of cultivation, the widest distribution of all the subspecies. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - V. trilobata - Decumbent annual, usually strongly branched, shoots (5-)10-30cm, completely 
eglandular, stems +- pubescent to subvillous. Leaves and bracts +- fleshy and rigid, dark green, +- pubescent. Bracts 
with 2-5(-8) mm petiole, lamina +- transversely-rectangular in outline, 3(-5)-lobed usually to at least 1/2, lobes 


subequal in length, laterals narrower than central, 4-9(-12) x 6-12(-17) mm, base truncate to subcordate. Pedicels 2- 
7(-9) mm in fruit, pilose (hairs in 1 row), patent or deflexed in fruit. Calyx lobes subpetiolate, triangular-cordate, 4- 
5(-6) x 3-4(-5) mm, connivent after anthesis, puberulent (hairs 0.1-0.3 mm) on outer surface (rarely glabrous), densely 
ciliate, cilia 35-60 per side, 0.3-0.8(-1.1) mm, 0.04-0.07 mm broad at base. Corolla deep blue, 3-5 mm diam. Style 0.4- 
0.8(-1.0) mm. Capsule 2.5-3(-3.5) x 4-5 mm, strongly inflated, without keel, smooth, base subcordate, apex slightly 
rounded-emarginate, glabrous. Seeds c. 4, ellipsoid, often +- subrectangular, 2.2-2.8 x 1.5-2.2 mm, deeply urn-shaped 
with elarosome within, rather dull brown-yellowish, strongly rugose to margin; margin narrow, not or scarcely involute, 
not thinned. Fl. (2-)3-5(-6). Pinus forest, scree, rocky places, hrelds, vineyards, 100-1900 m. Described from Bohemia. 
Turkey-in-Europe, Outer & adjacent C. Anatolia... S & SE Europe. Probably native in Anatolia. See note under V. 
hederifolia. 


FNA Beta - Annuals. Stems decumbent to ascending, 5-40(-50) cm, eglandular-hairy. Leaves: blade suborbiculate, 
(3-)5-lobed, central lobe usually overtopping lateral ones, (5-)7-15(-20) x 8-16(-25) mm, base truncate, margins (3-)5- 
lobed, apex acute, surfaces sparsely eglandular-hairy. Racemes 1-10, terminal, 50-400(-500) mm, 5-20-flowered, axis 
eglandular-hairy; bracts suborbiculate, (3-)5-lobed, central lobe usually overtopping lateral ones, (5-)7-15(-20) mm. 
Pedicels patent or deflexed, (5-)9-15(-20) mm, equal to or + shorter than subtending bract, length 2-3 times calyx, 
eglandular-hairy (in single line adaxially). Flowers: calyx lobes 5-6(-7) mm, apex acute, abaxial surface usually 
glabrous, ciliate with 25-35 hairs per side; corolla bright blue with bright white center, 5-7(-9) mm diam.; stamens sky 
blue, 0.7-1.2 mm; style (0.6-)0.7-0.9(-1.1) mm. Capsules + round in cross section, ovoid, 3-4 x 4.5-6 mm, apex + 
emarginate, glabrate. Seeds 1-4, bright yellow, ellipsoid to subglobular, urn-shaped, 2.3-3.3 x 2-3 mm, 1-2.2 mm thick, 
weakly cristate or rugose, + smooth. 2n = 54 (Eurasia). Phenology: Flowering (Feb-)Mar-Jun. Habitat: Fields, lawns, 
gardens, ruderal places, vineyards, open forests, shady rocky places, dunes. Elevation: 0-2000 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.099. Veronica hederaefolia L. lvy-leaved Speedwell (pl. 453: 2.099, flowering stems). 
- This plant, whose weak, prostrate or spreading stems can measure from 10 to 80 cm., is, in general, very widespread 
in fields, sandy places, on old walls, where it can be found in flower throughout the year, although it blooms mainly 
from March to October. Its flowers are light blue or sometimes whitish. The leaves are generally alternate except those 
located at the very base of the stems, and the leaves in the axils from which the flower peduncles are born are similar 
to the leaves located lower down. These leaves are divided into 3 to 7 lobes, the terminal of which is much wider than 
the others; they have a more or less elongated petiole, and their blade, generally rounded in outline, has its main 
veins arranged in a fan; all these leaves are hairy. The flowers are isolated in the axils of the leaves and each borne on 
a peduncle longer than the calyx and becoming a little longer than the leaf in the axil of which it is found. The calyx 
has 4 divisions, broadly inverted heart at their base, oval and acute in their upper part, erect and lined with long 
lashes. The corolla is shorter than the calyx. The ripe fruit is very swollen, as if formed by the meeting of four rounded 
parts, a little shorter than the persistent calyx which surrounds it. The style, on the fruit, hardly measures more than 
half a millimeter in length; this fruit contains only 2 to 4 large seeds. It is an annual plant, with stems, branches and 
peduncles covered with hairs, with a developed main root. (Examples with 6 or 7 petals and 3 stamens or various other 
flower anomalies have been described). 


Distribution. - Can be found in mountain crops, but not near very high crops; does not reach the zone of fir trees in the 
Jura; does not rise to more than 900 m., in general, in the Corbiéres or the Pyrenees. 


Europe: almost all of Europe, except the arctic zone. - Outside Europe: a large part of Asia, up to and including Japan; 
North Africa. 


Three varieties of this species have been described. 


V. x lackschewitzii J.B.Keller = anagallis-aquatica x catenata (Hybrid Water- 
Speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - Most readily recognized by its usual sterility and its robust and vegetatively vigorous habit. 
It is common in England and Wales from Wilts and Surrey northwards to Northumberland and the Isle of Man, but very 
rare in Scotland; in Ireland recorded from Kerry and Waterford. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - The vigorous hybrid between 39 and 40, with 2n = 36 (35), occurs throughout much of 
Europe, sometimes forming large clones in streams. Such plants have long, many-flowered racemes, but form very few 
1- to 5-seeded capsules, and are most easily recognized by their sterility. 


V. longifolia L. (Garden Speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - (distinguished from spicata as:) Lvs sharply serrate. Racemes dense, usually arranged in 
terminal panicles. Pedicels much shorter than bracts and calyx. Rarely naturalized. N., E. and E.C. Europe... perhaps 
correctly V. longifolia x spicata, the parentage attributed to cultivated spp. which are sometimes +- naturalized as 
garden-escapes. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stem 40-120 cm, robust, erect, usually simple below, glabrous or puberulent. Leaves 30-120 
x 5-20 mm, lanceolate to linear-lanceolate, acuminate, truncate to cuneate at base, acutely biserrate, glabrous or 
sparsely hairy, opposite or in whorls of 3 or 4; petiole usually less than 10 mm. Inflorescence up to 25 cm, very dense, 
usually with one or more small lateral branches; pedicels 1-2 mm, shorter than the linear-filiform bracts. Calyx- 
segments 2-3 mm, triangular-ovate, acute, unequal; corolla 6-8 mm in diameter, lilac or pale blue. Capsule c. 3 x 3 
mm, broadly ovoid to subglobose, emarginate, glabrous; style 4-10 mm. 2n=34, 68. Riverbanks, woods, and other damp 
places. N., E. & C. Europe, extending westwards to Belgium and southwards to Bulgaria... Very variable, especially in 
size and leaf-shape. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems erect, usually with 10-20 nodes, (50-)70-120(-150) cm, proximal 1/2 glabrous, distal 1/2 
eglandular-hairy with some glandular hairs intermixed. Leaves: blade narrowly ovate-lanceolate, almost linear, or 
narrowly ovate, (60-)80-120(-150) x 10-30(-35) mm, base cuneate, truncate, or cordate, margins serrate to biserrate, 
apex acute, surfaces sparsely or densely eglandular-hairy, rarely glabrous. Racemes 1-7(-9), terminal and occasionally 
axillary, 100-200(-300) mm, 150-300-flowered, axis eglandular- and glandular-hairy; bracts linear to subulate, 2-6 mm. 
Pedicels erect, (1-)1.5-3(-5) mm, shorter than subtending bract, densely eglandular-hairy, sometimes also glandular- 
hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes 2-2.5(-4) mm, apex acute, eglandular-hairy, sometimes glandular-hairy; corolla blue, 
campanulate, longer than wide, 5-7 mm diam.; stamens 5-6 mm; style (5-)6-8(-10) mm. Capsules + compressed in cross 
section, ovoid, 2.5-3 x 2.5-3 mm, apex emarginate, glabrous. Seeds 2-40, light brown, ellipsoid, flat, 0.7-1.2 x 0.5-0.8 
mm, 0.2-0.3 mm thick, smooth. 2n = 34, 68 (Eurasia). Phenology: Flowering Jun-Aug(-Sep). Habitat: Moist (swampy) 
habitats, roadsides. Elevation: 0-800 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.076. Veronica longifélia L. Long-leaved speedwell [including Veronica spuria L.] (pl. 
449:2.076, flowering stem). - This species, which is only found in the spontaneous state, in our Flora, in Alsace and 
Belgium (where it is very rare) is often cultivated in gardens and can sometimes be found in the subspontaneous state. 
It is a beautiful plant, from 40 to 85 cm., with upright stems bearing many leaves; its blue flowers, in long fairly tight 
clusters, appear from July to September. The leaves are opposite or in whorls of 3 (rarely 4), with a short petiole, an 
oval or oval-elongated blade, regularly serrated all around, except at the base in the part which borders the petiole; 
these leaves are covered with velvety hairs and are pointed at the apex. The flowers are on peduncles a little longer 
than the calyx, which is hairless and has 4 acute divisions at their apex. The ripe fruit is hairless, somewhat spherical, 
slightly indented at the top; the lingering style is much longer than the rest of the fruit. It is a perennial plant, which 
turns black when it dries up, with slender flowering stems, angular in their length; it is perpetuated by means of buds 
produced by the underground stem. (Numerous anomalies have been described in this species: fasciate stems, i.e. 
fused along their length; raceme showing small secondary lateral racemes; leaves arranged in a spiral; leaves with a 
blade almost reduced to the main vein; abnormal sepals, petals, stamens, etc.). 


Distribution. -- Does not rise to a great altitude on the mountains. 


Europe: North, Center and South-East Europe. - Outside Europe: Caucasus, Siberia, Songaria, Japan. 


V. montana L. (Wood Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A perennial herb; stems 20-40 cm, hairy all round, creeping and rooting, the ends of the 
branches ascending. Lvs 2-3 cm, ovate or orbicular-ovate, subobtuse, truncate or broadly cuneate at base, coarsely 
crenate-serrate, light green, hairy on both sides; petiole 5-15 mm. Racemes from the axil of one or both of a pair of 
lvs, long-stalked, lax, 2-5-fld. Bracts small, linear, much shorter than pedicels which are 4-8 mm. Calyx-lobes obovate. 
Corolla 8-10 mm diam., lilac-blue. Filaments and anthers paler. Capsule nearly flat, +- orbicular, retuse or emarginate, 
longer than calyx, glandular-ciliate. Fl. 4-7. Pollinated by various Diptera and Hymenoptera. 2n = 18*. Chh. Native. In 
damp woods. Throughout England and Wales, but rather local, less common in Scotland and absent from much of the 
north; scattered throughout Ireland. W., C. and S. Europe northwards to N. Denmark and eastwards to Latvia and W. 
Ukraine; Caucasus; mountains of Algeria and Tunisia. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Softly hairy; stems 12-50 cm, decumbent. Leaves 20-35 x 15-30 mm, broadly ovate, coarsely 
crenate-serrate; petiole 7-15 mm. Racemes up to 10 cm, usually alternate, lax, flexuous; pedicels c. 8 mm, greatly 
exceeding the bracts. Calyx 4-5 mm; segments 4, elliptical, obtuse, subequal. Corolla 8-10 mm in diameter, pale lilac- 
blue. Capsule 6 x 8 mm, transversely elliptical to reniform, longer and wider than calyx, glandular-ciliate. 2n=18. 
Woods. W., C. & S. Europe, northwards to N. Denmark, and extending eastwards to Latvia and W. Ukraine. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Repent, decumbent-ascending perennial herb. Stems 15-70 cm long, branched, sparsely 
villous. Leaves with long petiole (7-15 mm); lamina broadly ovate, 15-30 x 15-30 mm, sparsely pubescent (sometimes 
glandular), truncate to subcordate at base, margin regularly crenate-serrate with 5-8 conspicuous teeth per side. 
Racemes 3-6, usually alternate, with long peduncle (20-40 mm), 2-8-flowered, glandular-pubescent. Pedicels 4-8(-10) 
mm, 2-4 x length of bracts. Calyx lobes 4, obovate to subrhombic. Corolla pale violet to whitish with darker veins, 6-10 
mm diam. Style 3.5-5 mm. Capsule 4-6 x 7-8 mm, exceeding calyx, slightly cordate at base, with truncate, slightly 
emarginate apex, strongly compressed, glandular-ciliate, otherwise glabrous. Seeds 4-12, suborbicular, 2-2.3 x 1.5-2 
mm, yellow, flat, smooth. Fl. 5-6. Damp, shady deciduous forests. Described from Italy and Germany... N.W. & N.E. 
Turkey; rare... Europe, Georgia, N.W. Africa: the distribution is closely linked to that of Fagus forests. Euro-Sib. 
element. 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.082. Veronica montana L. Mountain speedwell [Synonym: Veronica subbiscutata 
Crantz] (pl. 450: 2.082, flowering plant). - It is a species, generally more or less rare, but disseminated in many regions 
of our Flora where it carpets the ground in the woods and the humid forests. Its stems, weak and spindly, from 10 to 55 
cm. in length, are prostrate and rooted. It blooms from April to July with its pale blue or whitish flowers, with the 
three upper lobes of the corolla streaked with purple. The leaves, all opposite, with the exception of the small bracts 
which accompany the flowers, are provided with an elongated petiole which bears an ovate-rounded blade and deeply 
toothed on the edges except at the top and in its lower part; these leaves are hairy and with fairly pronounced veins. 
The flowers are arranged, in small numbers, in very loose clusters which arise from the axils of the leaves, and each of 
them is placed on a peduncle which measures from 3 to 4 times the length of the calyx or the bract at the armpit from 
which it is located. The calyx is hairy, with 4 slightly unequal divisions and which present their greatest width a little 
above half of their length. The corolla, about twice as long as the calyx, has 4 lobes which are a little acute in their 
quite terminal part. What particularly characterizes this species is the shape of the ripe fruit which is very flattened, 


as if winged at the edges, ciliated, wider than long, indented and overflowing, on the right and on the left, the 
persistent calyx which surrounds it and who is shorter than him; the style, which remains after flowering, is about the 
same length as the rest of the fruit. It is a perennial plant, with branching flowering stems from the base, with an 
underground stem producing buds which, together with the rooted suckers, perpetuate and multiply the plant. 
Sometimes the flowering stem extends by rooting on the ground and develops several pairs of leaves. (Examples with 
green flowers have been described, due to the presence of mites of the genus Phytoptus). 


Distribution. - Often prefers siliceous soils, but can sometimes be found on calcareous soils. 


Europe: Western, Central and Southern Europe. - Outside Europe: Algeria, Tunisia. 


V. officinalis L. (Heath Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A perennial herb with stems 10-40cm, creeping and rooting and often forming large mats, 
ascending above, hairy all round. Lvs 2-3 cm, ovate to elliptical, crenate, subacute, cuneate at base, subsessile, hairy 
on both sides. Racemes from the axils of one or, more rarely, both of a pair of lvs, long-stalked, rather dense and 
pyramidal, 15-25-fld. Bracts linear, about twice as long as pedicels which are 1-2 mm. Calyx-lobes lanceolate. Corolla 
c. 8mm diam., lilac. Filaments, anthers and style +- lilac. Capsule obovate or obcordate, longer than calyx. Fl. 5-8. 
Pollinated by various Dipteraand Hymenoptera, homogamous, protandrous or protogynous. 2n = 18 (rare), 36. Chh. 
Native. In grassland, heaths and open woods, often on dry soils. Common throughout the British Is. Almost throughout 
Europe; Asia Minor and Caucasus; Azores; eastern North America (probably introduced). 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stems 10-50 cm, procumbent to ascending, hirsute to villous. Leaves 15-50 x 8-30 mm, ovate 
to elliptical, serrate, softly hairy; petiole 2-6 mm. Racemes 3-6(-10) cm, erect, opposite, dense, glandular-hairy; 
pedicels 1-3 mm; bracts 3-5 mm. Calyx 2.5-3 mm; segments 4, oblong, subequal. Corolla c. 8 mm in diameter, dull 
lilac-blue. Capsule c. 4 x 4mm, obdeltate to slightly obcordate, pubescent. 2n =18, 36. Woods and heaths. Almost 
throughout Europe... Variants with small, glabrous leaves, villous peduncles, deeply obcordate capsules, and 
sometimes with deep blue corolla are recorded from a few localities in N.W. & N.C. Europe. They are in some features 
transitional between 27 and 28 [V. allionii], and their status is not clear. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Perennial. Stems 10-50 cm, branched, repent, hirsute. Leaves shortly petiolate (petiole 2-4 
mm), lamina oblong- to broad-elliptic, 15-45 x 8-25 mm, serrate, +- densely hirsute. Racemes 1-4(-8), narrow, erect, 
spike-like, dense 15-35-flowered, densely glandular-pubescent, peduncle 20-35 mm. Pedicels 0.5-2 mm, 1/2-1/4 x 
length of bracts. Calyx 2-3.5 mm, lobes 4, linear to oblong. Corolla pale pinkish-lilac to lilac-blue, 6-8 mm diam. Style 
2.5-4 mm. Capsule triangular-obcordate, 3-5 x 4-5 mm, exceeding calyx, glandular-pubescent, truncate with slight or 
obtuse-angled emargination, base cuneate to +- rounded. Seeds 10-20, elliptic to suborbicular, 0.8-1.2 x 0.7-0.9 mm, 
flat, smooth. Fl. 4-8. Pinus, Abies and deciduous forests, grassland, roadsides, (320-)900-1800 m. Described from N. 
Europe... N. Turkey, C & (rarely) S. Anatolia... Europe. Azores, Caucasia, C & S. Russia, N W Iran Euro-Sib element. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems creeping, decumbent to ascending distally, 10-40(-50) cm, densely eglandular-hairy, 
rarely glabrate or glabrous. Leaves: blade ovate, ovate-oblong, or obovate, (8-)20-35(-50) x (3-)10-20(-30) mm, 1.5-2 
times as long as wide, base attenuate to cuneate or obtuse, margins dentate, denticulate, or serrulate, apex obtuse to 
rounded, surfaces sparsely to densely eglandular-hairy, rarely glabrate. Racemes 1-4(-8), axillary, 40-60 mm, 10-35(- 
A0)-flowered, axis densely to sparsely eglandular-hairy, sometimes also glandular-hairy, rarely glabrate; bracts linear- 
lanceolate or narrowly ovate, (1.5-)3-4(-5) mm. Pedicels erect, (0.5-)1-2(-3) mm, shorter than subtending bract, 
densely eglandular-hairy, rarely glandular-hairy or glabrate. Flowers: calyx 4(or 5)-lobed, lobes 2-3.5(-4) mm, apex 
obtuse, glandular- and eglandular-hairy; corolla pale blue-lilac to pale pink, rarely white with pink veins, 6-8 mm 
diam.; stamens 2.8-3.4 mm; style 2.5-3(-4) mm. Capsules compressed in cross section, triangulate-obdeltoid to 
obcordiform, 3-5 x 4-5 mm, apex rounded or truncate, rarely emarginate, glandular-hairy, rarely glabrous. Seeds 9-24, 
brown to yellow, ellipsoid, ovoid, or obovoid, flat, 0.8-1.6 x (0.3-)0.6-1.2 mm, 0.2-0.3 mm thick, smooth. 2n = 18, 36 
(Europe). Phenology: Flowering (Apr-)Jun-Jul(-Aug). Habitat: Forests, meadows, pastures, scrub, ruderal places. 
Elevation: 0-1600 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.078. Veronica officinalis L. Speedwell (pl. 449: 2.078 and 2.078 Us, flowering stems). - 
This species, popularly referred to as “Europe Tea”, often carpets the undergrowth with its leafy stems on which the 
small elongated clusters of its pale flowers stand out. It is found not only in the woods, but also on the edge of ditches 
and in the pastures of almost all the regions of our Flora, where it is generally common, except on the Mediterranean 
coast. The stems, which have from 10 to 45 cm. long, lying on the ground, rooted, and producing, in the axils of the 
leaves, erect clusters of flowers of a pale blue, very rarely pinkish; the plant blooms from May to July and sometimes 
blooms again in winter. The leaves are all opposite except the small bracts which accompany the flowers; these leaves 
are greyish, hairy, with a very short petiole or without a petiole, with an oval blade, sometimes almost rounded, or, on 
the contrary, narrow. The flowers, relatively small, are arranged in fairly tight clusters which are usually alternate, 
more rarely opposite; each flower is placed on a peduncle shorter than the calyx and the bract in the axil of which it is 
found. The calyx is hairy, with 4 oval-elongated, slightly unequal divisions. The corolla is very pale blue, veined with 
dark blue, more rarely white and veined with pink, and does not extend much beyond the calyx. The ripe fruit is heart- 
shaped, flattened, topped by the evergreen style which is about the same length as the rest of the fruit. It is a 
perennial, hairy plant with hard, branching stems, which multiplies and spreads by buds born on the underground 
stems. The samples from the same plant were grown on the same soil, in the Environs of Paris and at various altitudes 
in the Pyrenees; at an altitude slightly above 2,000 m. the specimens planted in this way have acquired, after a few 


years, thicker leaves, tighter, and completely applied to the ground, shorter erect clusters, with less hollow flowers, of 
a more intense blue ( G. Bonnier). (Various anomalies of this species have been described: clusters producing small 
secondary clusters instead of normal flowers; greening of flowers due to the presence of mites of the genus Phytoptus; 
flowers fused together; stamens or carpels transformed into petals; etc.). 


Distribution. - Hardly rises above 1,800 m. altitude, on the various mountains. 


Europe: Northern Europe to Iceland; Central and Western Europe; rarer in southern Europe. - Outside Europe: West and 
South-West Asia; North America. 


Three varieties of this species have been described; the two most remarkable varieties are as follows. 


2.078. 2°. Variety minor G. G. (minor) [Synonym: Veronica acutiflora Lap.]. - Narrow and relatively small leaves, a 
little thick. (Mountains). 


2.078. 3°. Variety Tournefortii Rchb. (from Tournefort) [Synonyms: Veronica Tournefortii Vill.; Veronica Allionii variety 
vestita G. G.]. - Stems and leaves covered with short hairs; leaves broadly ovate or almost rounded in outline; fairly 
dark blue flowers. This variety is somewhat intermediate between species 2.078 and 2079. (Mountains). 


V. peduncularis M.Bieb. (=V. umbrosa M.Bieb.) (Creeping Blue-Speedwell) 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Sparsely pubescent throughout; stems 10-30 cm, ascending, diffuse. Leaves 7-25 x 3-15 mm, 
lanceolate to broadly ovate, serrate to pinnatifid; petiole 2-7 mm. Racemes 1-4, 5-10 cm, usually opposite, lax; 
pedicels 8-15 mm, greatly exceeding the bracts, recurved in fruit. Calyx 4-7 mm; segments 4, lanceolate, subequal. 
Corolla 10-12 mm in diameter, blue, pink or whitish. Capsule 2.5-4.5 x 3.5-5 mm, broadly obcordate, shorter than or 
very slightly exceeding calyx, pubescent. Woods, thickets and stony slopes. S. & S.E. Ukraine, S.E. Russia. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Herbaceous perennial. Rhizome and base of stems strongly branched, usually blackening 
when dry. Stems 6-30 cm, ascending or erect, often rather densely pubescent with long +- crisp hairs sometimes +- 
indistinctly in 2 rows. Petiole 1-6 mm, usually with 0.6-1.5 mm cilia; lamina 8-27 x 4-18 mm, sparsely pubescent or 
subglabrous, lower broadly ovate to orbicular, apex obtuse, base truncate, upper ovate to lanceolate, apex +- acute, 
base shortly cuneate, margins coarsely and +- irregularly serrate, often deeply incised or subpinnatifid near base. 
Racemes 2-5, usually opposite, 10-25-flowered, lax, peduncles 2-5 cm. Pedicels 9-16(-20) mm in fruit, 2-3 x length of 
bracts, patent or slightly curved upwards, usually densely pubescent, rarely glandular. Lower bracts ovate or elliptic, 
sometimes +- serrate. Calyx 3-3.5 mm in flower, 4-5.5 mm in fruit, lobes 4(-5), eglandular-pubescent, ciliate or 
glabrous, rarely glandular. Corolla white, pale lilac or pale blue, with purple veins, 8-13 mm diam. Style 2.5-4 mm. 
Capsule transversely elliptic, 2.8-4.2 x 3.7-5.3 mm, base broadly truncate, apex distinctly emarginate, not exceeding 
calyx. Seeds 4-8, cymbiform, 1.3-1.8 x 0.9-1.5 mm, smooth. Fl. 4-7. Forests, hedges, scrub, meadows, alpine pastures, 
rocky slopes, 100-2700 m. Caucasia. Euxine element. Populations with glandular-pubescent racemes (var. glandulosa 
Kusn. in sched.) often have less deeply incised leaves which remain green when dry. These are characters of the 
closely allied species V. umbrosa Bieb. (Crimea to Abkhazya) and the specimens might therefore be considered to show 
genetic influence from that species. 


V. peregrina L. (American Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A glabrous annual 5-25 cm; stems erect, simple or with spreading branches. Lvs ovate or 
oblong, entire or weakly toothed, tapering at base to a short petiole. Racemes terminal, long and lax. Upper bracts 
lanceolate, entire, much longer than the fls. Pedicels very short. Calyx-lobes lanceolate, about 6 times as long as the 
pedicel. Corolla 2-3 mm diam., whitish, shorter than calyx. Style almost 0. Capsule glabrous, scarcely emarginate, 
about as wide as long. Fl. 4-7. Self-pollinated. 2n = 52. Th. Introduced. Locally naturalized on cultivated ground from 
Cornwall and Sussex to Cambridge and Worcester, and from Lancs to Perth; in Ireland from Mayo, Cavan and Down 
northwards; Jersey. Native of North and South America; widely naturalized in W. and C. Europe. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Glabrous. Stem 5-25 cm, erect, simple or branched from the base. Leaves 5-20 mm, oblong 
to oblanceolate or spathulate, entire or obscurely serrate, the lower narrowed at base into a short petiole, the upper 
sessile. Flowers in racemes; bracts lanceolate, exceeding the subsessile flowers and capsules. Calyx-segments 
lanceolate; corolla 2-3 mm in diameter, whitish. Capsule c. 3 x 4mm, obovate, shallowly emarginate; style less than 
0.5 mm. Seeds c. 0.75 x 0.4 mm, narrowly elliptical, flat. Cultivated ground, damp waste places and streamsides. 
Widely naturalized, mainly in W. & C. Europe... (North and South America.) Rather variable in its persistence, and 
perhaps only casual in some of the territories listed. 


Flora of North America - Annuals. Stems erect or ascending, (2.5-)4-25(-35) cm, glabrous or densely glandular-hairy. 
Leaves: blade oblanceolate proximally, narrowly oblong distally, 5-28(-35) x 2-6(-10) mm, 3-10 times as long as wide, 
base cuneate, margins entire or dentate distally, apex acute, surfaces glabrous or densely glandular-hairy. Racemes 1, 
terminal, sometimes 1 or 2 axillary, 20-200 mm, (2-)5-40-flowered, axis glabrous or densely glandular-hairy; bracts 
spatulate to linear-lanceolate, 3-22 mm. Pedicels erect, 0.2-1(-2) mm, much shorter than subtending bract, glabrous 
or densely glandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes (2-)3-6 mm, 0.9-2 mm wide, apex obtuse to acute, glabrous or densely 
glandular-hairy; corolla white or pale pink, 2-5 mm diam.; stamens 1 mm; style 0.1-0.5 mm. Capsules strongly 
compressed in cross section, obcordiform, 2.5-5 x 2.5-6 mm, apex + emarginate, glabrous. Seeds 12-140, yellow or 


pale brown, oblong, flat, 0.6-1.6 x 0.4-0.9 mm, 0.1-0.2 mm thick, smooth. 2n = 52. Phenology: Flowering (Feb-)Mar- 
Jun(-Nov). Habitat: Moist waste lands, gardens, roadsides, stream banks, pond shorelines, vernal pools, other 
cultivated land. Elevation: 0-700(-3000) m. Link. 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.095. Veronica peregrina L. Traveling speedwell (pl. 452: 2.095, flowering plant). - This 
species, of American origin, has become naturalized in some regions of our Flora. It is a small plant from 5 to 25 cm., 
without hairs, which grows in the fields where its very small blue flowers show themselves from the month of April 
until the month of July. The leaves, all opposite except those which constitute the bracts accompanying the flowers, 
have a very short petiole, entire or slightly toothed, with a blade narrowing towards the base, presenting a single main 
vein. The flowers are arranged in clusters, and, as flowering continues, become quite distant from each other; these 
flowers are placed on erect, very short peduncles, one-sixth or one-seventh the length of the calyx, beyond which the 
bracts at their base protrude. The calyx is hairless, with 4 oval and slightly unequal divisions. The corolla is shorter 
than the divisions of the calyx. The ripe fruit is hairless, wider than long, heart-shaped, slightly indented, measuring 
about 4 millimeters in length by 4 and a half millimeters in width; the style, which surmounts it, is barely visible. It is 
an annual plant, which turns black when dried, with an erect stem, simple or branching, with a developed main root. 
(Examples with leaves whorled 3 to 7 have been described; others whose seeds contained seedlings with 3 cotyledons). 


Distribution. - Do not rise on the mountains. 
Europe: naturalized here and there in Western and Central Europe. - Outside Europe: North America. 


V. persica Poir (Common Field-speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - An annual, branched at the base, with decumbent branches 10-40 cm; stem hairy. Lvs 1-3 
cm, triangular-ovate, shortly petiolate, coarsely crenate-serrate, light green, hairy on the veins beneath and minutely 
ciliate. Pedicels up to 40 mm, longer than lvs but not twice as long, decurved in fr. Calyx-lobes 5-6 mm at flowering 
time, ovate, ciliate, accrescent and strongly divaricate in fr. Corolla 8-12 mm diam., bright blue, the lower lobe often 
paler or white. Capsule 2-lobed, lobes sharply keeled and divergent, so that the capsule is nearly twice as wide as 
long, ciliate. Fl. 1-12. Visited by various insects, often selfed. 2n = 28. Th. Introduced. First recorded 1825. Now 
common in cultivated land throughout the British Is. and the commonest species of the genus in this habitat. 
Naturalized almost throughout Europe. Native of S.W. Asia. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Pubescent. Stems (5)10-60 cm, procumbent. Leaves 5-25 mm, shortly petiolate, broadly 
ovate with more or less truncate base, mostly alternate but the lowest opposite. Flowers solitary in leaf-axils; pedicels 
5-30 mm, recurved in fruit and much exceeding the subtending leaf. Calyx-segments (4—)6-7 mm, ovate-lanceolate, 
not or only slightly overlapping at base; corolla 8-12 mm in diameter, blue. Capsule 4-5 x 7-10 mm, 2-lobed, with very 
divergent lobes and wide, shallow sinus, strongly keeled, with eglandular hairs on sides and long glandular hairs on 
keel; style 2.5-3 mm, much exceeding the sinus. Seeds c. 1.75x 1.25 mm, broadly elliptical, concave on one face. 2n = 
28. Cultivated ground. Naturalized almost throughout Europe... (S.W. Asia.) First recorded in Europe c. 1800; now in 
many regions the most abundant annual weed in the genus. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Usually larger than V. polita from which it differs by the following characters: stems 10-50 
cm, sometimes rooting at base (plant +- perennial); petiole 1-8 mm; lamina 10-20 x 9-18 mm, brighter green, 
ultimately blackish when dry, never subglabrous nor shining, hairs more robust; margin crenate-serrate, not revolute; 
pedicels 15-22 mm, 1-2 x bracts, with longer spreading hairs, calyx lobes lanceolate to elliptic, 5-6 x 2-2.5 mm in fruit, 
scarcely overlapping laterally, remaining herbaceous; corolla blue, 8-14 mm diam.; style 1.8-3 mm; capsule 
compressed, 4-6 x 8-10 mm, 2-lobed, veins prominent, keel distinct, sinus obtuse-angled, sparsely pubescent to 
glabrous, with or without glandular hairs, seeds c. 14-18, 1.6-2.2 x 1-1.5 mm, less distinctly cymbiform, more 
irregularly rugose-reticulate. Fl. 1-12. Cultivated land, banks, roadsides, waste places, s.l.-700 m... N Turkey, SW & 
Inner Anatolia, Islands ... Africa, C. Asia, Japan, America and New Zealand. The species probably originated in the 
mountains of Caucasia and N. Iran as a result of hybridization between V. polita and V. ceratocarpa (Fischer, op cit. 12, 
1975). 


FNA Beta - Annuals. Stems creeping to decumbent, 10-50(-60) cm, eglandular-hairy. Leaves: blade suborbiculate, 
broadly ovate, or broadly lanceolate, (6-)9-18(-30) x (5-)8-15(-20) mm, base truncate, margins serrate, apex acute, 
surfaces sparsely eglandular-hairy. Racemes 1-6, terminal, 100-500(-600) mm, 5-30-flowered, axis eglandular-hairy; 
bracts suborbiculate or broadly ovate or broadly lanceolate, (6-)9-18(-25) mm. Pedicels spreading, deflexed in fruit, 
(12-)15-27(-38) mm, length 1-2(-3) times subtending bract, densely eglandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes (4.5-)5.5-8(- 
9.5) mm, (1.7-)2.4-3.6(-4.2) mm wide, apex acuminate, eglandular-hairy; corolla intense bright blue, 8-14 mm diam.; 
stamens 1.2 mm; style (1.5-)2-2.8(-3.2) mm. Capsules compressed in cross section, broadly obcordiform, 4-6 x (5-)6- 
8.5(-9.5) mm, apex acute, sinus angle (80-)90-120(-150)°, reticulate with prominent veins, + sparsely to densely 
eglandular- and/or glandular-hairy or glabrate. Seeds (10-)12-18(-20), pale brownish yellow, ellipsoid to globular, 
cymbiform, (1.3-)1.4-2.3(-2.5) x (0.8-)0.9-1.6(-1.9) mm, 0.5-1 mm thick, cristate-rugose. 2n = 28. Phenology: 
Flowering (Jan-)Apr-Jul(-Dec). Habitat: Roadsides, lawns, fields, waste places. Elevation: 0-500(-2000) m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.101. Veronica persica Poir. Speedwell of Persia [Synonyms: Veronica Buxbaumii Ten.; 
Veronica Tournefortii Gmel.; Veronica hdspita M. and K.] (pl. 453: 2.101, flowering and fruiting plant). - This species of 
central and southern Europe, spontaneous in the South and the South-East of France, as well as in Switzerland, has, for 
several centuries, invaded here and there most of the other regions of our Flora. It is a plant whose recumbent stems, 
rooted at their base, sometimes straightened, measure from 10 to 35 cm. length. It is found in fields, along roadsides, 
on embankments, in uncultivated places where its flowers of a beautiful blue mixed with white (very rarely white) 
bloom from March to October, and sometimes even in winter. The lower leaves are opposite and with an upturned 
heart blade, the others are alternate and similar to the previous ones or with a blade as cut at the base, sometimes 
narrowing in its lower part. All these leaves are covered with small hairs, strongly toothed on the edges, with more or 
less short petiole except the very upper leaves which are without petiole. The flowers are isolated in the axils of the 


leaves and placed at the top of slender petioles, with short hairs, curved towards their apex when fruiting, much 
longer than the calyxes and projecting beyond the leaves in the axils of which they are placed. The calyx is hairy, with 
4 slightly unequal divisions, 2 of which are directed upwards and the other 2 downwards, with very accentuated veins. 
The corolla, with veined lobes, exceeds the calyx and measures 8 to 12 millimeters in width. The fruit is 6 to 7 
millimeters wide by 4 to 5 millimeters high; it is flattened, with a wide indentation, so that its two parts are separated 
from each other; it contains 8 to 16 seeds and the persistent calyx overflows it on the right and on the left; the style, 
which surmounts the indentation, measures approximately 2 millimeters in length. It is an annual or biennial plant, 
with stems covered with short hairs, often branched from the base, with a developed main root. (Various anomalies of 
this species have been described: inflorescence in a terminal raceme; flowers fused together; stamens or carpels 
transformed into petals; flowers with 3 petals, with open carpels; sepals coherent with the petals; flowers with a 
single developed stamen; etc. .). 


Distribution. - Does not rise to a great altitude, on the mountains. 


Europe: almost all of Europe, except the arctic zone. - Outside Europe: Central and South-West Asia, Baluchistan, 
Turkestan; Algeria. 


Three varieties of this species have been described; these are the following. 


2.101. 2°. Variety albida Durand (white). - Flowers entirely white, sometimes a little veined with bluish. (Very rare: 
Embang, in the Coal Region in Belgium; Orsay near Paris). 


2.101. 3°. Variety villosa G.B. (hairy). - Plant often green-whitish in appearance, whose stems, leaves, peduncles and 
calyxes are very hairy. (Here and there in Switzerland and in the South-East of France). 


2.101. 4°. Variety Kochii Godr. (from Koch). - Plant not very hairy, with slender stems; slightly toothed leaves shorter 
than half of the peduncles located in their axils. (Very rare: Lorraine). 


V. polita Fr. (Grey Field-speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A pubescent annual, branched at base, with decumbent branches. Lvs 5-15mm, ovate, 
shortly petiolate, the lower wider than long, upper longer than wide, dull green, obtuse, +- truncate at base, coarsely 
and regularly crenate-serrate. Pedicels 5-15 mm, as long as or shorter than lvs, decurved in fr. Sepals ovate, acute or 
subacute, accrescent, conspicuously veined. Corolla 4-8 mm diam., usually uniformly bright blue, rarely the lower lobe 
paler. Capsule rather wider than long; lobes erect, not keeled, clothed with short, crispate, eglandular hairs and some 
longer glandular ones. Fl. 1-12. Usually self-pollinated. 2n = 14*. Th. Native. In cultivated ground throughout the 
British Is., common S.E. of a line from the Humber to the Severn, more local northwards to S. Scotland and in Ireland, 
very local or absent in N. Scotland. Most of Europe, except the Arctic; temperate Asia; N. Africa. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Like 52 [V. agrestis] but leaves more regularly crenate-serrate, the lower often wider than 
long; calyx-segments broadly ovate, often overlapping near base; corolla blue; capsule with long glandular hairs and 
short, crispate eglandular hairs; style c. 1.5 mm, distinctly exceeding the wide sinus. 2n =14, 18. Cultivated ground. 
Most of Europe except the Arctic, but probably not native in the north-east. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Annual. Stems 5-30 cm, strongly decumbent, strongly branched, with 1-3 pairs of leaves. 
Petiole 1-5 mm; lamina ovate, 5-12 x 4-10 mm, sparsely pubescent to subglabrous, dark green, +- slightly coriaceous 
and +- shining, remaining greenish when dry, base rounded to cordate, margin crenate to deeply crenate, +- revolute. 
All bracts leaf-like. Pedicels 4-10(-15) mm, 0.5-1.5 x subtending bracts, +- curved downwards. Calyx lobes broadly 
ovate or elliptic, 3.5-4.5 x 2.2-3.5 mm in fruit, usually overlapping laterally, somewhat membranous with prominent 
veins. Corolla blue, 5-8 mm diam. Style (0.7-)1-1.5(-1.8) mm, usually overtopping sinus. Capsule scarcely compressed, 
3-4 x 4-6 mm, 2-lobed, usually densely pubescent with short eglandular and longer glandular hairs, veins indistinct or 
absent, keel indistinct, sinus acute, narrow. Seeds c. 20-24, 1.1-1.6 x 0.7-1.2 mm, pale yellowish, clearly cymbiform, 
rugose with parallel ridges. Fl. 9-6. Bare soil in open forests, steppe, cultivated land, roadsides, s.l.-1800 m. Described 
from Sweden. Widespread.... Temperate Eurasia and N. Africa. Probably native in S.W. Asia, but now an almost 
cosmopolitan weed. 


FNA Beta - Annuals. Stems creeping to decumbent, 5-20(-40) cm, eglandular-hairy. Leaves: blade suborbiculate to 
ovate, rarely oblong-ovate, (3-)6-11(-14) x (3-)4-9(-10) mm, base truncate, margins serrate to dentate, teeth 2-4 per 
side, apices usually rounded, apex acute to obtuse, abaxial surface densely hairy, adaxial sparsely hairy to glabrate. 
Racemes 1-4, terminal, 50-200(-400) mm, 5-20-flowered, axis sparsely to densely hairy or glabrate; bracts 
suborbiculate to ovate, (3-)6-11(-14) mm. Pedicels usually semicircularly recurved, (3-)6-13(-15) mm, 0.5-1.5 times 
subtending bract, densely eglandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes broadly ovate, (3-)4-6(-7) mm, 2.6-3.8 mm wide, apex 
acute, eglandular-hairy, rarely glandular-hairy; corolla intense dark to bright blue, rarely pale lilac or white, with 
darker nerves, abaxial 1/2 often brighter to whitish, (3-)4-7(-8) mm diam.; stamens 0.5 mm; style (0.5-)1-1.6(-1.8) 
mm. Capsules + round in cross section, obcordiform, (2.5-)3-4(-4.5) x (3.5-)4-6(-6.3) mm, apex emarginate, sinus angle

yellow, ellipsoid to ovoid, deeply cymbiform, 0.9-1.6 x (0.5-)0.8-1.3 mm, 0.4-0.8 mm thick, rugose-cristate. 2n = 14 
(Eurasia). Phenology: Flowering (Feb-)Mar-Jun(-Jul). Habitat: Fields, ruderal places, calcareous soils, lawns. Elevation: 
0-600 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated, under V. agrestis) 2.102 b. V. didyma Ten. V. didymium [Synonym: Veronica polita Fries] 
(pl. 453: 2.102 b., flowering and fruiting stem). - Leaves of a dark green or a slightly glaucous green; bright blue 
flowers; calyx with few hairs, acutely divided except at the very top; mature fruit with no visible network of veins, 
containing 14-20 seeds; fruit peduncles overturning by a curvature which occurs towards their base. (Wide; abundant 
especially in the West, the South, the South-East of France, and Switzerland). 


V. praecox All. (Breckland Speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - An erect annual 5-20 cm, simple or with erect or ascending branches, glandular-pubescent. 
Lvs 1.2 cm or less, ovate, deeply toothed, shortly petiolate. Racemes lax. Upper bracts elliptic-oblong, entire, the 
lower passing into the lvs, slightly shorter than the pedicels. Calyx-lobes oblong, hairy, slightly shorter than the 
pedicel. Corolla c.3mm diam., blue, rather longer than calyx. Style c.2mm. Capsule obovate, longer than wide, 
emarginate, rather longer than calyx. Seeds cup-shaped. Fl. 3-6. 2n = 18. Th. ?Iintroduced. Known only from a few 
cultivated fields in W. Norfolk and Suffolk, where it was first found in 1933. S., C. and W. Europe, extending 
northwards locally to $.E. Sweden; Asia Minor, Caucasus; N. Africa. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Glandular-pubescent. Stem 5-20 cm, erect, simple or branched from the base. Leaves 4-12 
mm, shortly petiolate, ovate, deeply crenate-serrate. Flowers in narrow racemes, usually occupying most of stem; 
bracts shorter or longer than the arcuate-ascending pedicels, the lower similar to the leaves, the upper oblong- 
lanceolate. Calyx-segments oblong-ovate; corolla c. 3 mm in diameter, blue. Capsule c. 4 x 3-4 mm, obovate, with very 
shallow sinus, flat, glandular-hairy; style c. 2 mm, much exceeding the sinus. Seeds c. 1 x 0.75 mm, broadly elliptical, 
cup-shaped. 2n = 18. Dry, sandy or stony ground. S., C.& W. Europe, extending northwards locally to S.E. Sweden. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Erect annual, (2-)5-12(-20) cm, often unbranched, pubescent to subvillous, +- glandular. 
Leaves dark green, pubescent with rather long (0.5-1 mm) hairs, often glandular, blackening when dry, lower surface 
usually deep purple; lower small, petiolate, upper subsessile, or with petiole to 2.5 mm; lamina broadly ovate, often 
triangular, 6-10 x 5-7 mm, base truncate to subcordate, margin deeply crenate(-serrate). Raceme (1-)5-15(-20)- 
flowered, densely puberulent with curved eglandular hairs and glandular-pubescent (hairs 0.3-0.6 mm, glands pale) 
Bracts glandular-pubescent, lower leaf-like, coarsely serrate, middle +- pinnatifid, upper oblanceolate. Pedicels 2-6 
mm, 0.4-0.7(-1) x bracts, arcuate-ascending to erect in fruit. Calyx 3.5-5.5 mm in fruit, glandular-pubescent. Corolla 
deep blue, 5-7 mm diam. Style 1-1.7 mm, exceeding capsule emargination. Capsule broadly elliptic, 3-5 x 3-4 mm, 
subequalling calyx, conspicuously inflated, base rounded- truncate, slightly emarginate, glandular-pubescent near 
keel, otherwise sub- glabrous. Seeds 10-20, ovate, 1-1.4 x 0.7-1 mm, strongly cymbiform, smooth, pale yellowish. Fl. 
(3?-)4-5. Rocky steppe, pastures, fields, 900-1600 m. Europe, N.W. Africa, Caucasia. 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.098. Veronica praécox L. Early speedwell [Synonym: Veronica, ocymifolia Thuillier] 
(pl. 452: 2.098, flowering plant). - This small plant, from 4 to 20 cm., flowers from March in the fields and on the 
stony slopes, and opens out its small flowers of a beautiful blue until the month of May. The leaves, except those 
accompanying the flowers, are opposite, provided with a short petiole, with a broadly oval blade, the outline of which 
is a little inverted heart, deeply toothed, with rounded teeth at their top, hairy and more or less glandular. The 
flowers arranged in clusters which lengthen as flowering continues, are placed on peduncles which are a little longer 
than the calyxes, often shorter than the bracts. The calyx is hairy, with 4 slightly unequal divisions. The corolla is a 
little longer than the calyx. The ripe fruit is longer than wide, with glandular cilia, slightly swollen, slightly indented, 
about 4 millimeters wide, a little longer than the persistent calyx which surrounds it; the style, which persists, 
measures about 2 millimeters in length and is much longer than the depth of the notch. It is an annual plant, with 
hairy and slightly glandular stems, erect or upright, with a developed main root. The seeds germinate in autumn and 
the young plants flower at the end of the following winter. 


Distribution. - Often prefers sandy soils, whether silica sands or calcareous sands; does not rise to a great height on the 
mountains. 


Europe: West, South, Center of Europe, and as far as Belgium. - Outside Europe: South West Asia; North Africa. 


V. repens Clarion ex DC. (Corsican Speedwell) 


Sell & Murrell vol. 3 - Perennial monoecious herb rooting in more than just at the base. Stems 4-10 cm, pale green, 
slender, glabrous below, shortly glandular-hairy in upper part, creeping and rooting with short, lateral flowering 
branches. Leaves opposite; lamina 4-8 x 4-5 mm, medium green on upper surface, paler beneath, ovate or subrotund 
to elliptical, rounded at apex, entire or obscurely crenulate, rounded at base; petiole short, pale green, glabrous. 
Inflorescence a lax, terminal raceme with 3-6 flowers; pedicels 4-7 mm, longer than bracts or calyx; bracts 3-4 mm, 
linear; flowers about 10 mm in diameter, bisexual. Calyx up to 3 mm, green, divided into 4 lobes, the lobes subequal, 
elliptical and obtuse at apex. Corolla divided nearly to the base into 4 lobes, the lobes pink, ovate, obtuse or rounded 
at apex, the tube wider than long. Stamens 2; filaments pale; anthers yellow. Style 1, about 4 mm, nearly twice as 
long as capsule. Capsule 2.0-2.5 mm, obovate, emarginate at apex, dehiscing into 2 valves, usually apically; seeds 
about 0.7 mm, flat. Flowers 4-5 . 2n = 14. Introduced. Naturalised weed in lawns in a very few places in Hampshire, 
northern England and Scotland and less common than formerly. Native of the mountains of Corsica and southern Spain. 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A perennial herb 4-10 cm, glabrous below, glandular-puberulent above; stems slender, 
creeping and rooting, with short lateral flowering branches. Lvs ovate-orbicular to elliptical, shortly petiolate, entire 
or obscurely crenulate. Racemes terminal, lax, 3-6-fld. Pedicels longer than bracts and calyx. Calyx-lobes elliptical. 
Corolla 10 mm diam., pink. Capsule obovate, emarginate; style nearly 3 times as long. Fl. 4-5. 2n = 14. Chh? 


Introduced. Sometimes found as an escape and +- naturalized in a few places in N. England and S. Scotland. Native of 
mountains of Corsica and S. Spain. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Glabrous below, pubescent in inflorescence; stems 5-10 cm, procumbent, rooting, branched, 
usually forming a dense mat from which arise ascending flowering branches. Leaves 4-8 mm, ovate or elliptical to 
suborbicular, shortly petiolate, entire or slightly crenate-serrate. Racemes short, often corymbose, with 3-6 flowers; 
pedicels 4-7 mm, usually longer than bracts. Calyx 3 mm; segments 4, elliptical, subequal. Corolla 10 mm in diameter, 
pink. Capsule 2-2.5 mm, wider than long, scarcely emarginate, glabrous; style c. 4 mm. 2n=14. Damp places. 
Mountains of Corse and of S. & S.E. Spain.... Some plants from the Sierra Nevada agree well with plants from Corse, 
but the majority of the former which are referred to V. repens appear to have blue flowers and to be transitional in 
varying degree to 3(b) [V. serpyllifolia ssp. humifusa]. It seems probable that at least some of them are hybrids. 


Flora lberica (Google Translated) - In Corsica a different subspecies [of V. serpyllifolia] is distinguished, V. 
serpyllifolia subsp. repens (Clarion ex DC.) Hartl... Until very recently, most authors considered the Iberian populations 
of the following species, V. nevadensis, to be disjunct populations of this Corsican endemism. /// Flora iberica has for 
V. nevadensis (syn V. repens var. nevadensis Pau): Perennial herb. Stems (1.5)5-15(30) cm, ascending or creeping, in 
the prone portion, often rooted and branched, generally - almost always after fruiting - with (0.2)0.3-0.8(1) mm long, 
usually patent or subpatent (rarely incurved and appressed), but sometimes - especially before fruiting - glabrous or 
rarely only with glandular hairs, always covered towards the apex by (0.25)0.3-0.4(0.5) mm long glandular hairs. 
Leaves (4)8-25(30) x (2)5-13(15) mm, suborbicular, ovate or broadly ovate, entire to weakly crenate, covered with 
hairs of variable length and density, usually robust tector hairs of (0.3)0.6-0.8(0.9) mm arranged densely, but 
sometimes - especially before fruiting - the leaves are glabrous or more rarely have only glandular hairs and then the 
tector hairs appear during fruiting, sessile to shortly petiolate. Raceme terminal, with 3-30 flowers, rarely also with 2 
axillary racemes, with the axis always distinctly glandular; Bracts (1.5) 2-5(9) mm, ovate to lanceolate or narrowly 
ovate, with an indumentum in which the glandular hairs are always more abundant than the tectors; pedicels (4) 7- 
12(16) mm. Calyx (2) 2.5-3(5) mm; sepals obovate to oblong, with indumentum like that of the bracts. Corolla (9) 10- 
14 mm in diameter, blue with white veins, pale blue with dark blue veins, or lilac or whitish blue with lilac veins. Style 
3.5-4(4.5) mm. Capsule 3-5(5.5) x (4)4.5- 5.5(6.5) mm, shorter than wide, with generally maximum width towards the 
lower third, transversely oval to broadly obcordate, base + rounded, not truncated, emarginate, wide sinus, with 
glandular indumentum, more abundant towards the keel, subglabrous surfaces. Seeds 0.7-1.7 x 0.5- 1.4 mm, c. 35 per 
capsule, light brown. 2n = 14. Edges of streams, oligotrophic springs, springs, peat bogs, traps, wet ditches, etc., with 
preference for acidic substrates; 1300-3100 m. Observations.-The studies carried out on the variability of this plant 
indicate that there may be two geographical races without significant morphological differences, so it is difficult to 
assign them a convincing taxonomic rank without other supporting data. In the varietal range, the plants from Sierra 
Nevada and Sierra de los Filabres are given the name var. nevadensis [V. repens sensu Lange in Willk. & Lange, Prodr. 
F1. Hispan. 2: 598 (1870), non Clarion ex DC. in Lam. & DC., Fl. Franc. ed. 3, 3: 727 (1805); V. turbicola Rivas Mart., A. 
Asensi, Molero Mesa & F. Valle in Rivasgodaya 6: 74 (1991)] and have stems of (1.5)2-5(7) cm, generally prostrate- 
radicant and erect only in the inflorescence, with internodes frequently shorter than the leaves; inflorescence usually 
subcorymbiform, few flowers, with (3)5-10(12) flowers, pedicels that usually do not exceed 7 mm; corolla deep blue 
with white veins, pale blue with dark blue veins, lilac or whitish-blue with lilac veins. Other populations of this species 
are known from the Segundera and Cabrera mountain ranges and the Central System, and are included in the so-called 
var. langei (Lacaita) M.M. Mart. Ort. & E. Rico in Anales Jard. Bot. Madrid 59: 381 (2002) [V. langei Lacaita in 
Cavanillesia 1: 14 (1928), basion.; V. serpyllifolia subsp. langei (Lacaita) M. Lainz in Bol. Inst. Estud. Asturianos, Supl. 
Ci. 10: 201 (1964)]; they are generally larger plants in all their parts than those of the nevadensis variety; Perennial 
herbs with stems (4)7-15(30) cm long, ascending, with an erect part of (2)4-15(22) cm and frequently with a short 
prostrate part, with internodes generally longer than the leaves; elongated inflorescence, with 5-25(30) flowers, 
pedicels (4)7-12(16) mm; corolla usually blue with white veins. We do not know the species from the Cantabrian 
Mountains or the Iberian System. When it has been cited there, these citations correspond to other species of the 
genus, in most cases to the so-called var. humifusa of V. serpyllifolia. Parasitic hymenoptera that live inside the 
capsules of V. nevadensis are frequently found. These insects spend the first stages of their life inside or outside the 
juvenile stages of other insects. Once the pupal stage of the host is over, the endoparasite usually emerges. In 
connection with this hyperparasitism, the mature capsules of the plant often have a globose appearance, which is not 
at all normal under normal conditions. In herbarium sheets, the parasitized capsules appear with an unusual length 
that usually exceeds their width and with the base often noticeably wedge-shaped. 


European Garden Flora ed. 2 vol. 5 - Like V. serpyllifolia subsp. humifiusa but with pink flowers and style c. 4mm. 
Mountains of Corsica & SE Spain. H3. Summer. Blue-flowered plants, which may be of hybrid origin between this 
species and V. serpyllifolia, are also in cultivation; similar plants are found wild in SE Spain. 


V. scutellata L. (Marsh Speedwell) 


Useful reading : Farmanagh Species Account 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A glabrous perennial, sometimes glandular or (var. villosa Schumach.) densely pubescent. 
Stems creeping below and then ascending, simple or slightly branched, 10-15 cm high. Lvs 2-4 cm, linear-lanceolate or 
-oblong, acute, semi-amplexicaul, entire or remotely denticulate, yellowish-green often tinged with purple; midrib 
impressed and conspicuous above. Fls in very lax, slender, few (up to 10)-fid alternate racemes. Bracts linear. Pedicels 
7-10 mm, slender, more than twice as long as the bracts, spreading at right angles in fr. Sepals ovate. Corolla 5-6 mm 
diam., white or pale blue with purple lines, sometimes pinkish. Capsule flat, wider than long, deeply emarginate, 
much longer than calyx. Fl. 6-8. 2n = 18. Hp. or Hel. Native. In ponds, bogs, wet meadows, etc., often on acid soils. 
Rather common throughout the British Is.; var. villosa less common, often in rather drier habitats. Most of Europe but 
rare in the Mediterranean region; N. Asia, east to Kamchatka. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Usually glabrous, rarely pubescent. Stems up to 60 cm, ascending, weak. Leaves 15-50 x 3-7 
mm, linear-oblong, entire or obscurely serrate, sessile, often reddish-brown. Racemes up to 7 cm, alternate, lax; 
peduncles very slender; pedicels 7-10 mm, filiform, greatly exceeding the bracts. Calyx 2 mm; segments 4, elliptical, 
subequal. Corolla 5-6 mm in diameter, pale pink or lilac. Capsule 4 x 5 mm, reniform. 2n=18. Marshes and other wet 
places. Most of Europe, but rare in the Mediterranean region. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Slender, weak perennial herb, completely glabrous or (rarely) +- glandular- pubescent, often 
tinged purple. Rhizome creeping, thin, stolon-like, branched. Stems erect, 10-80 cm. Leaves sessile, linear or linear- 
lanceolate, 20-70 x 2-5 (-9) mm, acute, remotely denticulate in upper “2, margin +- revolute. Racemes alternate, lax, 
flexuous, 5-15-flowered; pedicels 10-15 mm, 3-7 x bracts, patent or +- curved. Calyx lobes 4, lobes lanceolate. Corolla 
white or pale lilac, 5-7 mm diam. Style 2-3 mm. Capsule 3-5 x 5-6 mm, c. 2 * calyx, flat, base slightly cordate, apex 
deeply emarginate (angle of sinus c. 90°), lobes pointed al apex. Seeds 8-16, elliptic, 1.2-1.6 x 1-1.3 mm, flat, pale 
brownish. Fl. 5-9 Ponds, marshes etc, s.l-c. 500 m. Described from N. Europe... N. Turkey; rare... Europe. Caucasia, 
Siberia E to Kamchatka; N.W. Africa (Algeria); N. America. Circumpolar. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems ascending, (5-)15-45(-80) cm, glabrous, sometimes sparsely eglandular-hairy distally. 
Leaves: petiole 0 mm; blade narrowly lanceolate or linear, rarely elliptic, (10-)30-50(-80) x (2-)3-7(-14) mm, 6-10 times 
as long as wide, base cuneate, margins remote- and fine-dentate, apex acute, abaxial surface glabrous, adaxial 
glabrous or sparsely eglandular-hairy. Racemes 1-5(-10), axillary, 40-90(-150) mm, (2-)5-20-flowered, axis glabrous, 
sometimes sparsely eglandular-hairy; bracts lanceolate, 1.5-3 mm. Pedicels patent or + curled, (6-)10-15(-17) mm, 
longer than subtending bracts, glabrous. Flowers: calyx lobes (1-)2-3 mm, apex obtuse to acute, glabrate; corolla pale 
lilac, pale sky blue, or whitish, with pink or dark blue narrow stripes, 2.5-7 mm diam.; stamens 4-5 mm; style (1-)2-4 
mm. Capsules compressed in cross section, ovoid or reniform, 2.5-5 x (3-)4-6 mm, apex emarginate by 1/3 length, 
glabrous. Seeds 5-20, pale brownish, globular or ovoid, flat, 1.2-1.9 x 1-1.5 mm, 0.2 mm thick, smooth. 2n = 18. 
Phenology: Flowering May-Sep. Habitat: Moist meadows, marshes, shallows, forests, steppes, fens, stream banks, 
lakeshores. Elevation: 0-1800(-2400) m. 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.084. Veronica scutellata L. Crested speedwell (pl. 450: 2.084, flowering plant). - This 
species grows in marshes, peat meadows or in very humid places in almost all the regions of our Flora, except in the 
Mediterranean region. It is a plant of 10 to 50 cm. whose stems, laid down and rooted, are then straightened, and 
whose small whitish or slightly pinkish-blue flowers bloom from the month of May until the month of September. The 
leaves, all opposite except those reduced to the state of bracts and accompanying the flowers, are without petiole, 
elongated, attenuating imperceptibly from the base to the top, acute, entire or almost entire, but often presenting 
small, slightly accentuated teeth , sometimes grouped in pairs, spaced, curved down the leaf. The flowers are 
arranged in very loose clusters, arising alternately in the axils of the leaves, with fairly few flowers placed on very thin 
peduncles having 3 to 5 times the length of the calyxes or that of the bracts in the axils from which they have taken 
birth. The calyx is 4 oval divisions, hairless; the corolla, longer than the calyx, bears streaks on its 3 upper lobes. After 
flowering, the peduncles are inverted, then, when the fruit ripens, they become spreading and at the same time curl 
up in such a way as to straighten the fruit; the latter, which measures from 4 to 5 millimetres in length, is flattened, 
provided with a flat wing on its edges, very indented, longer and broader than the persistent calyx which surrounds it. 
It is a perennial plant, with slender, weak stems, branched in their lower part. The underground stem produces very 
thin filament-like stems, pink in colour, which grow horizontally in the tussocks of mosses, and emit 4-angled buds 
whose scales are a beautiful green and tightly packed together. others; it is these buds that perpetuate and multiply 
the plant. (Examples have been described with fasciated stems, that is to say welded together along their length; 
others with alternate leaves). 


Distribution. - Quite often prefers siliceous soils; can rise up to 1,500 m. of altitude approximately, on the various 
mountains. 


Europe: almost all of Europe to Iceland; lacking in southeastern Europe and much of the Mediterranean coast proper. -- 
Outside Europe: extremely rare in Algeria; North America. 


Two varieties of this species have been described; these are the following. 


2.084. 2°. Variety pubéscens Koch (pubescent) [Synonyms: Veronica scutellata varietal villosa Schumach.; Veronica 
parmularia Poit et Turp.] - Plant covered with glandular, jointed, spreading hairs; fruits ciliate on the edges. (Here and 
there). 


2.084. 3°. Variety latifolia R. and S. (broad-leaved). - Leaves ovate-acute or ovate-elongated. (Here and there). 


V. serpyllifolia L. (ssp serpyllifolia & ssp humifusa) (Thyme-leaved Speedwell)

Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A perennial herb 10-30.cm; stems creeping and rooting at nodes, the flowering usually 
ascending, puberulent. Lvs 1-2 cm, ovate or oblong, entire or weakly crenulate, rounded at both ends, subsessile or 
shortly petiolate, glabrous, light green. Racemes terminal, up to 30-fid, often long (10 cm or more), lax. Upper bracts 
narrowly oblong, the lower larger and broader, passing into the lvs, longer than the pedicels. Calyx-lobes oblong. 
Corolla 6-10 mm diam., white or pale blue with darker lines. Filaments and style white; anthers slaty-violet. Capsule 
obcordate, ciliate, wider than long, about as long as calyx and style. Infl. sometimes glandular. Fl. 3-10. Visited by 
flies. Almost throughout Europe; mountains of N. Africa; Madeira and Azores; temperate Asia; North and South 
America. 


Subsp. serpyllifolia. Shortly creeping; flowering branches ascending. Racemes elongate, with 20-40 fls, subglabrous to 
eglandular-pubescent; pedicels about as long as calyx. Corolla 6-8 mm diam., white or pale blue with slaty-violet lines. 
2n = 14. Native. In grassland, heaths, waste places, etc., sometimes as a garden weed, often on rather moist ground. 
Common throughout the British Is. 


Subsp. humifusa (Dickson) Syme.... Decumbent; stems rooting for most of their length. Racemes usually short, with 8- 
15 fls, glandular-pubescent; pedicels much longer than calyx. Corolla 7-10 mm diam., blue. Native. Damp places in 
mountainous districts, rather local. Monmouth, Brecon, Caernarvon, W. Yorks, N. Northumberland, Cumbria, Selkirk, 
Stirling, and Kincardine to Sutherland. On the mountains throughout much of Europe. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stems 5-20(-30) cm, ascending. Leaves up to 25 x 12 mm, ovate, shortly petiolate, entire or 
obscurely crenate, glabrous or puberulent. Racemes sparsely to densely pubescent; pedicels 3-8 mm; bracts usually 
exceeding pedicels, the lower similar to the foliage-leaves. Calyx 4-6 mm; segments 4, oblong, slightly unequal. 
Corolla 6-10 mm in diameter. Capsule 4-5 mm, slightly wider than long, emarginate, pubescent ; style c. 2 mm. Almost 
throughout Europe.... 


(a) Subsp. serpyllifolia: Stems procumbent for only a short distance at base, the greater part erect. Racemes 
elongate, with 20-40 flowers, subglabrous to eglandular-pubescent ; pedicels about as long as calyx. Corolla 6-8 mm, 
white or pale blue with dark blue veins. 2n= 14. Throughout the range of the species, but mainly in the lowlands. 


(b) Subsp. humifusa (Dickson) Syme... : Stems often procumbent for a large part of their length. Racemes usually 
short, with 8-15 flowers, glandular-pubescent; pedicels considerably longer than calyx. Corolla 7-10 mm, bright blue. 
2n=14. Mountains, throughout the greater part of Europe. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Creeping herb. Vegetative stems 3-10 cm long, 1-2 mm diam., puberulent; flowering stems 
unbranched, erect, 5-30 cm, puberulent and often glandular. Lower leaves shortly petiolate (petiole 1-5 mm), upper 
sessile; lamina oblong-lanceolate to ovate, 8-25 x 5-13 mm, subglabrous, obtuse, margin subentire or slightly serrulate- 
crenate. Raceme 10-35-flowered, with short curved hairs and often also with patent glandular hairs. Pedicels 2-5 mm, 
0.5-1(-1.5) x bracts. Calyx lobes 4, ovate. Corolla white, blue or pink, with purple or dark blue veins (except on lower 
lobe), 5-8 mm diam. Style 2.5-3 mm. Capsule 2.5-3.5 x 4-5.5 mm, not overtopping calyx, glandular-ciliate, otherwise 
subglabrous, sinus acute (0.17-0.22 x capsule length), base truncate. Seeds numerous, 0.7-0.9 x 0.5- 0.7 mm. Fl. 4-7. 
River banks, wet places, moist meadows, shady forests, s.l- 2200 m. Described from Northern Europe and N. 
America.... Mainly N. Turkey. Temperate Eurasia, N. America; introduced to $. Hemisphere. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems creeping to ascending, 5-40 cm, scattered eglandular hairs only, often also with 
glandular hairs, sometimes glabrate. Leaves: blade oblong-lanceolate to ovate, 8-25 x 5-13 mm, 1.5-2.5 times as long 
as wide, base cuneate, margins subentire or serrulate-crenate, apex rounded to short-acuminate, surfaces glabrate. 
Racemes 1, terminal, 50-100 mm, 10-30(-60)-flowered, axis eglandular- and glandular-hairy; bracts oblong, 4-7 mm. 
Pedicels erect, 2-5 mm, 4-6 mm in fruit, shorter than subtending bract in flower, eglandular- and, sometimes, 
glandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes 2-3 mm, apex acute, ciliate; corolla white, blue, or pink, with purple or dark blue 
veins (except on abaxial lobe), rotate, 5-8 mm diam.; stamens 2.5-3 mm; style 2-4 mm. Capsules compressed in cross 
section, obcordiform, 2.5-3.5 x 4-5.5 mm, wider than long, apex acutely emarginate, glandular-ciliate, otherwise 
glabrate. Seeds 50-72, brown, ellipsoid, flat, 0.6-1.1 x 0.4-1 mm, 0.2 mm thick, smooth. 2n = 14. Phenology: Flowering 
Apr-Aug. Habitat: River banks, wet places, moist meadows, shady forests. Elevation: 0-3300 m... Alpine plants of 
Veronica serpyllifolia with bright blue, larger corollas, and smaller, hairier raceme axes have been treated at various 
ranks under the epithet humifusa. The characters are labile and show intergradations with the typical plants. Veronica 
serpyllifolia is widespread; it is not clear where it is native. (Link) 


V. spicata L. (Spiked Speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - A pubescent perennial 8-60 cm, with shortly creeping, somewhat woody rhizome and erect 
flowering stems. Lowest lvs ovate, petiolate, passing gradually into the lanceolate or linear, sessile upper ones, all +- 
crenate or crenate-serrate or the upper entire. Fls in a many-fld terminal spike-like raceme. Pedicels usually less than 
1 mm. Bracts and calyx-teeth +- lanceolate. Corolla 4-8 mm diam., violet-blue, with a rather long tube. Capsule +- 
orbicular, about as long as calyx-lobes, retuse or emarginate. Fl. 7~9. Pollinated by various insects. 2n = 34, 68%. Ch. 
Europe from S. Scandinavia to C. Spain, Italy and Greece; W. and C. Asia to China and Japan. 


Subsp. spicata. Plant 8-30 cm. Lowest lvs 1.5-3 cm x 8-12 mm, sparingly crenate mostly near the middle, usually 
widest near the middle, gradually narrowed into a narrow petiole. Native. In dry grassland on basic soils in the 
breckland of East Anglia and even there rare. 


Subsp. hybrida (L.) E. F. Warb. Plant 15-60cm, more robust. Lvs 2-4 x 1-2 cm, more deeply crenate or crenate-serrate 
nearly all round, usually widest below the middle, abruptly narrowed into a broad petiole. Native. On limestone rocks; 
Avon Gorge (Bristol), Wales, W. Yorks, W. Lancs and Westmorland; very local. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stems 5-60 cm, erect or ascending from a more or less extensive rhizome, usually hairy and 
glandular. Leaves 20-80 x 3-30 mm, usually shortly petiolate, linear- to ovate- lanceolate, cuneate at base, subentire 
to crenate, more or less hairy, opposite. Inflorescence up to 30 cm; pedicels usually less than 1 mm, much shorter than 
bracts. Calyx-segments usually ovate-elliptical, obtuse; corolla 4-8 mm in diameter, blue. Capsule 2-4 x 2-4 mm, 
emarginate, glabrous; style 4-10 mm. Dry grassland and rocky slopes. Much of Europe, but rare in the west and absent 
from most of the islands.

Calyx 
more or less hairy, usually glandular; corolla clear blue, with ovate-lanceolate, flat lower lobes. 2n = 34, 68. 
Throughout the range of the species. All plants from N. & N.W. Europe hitherto investigated are tetraploid, but diploid 
plants are known from C. & S.E. Europe. V. euxina Turrill... is one of these diploids; it is densely glandular-hairy, with 
ovate-elliptical, subsessile lower leaves. It is not yet possible to distinguish the diploid taxa satisfactorily from the 
widespread and variable tetraploids. Natural hybrids between 62(a) [spicata ssp spicata] and 59 [longifolia] are found 
occasionally in districts where both parents grow; they are particularly well- known in the Baltic area. 


(b) Subsp. incana (L.) Walters... Like subsp. (a) but whole plant densely greyish-white tomentose and eglandular. 2n = 
68. E. & E.C. Europe. 


(c) Subsp. barrelieri (Schott ex Roemer & Schultes) Murb.... Like subsp. (a) but stem and leaves with long, stiff, 
whitish, eglandular hairs only (rarely glabrous); petiole of lower leaves up to 10 mm; calyx ciliate but otherwise 
glabrous. 2n = 34. S.E. Europe, extending westwards to N. Italy. 


(d) Subsp. orchidea (Crantz) Hayek... Stem subglabrous below, more or less glandular-hirsute above. Leaves thick and 
rather shiny, subglabrous or sparsely hairy, the lower ovate to ovate-lanceolate, with petiole c. 1 mm. Calyx glandular- 
hairy; corolla pale blue, with lower lobes linear, twisted. 2n = 34. S.E. Europe, extending westwards to N. Italy and C. 

Czechoslovakia. 


(e) Subsp. crassifolia (Nyman) Hayek... Like subsp. (d) but stem often glabrous except in inflorescence; leaves 
glabrous, the lower with petiole up to 20 mm; calyx ciliate but otherwise glabrous; corolla bright blue with ovate- 
lanceolate, flat lobes. S. Carpathians and mountains of N. part o f Balkan peninsula. 


V. urumovii Velen... from Bulgaria, is eglandular, with ovate-elliptical, setulose leaves, and calyx ciliate but otherwise 
glabrous. It seems to be most closely related to subsp. (e) but requires further investigation. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems ascending, usually with 4-10 nodes, 5-45(-60) cm, proximally eglandular- or glandular- 
hairy, sometimes glabrous, distally eglandular- and, usually, glandular-hairy. Leaves: blade ovate-oblong to narrowly 
oblong-lanceolate, (30-)40-70(-80) x 5-20 mm, base long-cuneate, margins shallowly crenate to shallowly serrate to 
subentire, apex obtuse to rounded, surfaces densely glandular- or eglandular-hairy, rarely glabrate. Racemes 1(-7), 
terminal, sometimes with lateral ones, (50-)70-130(-170) mm, (50-)100-300-flowered, axis eglandular- and glandular- 
hairy; bracts oblong to lanceolate, 3-5 mm. Pedicels suberect to patent, 0.5-1(-2) mm, shorter than subtending bract, 
eglandular- and glandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes 2-3 mm, ciliate, apex obtuse, glandular-hairy, rarely eglandular- 
hairy; corolla blue, campanulate, longer than wide, 5-6 mm diam., lobes 3-4.5 x 1.5-2 mm; stamens 5 mm; style 8 
mm. Capsules + compressed in cross section, broadly ovoid, 2-3 x 2-3 mm, apex obtuse, densely glandular-puberulent. 
Seeds 3-40, light brown, ellipsoid, flat, 0.6-1.2 x 0.5-0.8 mm, 0.2-0.4 mm thick, smooth. 2n = 34, 68 (Europe). 
Phenology: Flowering Jun-Sep. Habitat: Dry grasslands. Elevation: 0-700 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.075. Veronica spicata L. Speedwell (pl. 449: 2.075, flowering plant). - This species is 
curious because of its very numerous flowers arranged in a tight, elongated and tapering cluster, resembling at first 
sight a spike of flowers. It is a plant of 8 to 50 cm., of grayish aspect, which grows in the pastures, the dry meadows 
and the arid places of the majority of the regions of our Flora, except in Belgium and on the Mediterranean coast. Its 
bright blue, slightly purplish flowers, rarely bluish, pinkish or white, appear from the month of July until the beginning 
of November. The lower leaves are opposite, the upper ones alternate, all covered with numerous short hairs, edged 
with crenellations which are directed towards the top of the leaf. The lower leaves are larger than the others, short- 
stalked; the leaves located higher become increasingly small and without a petiole. The flowers are placed on 
peduncles shorter than the calyx; this one is hairy or at least strongly ciliated on the edges, with 4 unequal divisions, 
oval-elongated, obtuse at the top. The corolla, much longer than the calyx, has a tube longer than it is wide and its 4 
lobes are not very unequal. The persistent style is 4 or 5 times the length of the ripe fruit, which is almost spherical in 
shape, only slightly indented towards the base of the style and covered with small glandular hairs. It is a perennial, 
straight stem, stiff, usually simple, almost woody in its lower part. The plant often produces non-flowering suckers; it 
is perpetuated and multiplied by buds born on the underground stem, which bears numerous adventitious roots. 
(Various anomalies of this species have been described: fasciate stems, that is to say fused lengthwise; leaves all 
alternate; inflorescences in which all parts of the flowers are transformed into small green leaves; etc.). 


Distribution. - Can reach, in the Alps, up to 1,850 m. elevation; does not rise, in the Jura, beyond the zone of fir trees. 


Europe: a large part of Europe. - Outside Europe: Caucasus, Siberia, Manchuria, Japan. 
Four varieties of this species have been described; the most remarkable is the following. 


2.075. 2°. Variety Vaillantii Rouy (de Vaillant) [Synonym: Veronica squamosa Presl. variety Vaillantii Rchb.]. - Plant 
without glandular hairs; lower leaves toothed with an oval-rounded outline; upper leaves nearly entire; calyx ciliate at 
edges, not hairy on surface; flowers not extremely tight in the raceme. (Here and there). 


V. spuria L. = V. paniculata L. (Bastard Speedwell) 


Flora of China - (as Pseudolysimachion spurium (Linnaeus) Rauschert) Stems erect, 30-100 cm tall, apically 
branched, densely with short curly hairs. Leaves in whorls of 3 or 4 or opposite, lower leaves subsessile, others with 
petioles 3-8 mm; leaf blade narrowly oblong to elliptic, 3-8 X 1-3 cm, puberulent, margin deeply dentate, sometimes 
double dentate, upper leaves often subentire. Inflorescences several to numerous racemes, short glandular hairy. 


Pedicel ca. 2 mm. Calyx ca. 2 mm. Corolla purple to blue, 5-6 mm; tube 1/3-2/5 of corolla length; lobes patent, upper 
lobe obovate-orbicular, other 3 lobes narrowly ovate. Stamens slightly exserted. Ovary glabrous. Style ca. 6 mm. 
Capsule 2.5-3.5 X 2-2.5 mm. Fl. Jul-Aug. 2n = 34. Mountain slopes, steppes; ca. 1100 m. NW Xinjiang [Kazakhstan, 
Kyrgyzstan, Mongolia, Russia; Europe]. (Link) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - Taller [than V. spicata] (40-80 cm). Lvs sharply serrate. Pedicels about as long as bracts and 
calyx. Fr. glabrous. C.E. and S.E. Europe. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Like 59 [V. longifolia] but more freely branched; leaves cuneate at base; inflorescence less 
dense, with several subequal branches; pedicels (2-)3-5 mm, longer than bracts; calyx-segments lanceolate, subequal; 
corolla 7-14 mm in diameter, blue; capsule 3-4 x 2-3 mm, broadly ovoid. 2n = 34. Grassy and rocky places. C., E. & S.E. 
Europe. 


V. sublobata M.A.Fisch. (Ilvy-Leaved Speedwell) 
See under "V. hederifolia L. & V. sublobata M.A.Fisch. (Ivy-Leaved Speedwell)" 


V. teucrium L. & V. austriaca L. (Large/Saw-Leaved Speedwell) 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - V. austriaca L.... Stems up to 100 cm, usually erect, sometimes procumbent to ascending. 
Leaves very variable in shape, broadly ovate to narrowly oblong-lanceolate in outline, entire to deeply 2-pinnatisect. 
Racemes dense to moderately lax; pedicels 2-5 mm, usually equalling or shorter than bracts. Calyx (3-)4-6(-8) mm, 
glabrous or hairy. Corolla (8-)10-13(-17) mm in diameter, bright blue. Capsule 4-6 x 3-5 mm, suborbicular-cordate to 
broadly elliptical, usually longer than wide, glabrous or pubescent. Most of Europe except Fennoscandia, the islands 
and parts of the extreme south....

Calyx and capsule hairy or glabrous. 2n = 64. Throughout the range of the species except parts of W. Europe. 


(b) Subsp. vahlii (Gaudin) D. A. Webb... incl. subsp. orsiniana (Ten.) Watzl... Stems 15-30 cm, procumbent to 
ascending. Leaves (10-)15-30 x 5-12 mm, lanceolate to ovate-oblong, rounded or cuneate at the base, sometimes very 
shortly petiolate, crenate to incise-serrate. Racemes short. Calyx and capsule hairy. 2n=16. S. & W. Europe, 
northwards to Belgium and eastwards to Jugoslavia. 


(c) Subsp. dentata (F. W. Schmidt) Watzl... Stems 20-50 cm, usually erect. Leaves 20-50(-75) x 3-15 mm, ovate-oblong 
to linear-lanceolate, truncate to cuneate at the base, sometimes very shortly petiolate, the lower usually crenate- 
serrate, the uppermost usually subentire. Racemes fairly long. Calyx and capsule hairy or glabrous. 2n = 48, 64. C. 
Europe, Balkan peninsula, Ukraine and S.C. Russia. 


(d) Subsp. austriaca (subsp. jacquinii (Baumg.) J. Maly; incl. subsp. orbiculata (A. Kerner) K. Maly). Stems 25-50 cm, 
erect or ascending. Leaves usually blackening on drying, linear-lanceolate to suborbicular or deflate in outline, usually 
1- or 2-pinnatisect with linear segments, but the uppermost and lowermost sometimes dentate to pinnatifid. Racemes 
usually long. Calyx and capsule hairy or glabrous. 2n = 48. E., E.C. & S.E. Europe, extending westwards to N. Italy. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - V. crinita Kit. ex Schultes... Erect perennial, 25-50 cm. Rhizome short, little branched; 
stems unbranched, erect, 25-60 cm, villous. Leaves sessile, broadly ovate, 17-35 x 10-25 mm, pubescent with thin 
patent hairs above, greyish beneath with denser, crisp hairs; base truncate or cordate, apex obtuse, rounded, margin 
deeply crenate. Racemes 2-4(-6), opposite, densely 30-60-flowered, peduncle 3-6 cm. Pedicels 3-5 mm, 0.7-1.5 x 
bracts, pubescent with thin curved eglandular hairs. Bracts linear, glabrous or ciliate. Calyx 2.5-4 mm, lobes 5, 
narrowly linear-lanceolate, acute, glabrous or sparsely ciliate. Corolla blue or violet-blue, 10-14 mm diam., lobes 
acute. Style 4-6 mm. Capsule broadly elliptic, c. 5 x 4mm, glabrous, base rounded, distinctly emarginate, lobes slightly 
pointed at apex. Seeds unknown. Fl. 5-7 Open forests, pastures, at low altitudes. Described from Romania... Turkey-in- 
Europe... Romania, Jugoslavia, Bulgaria. Euro-Sib element. The ecological data refer to extra-Turkish material as 
information for the species in Turkey is lacking. 


FNA Beta - Perennials. Stems erect, rarely ascending, (15-)30-70(-100) cm, eglandular-hairy, hairs evenly distributed 
around stem. Leaves: blade ovate or oblong-ovate, rarely lanceolate, (20-)30-55(-70) x (6-)15-25(-45) mm, 2-3(-4) 
times as long as wide, base + cordate, margins dentate to serrate to crenate-incised, rarely subentire, apex acute, 
abaxial surface hairy, adaxial glabrous. Racemes 2-4(-8), axillary, 60-150 mm, 50-150-flowered, axis hairy; bracts 
linear-lanceolate to linear, 4-8(-14) mm. Pedicels erect, 3-7(-14) mm, equal to subtending bract, eglandular-hairy. 
Flowers: calyx 5-lobed, abaxial lobes 3-4 mm, adaxial 1-1.5 mm, apex acute, glabrous or hairy; corolla bright blue, 
rarely pinkish or white, (9-)12-18 mm diam.; stamens 4.5-6 mm; style 5-6 mm. Capsules + compressed to + round in 
cross section, broadly obovoid or obcordiform, (3-)4-5.5 x (2.5-)3.5-5 mm, apex not deeply, narrowly emarginate, 
glabrous or sparsely hairy. Seeds (2-)8-18, brown, widely ellipsoid to widely obovoid, flat, 1.2-2.1 x 1-1.5 mm, 0.2-0.4 
mm thick, smooth. 2n = 48, 64 (Europe). Phenology: Flowering May-Jul. Habitat: Dry meadows, forest edges, scrub, 
calcareous soils. Elevation: 0-1000 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.077. Veronica Téucrium L. Véronique Germandrée (pl. 449: 2.077, flowering stem; 
2.077 b. and 2.077 c., flowering plant and flowering stem of two subspecies). - The forms that can be grouped under 
this general name are represented by plants from 5 to 40 cm. whose pretty clusters of blue flowers, of a lilac blue, 
very rarely white, open out from April until July. They are found in dry places, lawns, on hillsides, and the principal 
type is more or less widespread in the various regions of our Flora. These forms have the following common 
characteristics. The leaves, except for the small bracts of the clusters, are all opposite, with a very short petiole or 
without a petiole, with an oval outline or variously elongated, more or less toothed at the edges. The flowers are 
arranged in fairly tight clusters which are placed on branches born in the axils of the leaves and often opposite. Each 
flower is borne on a short peduncle which is about the same length as the calyx or slightly longer. The calyx of these 
plants is quite characteristic by the presence of 5 very unequal divisions, the upper of which is much smaller than the 
others. The corolla is longer than the calyx. The ripe fruit is heart-shaped, very distinctly indented at the top and ends 
in the evergreen style which is only a little longer than the rest of the fruit. They are perennial plants whose stems are 
prostrate and emit adventitious roots in their lower part; they are perpetuated or multiplied by the divisions of their 
underground stems and are often grouped together in numerous flowering tufts close to each other. The flowering 
stalks sometimes extend into a creeping stalk bearing only 3 or 4 pairs of leaves. - The main type is recognized by the 
oval leaves, strongly toothed, the calyx which is hairy and with ciliated divisions on the edges, the corolla, usually of a 
beautiful blue, whose three lower lobes are acute; with ripe fruit, generally more or less covered with hairs, and 
which is longer than wide. (Examples have been described which produced flowers whose two lateral petals were 
completely separated from the rest of the corolla; others having flowers with more than 5 sepals, 4 or 5 stamens, 7 or 
8 corolla lobes). 


Distribution. - Quite often prefers calcareous soils; hardly rises above 1,300 m. altitude in the Alps, over 1,200 m. in 
the Corbiéres and the Pyrenees; is located in the Jura beyond the lower limit of the alpine zone. 


Europe: South-West, Central and Southern Europe. - Outside Europe: West and South-West Asia; naturalized in North 
America. 


2 subspecies, 1 race and 3 varieties of this species have been described; these are the following. 


2.077. 2°. Variety Bastardi Franchet (from Bastard) [Synonym: Veronica canéscens Bastard]. - Narrow and elongated 
leaves, relatively very small; hairy-whitish plant with stems lying on the ground, and measuring only 8 to 12 cm. (Here 
and there, on the limestone and arid hillsides). 


2.077. 3°. V. Pseudochamaedrys Jacq. (V. Fausse-Petit-Chéne) [Synonym: Veronica Téucrium variety latifolia G. G.]. - 
Leaves with upturned heart blade, often without petiole, very deeply toothed, flat; stems from 20 to 35 cm., erect, 
slightly curved at their base; ripe fruit having its greatest width towards its upper third. (Here and there in shady 
places). 


2.077 b. V. prostrata L. V. lying (pl. 449: 2.077 b., flowering plant). - Flowers usually pale blue or more or less reddish; 
hairless calyx; corolla with lobes all obtuse; mature hairless fruit, as wide as it is long; slightly toothed, oval-elongated 
or narrow leaves; stems prostrate and spreading, generally only 5 to 20 cm. height. (Here and there). 


2.077 b. 2°. Variety lutetiana Rouy (from Paris) [Synonym: Veronica lutetiana R. et S.]. - Leaves hairless and shiny 
above, green on both sides, obtuse at the top; ripe fruit somewhat compressed. (Here and there, rare or quite rare). 


2.077 b. 3°. Variety saturiaefolia Rchb. (savory leaf) [Synonym: Veronica saturiaefélia Poit. and Turp.]. - Plant more or 
less hairy-whitish, with very narrow slightly toothed or sometimes entire leaves. (Here and there, rare). 


2.077 c. V. austriaca L. V. from Austria (pl. 449: 2.077 c., flowering stem). - Narrow, wide-toothed, dark green, shiny 
leaves; the upper leaves often almost entire; stems weak, 10 to 20 cm., erect or erect; calyx usually hairless; flowers 
on peduncles which often exceed the bracts. (Extremely rare: near Brévine, in the canton of Neuchatel, Switzerland). 


V. triphyllos L. (Fingered Speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - An annual 5-20cm, suberect with spreading or decumbent branches, glandular-pubescent. 
Lvs digitately 3-7- lobed, the lobes spathulate or oblong, to c. 1 cm, the lower petiolate, the upper sessile. Uppermost 
bracts usually entire, shorter than the slender pedicels, passing gradually but rather soon into the lower If-like ones. 
Calyx-lobes spathulate, obtuse, shorter than pedicel. Corolla 3-4 mm diam., deep blue, shorter than calyx. Style 1 
mm.

Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Erect annual 5-13(-20) cm, usually with several long, spreading, ascending branches. Stems 
often tinged blue, densely puberulent with patent or retrorse straight hairs (0.05-0.2 mm), intermingled with scattered 


longer glandular hairs. Leaves petiolate (petiole 1-3 mm), dark green, often purple-violet beneath, +- sparsely 
pubescent, often glandular; lamina of lower leaves ovate to triangular, 5-7 x 3-6 mm, coarsely crenate, of upper 8-12 x

lobes linear-oblanceolate, sometimes with basal teeth, glandular-pubescent. Corolla deep blue, 5-9 mm diam. Style 
0.9-1.3 mm, subequalling sinus. Capsule suberect, transversely elliptic, slightly inflated, 4-5(-5.5) x 5-6.5(-7) mm, 
subequalling calyx, glandular-pubescent near keel, otherwise subglabrous, base truncate, sinus acute (0.15-0.27 x 
capsule length). Seeds suborbicular, 1.3-2 x 0.9-2 mm, thin, cymbiform, slightly rugulose, dark brown or blackish. Fl. 
3-5. Pinus forests, stony pastures, rocky hills, banks, sandy fields, gardens, roadsides, 100-2000 m. Described from N. 
Europe... Widespread, but absent in E. Anatolia... Europe. Probably native in Anatolia. 


FNA Beta - Annuals, sometimes biennials. Stems erect or ascending, often blue tinged, (3-)5-15(-20) cm, densely 
hairy. Leaves: blade: proximal ovate to triangular, 5-7 x 3-6 mm, distal 8-18 x 8-18 mm, base rounded, margins 
(proximal) coarsely crenate or (distal) 3-5(-7)-palmatifid, apex obtuse, surfaces sparsely hairy, often glandular. 
Racemes 1, terminal, sometimes also 1 or 2 axillary, 30-120(-150) mm, 6-15(-25)-flowered, axis densely eglandular- 
and glandular-hairy; proximal bracts 5-palmatifid, distal 3-fid, 4-18 mm. Pedicels patent or arcuate-ascending, 4-11 (- 
20) mm, + equal to subtending bract, length 1-2 times calyx, densely hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes 4-6(-11) mm, apex 
obtuse, glandular-hairy; corolla deep blue, 5-10 mm diam.; stamens 0.9-1.7 mm; style (0.5-)0.7-1.5(-2) mm. Capsules 
+ inflated basally, compressed distally in cross section, obcordiform, 4-5(-10) x 4.5-6.5(-8) mm, apex emarginate, 
glandular-hairy. Seeds 14-22(-35), dark brown or blackish, subglobular, cymbiform, 1-2.2 x 0.7-2 mm, 0.4-0.9 mm 
thick, + rugulose to cristate. 2n = 14 (Eurasia). Phenology: Flowering (Feb-)Mar-May(-Jul). Habitat: Pine forests, stony 
pastures, rocky banks, sandy fields, gardens, roadsides, rarely calcareous soils. Elevation: 100-1000 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.096. Veronica trlphyllos L. 3-lobed speedwell [Synonym: Veronica tripliylla Rouy] (pl. 
452: 2.096, flowering plant). - This small plant, 5 to 30 cm., blooms its small bright blue flowers in stony or siliceous 
fields from March until May. It is found here and there very unequally distributed in the various regions of our Flora. 
The middle leaves are deeply divided into 5 to 7 fan-shaped lobes; all the leaves are dark green, with very small 
glandular hairs, with a short petiole; the lower leaves are opposite and the upper ones alternate. The stems are more 
or less erect, with branches spaced apart from each other, ending in loose clusters. The flowers are on peduncles 
longer than the calyxes and the bracts in the axils of which they are found. The calyx is hairy, glandular, with 5 
unequal divisions which are somewhat spatula-shaped. The corolla is shorter than the calyx. The ripe fruit is heart- 
shaped, with a rounded outline, ciliate-glandulous, indented, about 5 and a half millimeters wide; the style, which 
remains, measures about 1 millimeter in length, and slightly exceeds the indentation of the fruit. It is an annual plant, 
all glandular hairy, blackening when dried, with an elongated main root. The seeds germinate in autumn, and the 
young plants flower at the end of the following winter. (Samples were found whose flowers had 3 sepals and 3 petals; 
from au tres whose flowers had 5 sepals and 5 petals). 


Distribution. - Often prefers siliceous or clay soils; does not rise to a great height on the mountains.

V. verna L. (Spring Speedwell) 


Tutin & Clapham ed. 3 - An erect annual 3-15 cm. Differs from V. arvensis as follows: Lvs pinnatifid with 3-7 lobes. 
Raceme denser, always glandular. Capsule wider than long. Fl. 3-6. 2n = 16. Th. Native. In open habitats in dry 
grassland in the breckland of Norfolk and Suffolk and local there. Much of Europe but absent from much of the north 
and parts of the west and of the Mediterranean region; W. Asia, east to the Altai; Morocco. 


Flora Europaea vol. 3 - Stem 5-15 cm, erect, simple or branched from the base, pubescent in lower half, glandular 
above. Leaves 4-12 mm, more or less glandular-pubescent, the lower shortly petiolate, ovate to lanceolate, coarsely 
crenate, the upper sessile, pinnatifid with narrow lobes. Flowers in racemes; bracts exceeding pedicels, the upper 
lanceolate, the lower pinnatisect. Calyx-segments lanceolate; corolla c. 3 mm in diameter, blue. Capsule c. 3 x 4mm, 
reniform, flat, glandular-hairy; style c. 0.5 mm. Seeds c. 1 x 0.75 mm, broadly elliptical, flat. 2n =16. Cultivated fields 
and other dry places. Much of Europe, but absent from the extreme north and parts of the west and of the 
Mediterranean region. 


Flora of Turkey vol. 6 - Erect annual, 3-10(-20) cm, often unbranched, with 3-4 pairs of leaves, pubescent with 
short curved hairs. Lower leaves petiolate, small, coarsely crenate-serrate; upper sessile, 6-13 x 4-10 mm, pinnatifid 
to subpalmatifid, lobes 3-7, central largest, ovate, obtuse, lateral linear to lanceolate, +- acute; all sparsely 
pubescent with short +- curved hairs. Inflorescence (5-)15-40(-60)-flowered, pubescent with eglandular curved hairs 
and 0.2-0.4 mm glandular hairs.

1.4 x 0.7-0.9 mm, flat, slightly rugulose, yellowish. Fl. (3-)4-6. Open Pinus and Quercus forests, rocky and sandy 
steppe, pastures, meadows, calcifuge (?), 1000-2100 m. Described from Sweden, Germany and Spain... Widespread, 
except in S. & S.E. Anatolia. ... Europe, Caucasia, $.W. Siberia, C. Asia. Euro-Sib. element. 


FNA Beta - Annuals. Stems erect or ascending, (1-)3-15(-20) cm, at least distally glandular- and eglandular-hairy. 
Leaves: blade lanceolate to ovate, (4-)6-13 x (2.5-)4-10 mm, 1.3-1.6 times as long as wide, base cuneate, proximal 
margins coarsely crenate-serrate, distal pinnatifid to subpalmatifid, lobes 3-7, central largest, lateral linear to 
lanceolate, apex of central lobe obtuse, lateral + acute, surfaces sparsely glandular-hairy. Racemes 1-3, terminal and 
axillary, 20-80 mm, (5-)15-40(-60)-flowered, axis eglandular- and glandular-hairy; bracts proximal most often 3-fid, 
others linear-lanceolate, 3-5(-8) mm. Pedicels erect, (0.4-)1-3 mm, shorter than subtending bract, length 1/3-1/2 
times calyx, eglandular- and glandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes (2-)3-5(-7) mm, apex acute, eglandular- and 
glandular-hairy; corolla sky to pale blue, 1.5-3 mm diam.; stamens 0.2-0.6 mm; style 0.2-0.6 mm, stigma white. 
Capsules compressed in cross section, obcordiform, 2.5-3.5 x 3.5-5 mm, apex emarginate, eglandular-hairy. Seeds 8- 
20(-26), yellowish, ellipsoid, flat, 0.9-1.6 x 0.6-1.3 mm, 0.2 mm thick, smooth to + rugulose. 2n = 16 (Eurasia). 
Phenology: Flowering (Mar-)Apr-Jun(-Aug). Habitat: Open pine and oak forests, rocky and sandy steppes, pastures, 
meadows. Elevation: 300-2600 m. (Link) 


Bonnier - (Google translated) 2.093. Verdnica vérna L. Veronica of spring [Synonyms: Veronica Dillénii Crantz; 
Veronica pennatifida Lam.] (pl. 452: 2.093, flowering and fruiting plant). - It is a curious little plant, from 3 to 15 cm., 
remarkable for its stiff and erect stems, which grows in sandy places, on old walls or along roadsides in a very large 
part of our Flora. Its very small blue flowers bloom from April to July. The leaves are mostly opposite, the lower ones 
short-stalked, the others stalkless; the middle leaves are divided into 5-7 segments (very rarely sharply toothed only), 
the laterals narrow, the terminal oval and larger than the others. The flowers are arranged in terminal, elongated, 
fairly tight clusters. The peduncles are erect, shorter than the calyxes or the bracts which are at their base. The calyx 
is hairy, with 4 distinctly unequal divisions. The corolla does not exceed the divisions of the calyx. The ripe fruit is 
wider than long, flattened, furnished all around with a narrow border, furnished with glandular cilia; it is longer than 
the persistent calyx which surrounds it and it is notched at the top; the style which surmounts it is hardly more than a 
quarter or a fifth of the length of the rest of the fruit. It is an annual plant, hairy-glandular in its upper part, with a 
developed main root. The seeds germinate in autumn and the plant flowers the following spring. 


Distribution. - Prefers siliceous soils; sometimes rises in the Alps to nearly 2,000 m. altitude, for example on the Mont- 
Viso massif.

2.093. 2°. V. succulenta All. (V. succulent). - Leaves hairless or almost hairless, more or less thick, strongly toothed 
and not deeply divided; style significantly exceeding the indentation of the fruit. (Swiss Alps (canton of Vaud) where it 
is very rare). 


V. wormskjoldii Roem. & Schult. (American Alpine Speedwell)

hirsute or glabrous. Racemes 1, terminal, 5-40 mm, to 60(-150) mm in fruit, (2-)5-25-flowered, axis densely villous- 
hirsute and + glandular-hairy; bracts linear to lanceolate, 1-8 mm. Pedicels erect, 2-10(-15) mm, ca. equal to 
subtending bract, densely villous-hirsute or glandular-hairy. Flowers: calyx lobes (2.5-)3-5.5(-7) mm, apex obtuse or 
acuminate, glabrous or densely glandular-hairy; corolla deep blue-violet or violet-purple to deep blue, rotate, 3-11 
mm diam.; stamens 1-2 mm; style 0.8-4(-6) mm. Capsules compressed in cross section, oblong-obovoid, 4-6(-8) x 
(2.8-)4-5.5 mm, ca. as long as wide, apex emarginate, usually densely glandular-hairy. Seeds 10-50, straw colored, 
ellipsoid, flat, 0.7-1 x 0.4-1 mm, 0.05-1 mm thick, very minutely striate. (Link)

2.086. Veronica anagallis L. Véronique Mouron (pl. 451 : 2.086, plante fleurie; 2.086 bis, grappe fructifiée; 2.086 b., tige fleurie et fructifiée de la 
sous-espéce). - C'est une plante dont la taille peut varier de 10 a 80 cm., et dont les tiges couchées et enracinées tout-a-fait a leur base, sont 
dressées et portent des fleurs d'un bleu-pale ou lilacé, rarement blanches qui se montrent depuis le mois de mai jusqu'au mois de septembre.

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2.085. Veronica Beccabunga L. Véronique Beccabonga (pl. 450 : 2.085, rameau fleuri). - Cette espéce, connue sous le nom vulgaire de « Cresson-de- 
cheval », croit dans les fossés, les marais, au bord des cours d'eau ou des étangs, et en général dans les endroits humides ot elle est repandue dans 
presque toutes les contrées de notre Flore. C'est une plante entiérement dépourvue de poils, de 10 a 65 cm. de hauteur, qui épanouit ses petites 
fleurs d'un bleu pale, plus rarement roses, depuis le mois de mai jusqu'au mois de septembre, et parfois encore en octobre.

Le calice est sans poils, a 4 
divisions presque égales entre elles. La corolle est seulement un peu plus longue que le calice. Le fruit mdr est a contour arrondi, a peine échaneré 
au sommet, portant tout autour une bordure étroite, et il est plus court que le calice persistant qui l'entoure. Le style, qui subsiste au sommet du 
fruit mdr, mesure environ 2 millimetres de longueur et est plus court que le reste du fruit. C'est une plante vivace, a tiges couchées et enracinées 
vers leur base, puis redressées; ces tiges sont cylindriques, non creuses en dedans, simples ou rameuses. A l'automne, les entre-noeuds inférieurs des 
tiges se désorganisent, les tiges s'affaissent, mais les bourgeons adventifs, nés sur la partie supérieure de la tige ou méme sur les feuilles, demeurent 
vivants, s'enracinent sur le sol et concourent a la propagation de la plante.

Les fleurs, qui mesurent de 9 a 11 millimétres de largeur, en général, lorsqu'elles sont épanouies, sont disposées en 
grappes assez laches, souvent opposées, et naissant a l'aisselle des feuilles; chaque fleur est sur un pédoncule qui est plus long que le calice et que 
la bractée située a sa base. Le calice est poilu, a 4 divisions peu inégales. La corolle a de 2 a 3 fois la longueur du calice; son lobe le plus inférieur, 
de couleur plus pale ou méme blanc, est ovale, les 3 autres lobes sont arrondis avec leur partie terminale un peu saillante. Le fruit mdr est aplati, 
en coeur, rétréci a sa base, beaucoup plus court que les divisions du calice persistant qui l'entoure, a style persistant un peu plus long que le reste du 
fruit. C'est une plante vivace, a tiges présentant deux lignes de poils sur deux faces opposées, qui changent alternativement a chaque entre-noeud 
(parfois la tige est poilue tout autour, mais toujours avec deux lignes de poils plus longs que les autres). Les tiges floriféres sont couchées et 
pourvues de racines adventives dans leur partie inférieure, puis redressées. La tige souterraine est gréle, allongée, rameuse et, par ses 
ramifications, elle perpétue et multiplie la plante. Parfois, la tige florifére se prolonge en s'enracinant et en produisant plusieurs paires de feuilles.

Les fleurs sont isolées a l'aisselle des feuilles qu’elles dépassent en longueur au moment de leur épanouissement, et sont 
placées sur des pédoncules beaucoup plus longs que les calices, et couverts de grands poils étalés. Le calice est velu, a 4 divisions assez largement 
ovales, peu inégales, obtuses, ciliées, étalées au moment de la floraison. La corolle dépasse un peu le calice ou est a peu prés de la méme longueur. 
Le fruit mdr est couvert de poils étalés, renflé, divisé en deux masses arrondies et a peu prés aussi long que le calice persistant qui l'entoure. Le 
style surmontant le fruit mesure environ 1 millimétre de longueur; le fruit ne contient que 2 a 4 grosses graines. C'est une plante annuelle, a tiges 
velues, rameuses, portant les pédoncules des fruits qui sont souvent disposés d'un méme cété et opposés aux feuilles. Les graines germent 
ordinairement en automne.

La corolle 
dépasse le calice et son lobe supérieur est plus large que les autres lobes. Le fruit mtr est poilu, a contour plus ou moins ovale, plus long que le 
calice persistant qui l'entoure; le style qui le surmonte est a peu prés de la méme longueur que le reste du fruit. C'est une plante vivace, sans poils 
dans sa partie inférieure, mais poilue ou poilue-glanduleuse vers le haut, a tiges tortueuses et plus ou moins ligneuses, redressées, souvent a 
ramifications couchées ou étalées. La plante se perpétue et se multiplie par la division des bases de ses tiges. (On a décrit des exemplaires dont les 
fleurs avaient le lobe supérieur divisé en deux). - Le type principal se reconnait a ses fleurs d'un rose couleur de chair, ayant des nervures plus 


foncées (trés rarement a fleurs bleues); au fruit dont le contour est ovale, échancré au sommet, peu rétréci dans sa partie supérieure; aux 
pédoncules, fruits et calices qui sont couverts de poils glanduleux; a la teinte noiratre que prend la plante lorsqu'on la desséche. 

DISTRIBUTION. - Le type principal préfére les sols calcaires, tandis que la sous-espéce 2.089 b. Veronica saxatilis se plait sur les sols siliceux; peut 
s'‘élever jusqu'a 3.000 m. d'altitude, et ne peut descendre que jusqu'a 1.100 m. dans la zone subalpine. - France: assez commun ou assez rare dans 
les endroits élevés du Jura méridional, des Alpes, des Pyrénées et des Corbiéres; la sous-espéce 2.089 b. se trouve aussi dans les Hautes-Vosges ou 
elle est trés rare ainsi que dans l'Auvergne, et dans la Lozére ou elle est rare. - Suisse: Alpes, Jura suisse. 

Europe: presque toutes les montagnes d'Europe; a de basses altitudes dans la partie septentrionale de l'Europe et dans la zone arctique. - Hors 
d'Europe: partie orientale de la Sibérie. 

On a décrit 1 sous-espéce et 1 variété de cette espéce; ce sont les suivantes. 

2.089. 2°. Variété serratifolia Rouy (a feuilles dentées). - Feuilles profondément dentées tout autour, sauf tout-a-fait a la base du limbe. (Ca et la). 
2.089 b. V. saxatilis Jacq. V. des rochers [Synonymes : VerOnica fruticans Jacq.; Veronica fruticuldsa variété pilosa G.G.] (pl. 451: 2.089 b., tige 
fleurie; 2.089 b. bis, tige avec fruits). - Fleurs d'un beau bleu a gorge rougeatre; fruit mar non échancré au sommet, rétréci dans sa partie 
supérieure ou ses deux bords forment un angle aigu excepté tout-a-fait au sommet du fruit; pédoncules, fruits et calices poilus, a poils articulés 
mais non glanduleux; plante ne noircissant pas lorsqu’on la desséche (Hautes altitudes des Vosges ou il est rare; trés rare en Auvergne (Mont-Dore, 
Val-d'Enfer); Cévennes (Sommet de l'Aigoual); Alpes, Pyrénées; Alpes de Suisse, rare dans le Jura suisse au Chasseral et au Crét-du-miroir). 


V. hederifolia

2.099. Veronica hederaefolia L. Veronique a feuilles de Lierre (pl. 453 : 2.099, tiges fleuries). - Cette plante, dont les tiges faibles, couchées ou 
étalées peuvent mesurer de 10 a 80 cm., est, en général, trés repandue dans les champs, les endroits sablonneux, sur les vieux murs, oU l'on peut la 
trouver en fleurs pendant toute l'année, bien qu'elle fleurisse surtout depuis le mois de mars jusqu'au mois d'octobre. Ses fleurs sont d'un bleu clair 
ou parfois blanchatres. Les feuilles sont, en général, alternes sauf celles situées tout-a-fait a la base des tiges, et les feuilles a l'aisselle desquelles 
naissent les pédoncules floraux sont semblables aux feuilles situées plus bas. Ces feuilles sont divisées en 3 a 7 lobes dont le terminal est beaucoup 
plus large que les autres; elles présentent un pétiole plus ou moins allongé, et leur limbe, a contour général arrondi, a ses nervures principales 
disposées en éventail; toutes ces feuilles sont velues. Les fleurs sont isolées a l'aisselle des feuilles et portées chacune sur un pédoncule plus long 
que le calice et devenant un peu plus long que la feuille a l'aisselle de laquelle il se trouve. Le calice est a 4 divisions, largement en coeur renversé a 
leur base, ovales et aigués dans leur partie supérieure, dressées et bordées de longs cils. La corolle est plus courte que le calice. Le fruit mdr est 
trés renflé, comme formé par la réunion de quatre parties arrondies, un peu moins long que le calice persistant qui l'entoure. Le style, sur le fruit, 
ne mesure guére qu'un demi-millimetre de longueur; ce fruit ne contient que 2 a 4 grosses graines. C'est une plante annuelle, a tiges, rameaux et 
pédoncules couverts de poils, a racine principale développée. (On a décrit des exemplaires présentant 6 ou 7 pétales et 3 étamines ou encore 
diverses autres anomalies de la fleur). 

NOMS VULGAIRES. - En anglais: lvy-Speedwell, Winter-weed. En allemand: Epheu-Ehrenpreis, HUhnerbiss. En flamand: Klimopeereprijs, Hinneslei, 
Hoenderbeet. En italien: Veronica-mor-so-di-gallina. [[Hierba gallinera, Pamplina basta. ]] 

USAGES ET PROPRIETES. - Plante amére et astringente. 

DISTRIBUTION. - Peut se trouver dans les cultures des montagnes, mais non prés des cultures trés élevées; n'atteint pas la zone des sapins dans le 
Jura; ne s‘éléve pas a plus de 900 m., en général, dans les Corbiéres ou les Pyrénées. - France: trés commun, en général (assez commun seulement 
dans quelques contrées, telles que les Ardennes ou les Corbiéres). - Suisse: commun. - Belgique: commun, en général (assez rare dans la Région de 
l'Ardenne).

2.076 . Veronica longifolia L. Véronique a longues feuilles [y compris le Veronica spuria L.] (pl. 449: 2.076, tige fleurie). - Cette espéce, qui ne se 
trouve a l'état spontané, dans notre Flore, qu ‘en Alsace et en Belgique (ot elle est trés rare) est souvent cultivée dans les jardins et peut se 
rencontrer quelquefois a l'état subspontané. C'est une belle plante, de 40 a 85 cm., a tiges dressées portant de nombreuses feuilles; ses fleurs 
bleues, en longues grappes assez serrées, se montrent depuis le mois de juillet jusqu'au mois de septembre. Les feuilles sont opposées ou verticillées 
par 3 (rarement par 4), a court pétiole, a limbe ovale ou ovale-allongé, réguligrement denté en scie tout autour, sauf a la base dans la partie qui 
avoisine le pétiole; ces feuilles sont couvertes de poils veloutés et sont aigués au sommet. Les fleurs sont sur des pédoncules un peu plus longs que 
le calice, lequel est sans poils et a 4 divisions aigués a leur sommet. Le fruit mar est sans poils, un peu sphérique, peu échancré au sommet; le style 
persistant est beaucoup plus long que le reste du fruit. C'est une plante vivace, qui noircit lorsqu’elle se desséche, a tiges floriféres élancées, 
anguleuses dans leur longueur; elle se perpétue au moyen de bourgeons produits par la tige souterraine. (On a décrit de nombreuses anomalies de 
cette espéce: tiges fasciées, c'est-a-dire soudées dans leur longueur; grappe présentant de petites grappes latérales secondaires; feuilles disposées 
en spirale; feuilles a limbe presque réduit a la nervure principale; nombre anormal des sépales, pétales, étamines; etc.).

USAGES ET PROPRIETES. - Cultivé comme plante ornementale; il en existe plusieurs variétés horticoles: « subséssilis », plante de 60 cm. a 1m. 20 
ayant les rameaux revétus de nombreux poils appliqués, a grappes de fleurs d'un bleu-violacé couleur améthiste; « excelsa », plante de 1m. a1 m. 
50 ayant des grappes de 20 a 30 cm. de longueur, a fleurs d'un bleu clair; « rosea », a fleurs roses ou d'un blanc-rosé; « alba », a fleurs blanches, etc. 
DISTRIBUTION. -- Ne s'éléve pas a une grande altitude sur les montagnes. - France : rare ou assez rare en Alsace (environs de Strasbourg, La Gansau, 
Ebermiinster, Hilsenheim, entre Colmar et Herlisheim, etc.); extrémement rare dans les Ardennes; signalé dans l'Aubrac, en Lozére; parfois 
subspontané ailleurs.

2.082. Veronica montana L. Véronique des montagnes [Synonyme : Veronica subbiscutata Crantz] (pl. 450: 2.082, plante fleurie). - C'est une espéce, 
généralement plus ou moins rare, mais disséminée dans beaucoup de contrées de notre Flore ou elle tapisse le sol dans les bois et les foréts 
humides. Ses tiges, faibles et gréles, de 10 a 55 cm. de longueur, sont couchées et enracinées. Elle épanouit d'avril a juillet ses fleurs d'un bleu pale 
ou blanchatres, avec les trois lobes supérieurs de la corolle striés de pourpre. Les feuilles, toutes opposées, a l'exception des petites bractées qui 
accompagnent les fleurs, sont pourvues d'un pétiole allongé qui porte un limbe ovale-arrondi et profondément denté sur les bords sauf au sommet et 
dans sa partie inférieure; ces feuilles sont velues et a nervures assez accentuées. Les fleurs sont disposées, par petit nombre, en grappes tres laches 
qui prennent naissance a l'aisselle des feuilles, et chacune d’elles est placée sur un pédoncule qui mesure de 3 a 4 fois la longueur du calice ou de la 
bractée a l'aisselle de laquelle il se trouve. Le calice est velu, a 4 divisions peu inégales et qui présentent leur plus grande largeur un peu au-dessus 
de la moitié de leur longueur. La corolle, environ 2 fois plus longue que le calice, est a 4 lobes qui sont un peu aigus dans leur partie tout-a-fait 
terminale. Ce qui caractérise particulierement cette espéce, c'est la forme du fruit mir qui est trés aplati, comme ailé sur les bords, cilié, plus large 
que long, échancré et débordant, a droite et a gauche, le calice persistant qui l'entoure et qui est plus court que lui; le style, qui subsiste aprés la 
floraison, est a peu prés de la méme longueur que le reste du fruit. C ‘est une plante vivace, a tiges floriféres rameuses dés la base, a tige 
souterraine produisant des bourgeons qui, ainsi que les rejets enracinés, perpétuent et multiplient la plante. Parfois la tige florifére se prolonge en 
s‘enracinant sur le sol et développe plusieurs paires de feuilles. (On a décrit des exemplaires a fleurs verdies, par suite de la présence d'Acariens du 
genre Phytoptus). 

USAGES ET PROPRIETES. - Les fleurs sont quelquefois visitées par les abeilles, surtout aux altitudes assez élevées. - Les propriétés médicales de 
cette plante sont analogues a celles de l'espéce 2.078. Veronica offlcinalis. 

DISTRIBUTION. - Préfére souvent les terrains siliceux, mais peut se trouver parfois sur les terrains calcaires. - France: le plus souvent assez rare; de 
distribution trés inégale; par exemple : rare dans le Nord de la France et aux Environs de Paris; assez rare en Normandie; commun, assez commun, 
assez rare ou rare dans le Sud-Ouest; rare dans la Sarthe (commun cependant dans la forét de Perseigne et au Val); rare dans le Loir-et-Cher; trés 
rare dans la Niévre; assez rare ou assez commun en Auvergne et dans la partie basse de la Corréze; manque dans la Haute-Vienne et dans la partie 


haute de la Corréze; commun ou assez rare en Lorraine; assez commun en Alsace; commun ou assez commun dans le Jura; assez rare en Bourgogne;

2.078. Veronica officinalis L. Véronique officinale (pl. 449: 2.078 et 2.078 Us, tiges fleuries). - Cette espéce, désignée vulgairement sous le nom de « 
Thé-d'Europe », tapisse souvent les sous-bois par ses tiges feuillées sur lesquelles se détachent les petites grappes allongées de ses fleurs pales. On 
la trouve non seulement dans les bois, mais aussi au bord des fossés et dans les paturages de presque toutes les contrées de notre Flore, ou elle est, 
en général commune, sauf sur le littoral méditerranéen. Les tiges, qui ont de 10 a 45 cm. de longueur, sont couchées sur le sol, enracinées, et 
produisent, a l'aisselle des feuilles, des grappes dressées de fleurs d'un bleu pale, trés rarement rosées; la plante fleurit depuis le mois de mai 
jusqu’en juillet et, parfois, refleurit en hiver. Les feuilles sont toutes opposées sauf les petites bractées qui accompagnent les fleurs; ces feuilles 
sont grisatres, velues, a pétiole trés court ou sans pétiole, a limbe ovale, parfois presque arrondi, ou, au contraire, étroit. Les fleurs, relativement 
petites, sont disposées en grappes assez serrées qui sont ordinairement alternes, plus rarement opposées; chaque fleur est placée sur un pédoncule 
plus court que le calice et que la bractée a l'aisselle de laquelle il se trouve. Le calice est velu, a 4 divisions ovales-allongées, peu inégales. La 
corolle est d'un bleu trés pale, veinée de bleu foncé, plus rarement blanche et veinée de rose, et ne dépasse pas beaucoup le calice. Le fruit mar est 
en forme de coeur, aplati, surmonté par le style persistant qui mesure a peu prés la méme longueur que le reste du fruit. C'est une plante vivace, 
velue, a tiges dures, rameuses, qui se multiplie et se propage par des bourgeons nés sur les tiges souterraines. Les échantillons d'un méme pied ont 
été cultivés sur le méme sol, aux Environs de Paris et a diverses altitudes clans les Pyrénées; a une altitude un peu supérieure a 2.000 m. les 
exemplaires ainsi plantés ont acquis, au bout de quelques années, des feuilles plus épaisses, plus serrées, et tout-a-fait appliquées sur le sol, des 
grappes dressées plus courtes, a fleurs moins creuses, d'un bleu plus intense (G. Bonniér). (On a décrit diverses anomalies de cette espéce : grappes 
produisant de petites grappes secondaires a la place des fleurs normales; verdissement des fleurs par suite de la présence d'Acariens du genre 
Phytoptus; fleurs soudées entre elles; étamines ou carpelles transformés en pétales; etc.). 

NOMS VULGAIRES. - En francais: Thé-d'Europe, Thé-du-Nord, Véronique-male, Herbe-aux-ladres, Véronique-vraie. En allemand: Ehrenpreis, Echter- 
Ehrenpreis, Europaischer-Tee, Grosser-Bathen- gel, Grundheil, Heil-allen-Schaden. En flamand : Wilde-Thee, Heelkrachtige-Eereprijs, 
Mannetjeseereprijs.

USAGES ET PROPRIETES. - La plante constitue un bon paturage pour les chevaux, les chévres et les vaches. - Cultivé quelquefois comme plante 
ornementale. - On fait, avec cette espéce, une infusion, plus ou moins analogue au thé, qui est excitante et stomachique; la plante est amére, 
vulnéraire, un peu astringente et a été employée contre le rhume, la goutte, les catarrhes, la phtisie. -- La plante renferme des acides malique, 
citrique, vinique, acétique, lactique; on y trouve une huile grasse et une huile essentielle, de la cire, de la mannite, des sucres, des gommes. 
DISTRIBUTION. - Ne séléeve guére a plus de 1.800 m. d'altitude, sur les diverses montagnes. - France : commun, en général, mais seulement ¢a et la 
sur le littoral méditerranéen. - Suisse: commun ou trés commun. - Belgique: commun ou assez commun, mais rare dans la Région littorale et 
seulement dans les Polders. 

Europe: Europe septentrionale jusqu’en Islande; Europe centrale et occidentale; plus rare dans l'Europe méridionale. - Hors d'Europe: Ouest et Sud- 
Ouest de l'Asie; Amérique du Nord. 

On a décrit 3 variétés de cette espéce; les deux variétés les plus remarquables sont les suivantes. 

2.078. 2°. Variété minor G. G. (mineure) [Synonyme: Veronica acutiflora Lap.]. - Feuilles étroites et relativement petites, un peu épaisses. 
(Montagnes). 

2.078. 3°. Variété Tournefortii Rchb. (de Tournefort) [Synonymes: Verdonica Tournefortii Vill.; Veronica AlliOnii variété vestita G. G.]. - Tiges et 
feuilles couvertes de poils courts; feuilles largement ovales ou a contour presque arrondi; fleurs d'un bleu assez foncé. Cette variété est un peu 
intermédiaire entre les espéces 2.078 et 2079. (Montagnes). 


V. peregrina

2.095. Veronica peregrina L. Véronique voyageuse (pl. 452 : 2.095, plante fleurie). - Cette espéce, d'origine américaine, s'est naturalisée dans 
quelques contrées de notre Flore. C'est une petite plante de 5 a 25 cm., sans poils, qui croit dans les champs oU ses trés petites fleurs bleues se 
montrent depuis le mois d'avril jusqu'au mois de juillet. Les feuilles, toutes opposées sauf celles qui constituent les bractées accompagnant les 
fleurs, sont a trés court pétiole, entiéres ou peu dentées, a limbe se rétrécissant vers la base, présentant une seule nervure principale. Les fleurs 
sont disposées en grappes, et, a mesure que la floraison se poursuit, deviennent assez distantes les unes des autres; ces fleurs sont placées sur des 
pédoncules dressés, trés courts, ayant le sixiéme ou le septiéme de la longueur du calice, que dépassent les bractées qui sont a leur base. Le calice 
est sans poils, a 4 divisions ovales et peu inégales. La corolle est plus courte que les divisions du calice. Le fruit mar est sans poils, plus large que 
long, en forme de coeur, peu échancré, mesurant environ 4 millimetres de longueur sur 4 millimetres et demi de largeur; le style, qui le surmonte, 
est a peine visible. C'est une plante annuelle, qui noircit lorsqu’on la desséche, a tige dressée, simple ou rameuse, a racine principale développée. 
(On a décrit des exemplaires a feuilles verticillées par 3 a 7; d'autres dont les graines renfermaient des plantules a 3 cotylédons). 

USAGES ET PROPRIETES. - Plante amére, astringente, anti-scorbutique. 


DISTRIBUTION. - Ne s'éléve pas sur les montagnes. - France: naturalisé d'une maniére inconstante en Lorraine, en Alsace, et, encore plus rarement 
dans l'Ouest de la France. - Belgique: rarement naturalisé dans la Région hesbayenne, et trés rarement dans les Régions houillére et campinienne.

453 : 2.101, plante fleurie et fructifiée). - Cette espéce de l'Europe centrale et méridionale, spontanée dans le Midi et le Sud-Est de la France, ainsi 
qu'en Suisse, a, depuis plusieurs siécles, envahi ¢a et la la plupart des autres contrées de notre Flore. C'est une plante dont les tiges couchées, 
enracinées a leur base, parfois redressées, mesurent de 10 a 35 cm. de longueur. On la trouve dans les champs, au bord des chemins, sur les talus, 
dans les endroits incultes oi ses fleurs d'un beau bleu mélé de blanc (trés rarement blanches) s'épanouissent depuis le mois de mars jusqu’en 
octobre, et parfois encore en hiver. Les feuilles inférieures sont opposées et a limbe en coeur renversé, les autres sont alternes et semblables aux 
précédentes ou a limbe comme coupé a la base, parfois se rétrécissant dans sa partie inférieure. Toutes ces feuilles sont couvertes de petits poils, 
fortement dentées sur les bords, a pétiole plus ou moins court sauf les feuilles tout-a-fait supérieures qui sont sans pétiole. Les fleurs sont isolées a 
l'aisselle des feuilles et placées au sommet de pétioles gréles, a poils courts, courbés vers leur sommet lors de la fructification, bien plus longs que 
les calices et dépassant les feuilles a l'aisselle desquelles ils sont placés. Le calice est poilu, a 4 divisions un peu inégales dont 2 sont dirigées vers le 
haut et les 2 autres vers le bas, a nervures tres accentuées. La corolle, a lobes veinés, dépasse le calice et mesure de 8 a 12 millimétres de largeur. 
Le fruit a de 6 a7 millimetres de largeur sur 4 a 5 millimetres de hauteur; il est aplati, a échancrure large, de sorte que ses deux parties sont 
écartées l'une de l'autre; il contient 8 a 16 graines et le calice persistant le déborde a droite et a gauche; le style, qui surmonte l'échancrure, 
mesure environ 2 millimetres de longueur. C'est une plante annuelle ou bisannuelle, a tiges couvertes de poils courts, souvent rameuses dés la base, 
a racine principale développée. (On a décrit diverses anomalies de cette espéce: inflorescence en grappe terminale; fleurs soudées entre elles; 
étamines ou carpelles transformés en pétales; fleurs a 3 pétales, a carpelles ouverts; sépales cohérents avec les pétales; fleurs a une seule étamine 
développée; etc.). 

NOMS VULGAIRES. - En anglais : Bird's-eye, Cat's-eyes. En italien : Veronica-Querciola. En flamand : Perzische-Eereprijs, Groote-Eereprijs. 

USAGES ET PROPRIETES. - Cultivé comme plante ornementale. - Plante amére et diurétique. 

DISTRIBUTION. - Ne séléve pas a une grande altitude, sur les montagnes. - France: dans presque toutes les contrées de la France, mais avec une 
distribution trés inégale, et souvent fugace; par exemple: rare dans le Nord; assez commun en Normandie, et aux Environs de Paris; ca et la dans le

C'est une plante de 10 a 50 cm. dont les 
tiges, couchées et enracinées, sont ensuite redressées, et dont les petites fleurs blanchatres ou d'un bleu un peu rosé s'‘épanouissent depuis le mois 
de mai jusqu'au mois de septembre. Les feuilles, toutes opposées sauf celles réduites a l'état de bractées et accompagnant les fleurs, sont sans 
pétiole, allongées, s'atténuant insensiblement de la base au sommet, aigués, entiéres ou presque entiéres, mais présentant souvent de petites dents 
peu accentuées, parfois groupées par deux, espacées, courbées vers le bas de la feuille. Les fleurs sont disposées en grappes trés laches, naissant 
alternativement a l'aisselle des feuilles, a fleurs assez peu nombreuses placées sur des pédoncules trés minces ayant 3 a 5 fois la longueur des 
calices ou celle des bractées a l'aisselle desquelles ils ont pris naissance. Le calice est a 4 divisions ovales, sans poils; la corolle, plus longue que le 
calice, porte des stries sur ses 3 lobes supérieurs.

USAGES ET PROPRIETES. - On fait avec les sommités de cette plante une boisson plus ou moins analogue au thé. - La plante est amére, astringente, 
excitante et diurétique. 

DISTRIBUTION. - Préfére assez souvent les terrains siliceux; peut s'élever jusqu'a 1.500 m. d'altitude environ, sur les diverses montagnes. - France:

méditerranéen. Ses fleurs d'un bleu vif un peu violacé, rarement bleuatres, rosées ou blanches, se montrent depuis le mois de juillet jusqu'au 
commencement de novembre. Les feuilles inférieures sont opposées, les supérieures alternes, toutes couvertes de nombreux poils courts, bordées 
de crénelures qui sont dirigées vers le haut de la feuille. Les feuilles inférieures sont plus grandes que les autres, a court pétiole; les feuilles situées 
plus haut deviennent de plus en plus petites et sans pétiole. Les fleurs sont placées sur des pédoncules plus courts que le calice; celui-ci est velu ou 
tout au moins fortement cilié sur les bords, a 4 divisions inégales, ovales-allongées, obtuses au sommet. La corolle, beaucoup plus longue que le 
calice, présente un tube plus long que large et ses 4 lobes ne sont pas trés inégaux.

Chaque fleur est portée sur un petit pédoncule qui est environ de la méme longueur 
que le calice ou un peu plus long. Le calice de ces plantes est tout-a-fait caractéristique par la présence de 5 divisions trés inégales dont la 
supérieure est beaucoup plus petite que les autres. La corolle est plus longue que le calice. Le fruit mdr est en forme de coeur, trés nettement 
échancré au sommet et se termine par le style persistant qui est seulement un peu plus long que le reste du fruit. Ce sont des plantes vivaces dont 
les tiges sont couchées et émettent des racines adventives dans leur partie inférieure; elles se perpétuent ou se multiplient par les divisions de leurs 
tiges souterraines et se groupent assez souvent en nombreuses touffes fleuries voisines les unes des autres. Les tiges floriféres se prolongent parfois 
en une tige rampante portant seulement 3 ou 4 paires de feuilles. - Le type principal se reconnait aux feuilles ovales, fortement dentées, au calice 
qui est velu et a divisions ciliées sur les bords, a la corolle, ordinairement d'un beau bleu, dont les trois lobes inférieurs sont aigus; au fruit mdr, 
généralement plus ou moins couvert de poils, et qui est plus long que large. (On a décrit des exemplaires qui offraient des fleurs dont les deux 
pétales latéraux étaient complétement séparés du reste de la corolle; d'autres ayant des fleurs présentant plus de 5 sépales, 4 ou 5 étamines, 7 ou 8 
lobes a la corolle).

- Cultivé comme plante ornementale; il en existe plusieurs variétés horticoles: variété « latifolia », a feuilles larges et a 
grappes de fleurs tres fournies; la sous-espéce 2.077 b. est également cultivée dans les jardins et comprend plusieurs variétés horticoles: « pulchella
